Mayor Thompson Has Promised No Relief} 


From Existing Conditions, 


To the Editor of the Ledger: 

Crane was jollied. 

The committee of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation has answered the conundrum. 

Its report on the Mayoralty candidates 
says relative to Mayor Thompson : ‘It 
appears that the Mayor has not made or 
authorized any pledge or promise in his 
behalf to be made concerning whom he 
would or would not appoint to office if 
reelected Mayor. 

The impression prevailing previous 
to the announcement in today’s Ledger 
was that Mr. Emery Crane had with- 
drawn from the Mayoralty contest with 
the understanding that Mayor Thomp- 
son, if re-elected would not reappoint 
certain officials. If the general impres- 
sion regarding Mr. Crane’s position is- 
correct, then he has been monstrosly 
hoodwinked by the agents of the Mayor 

Although much of that conference is 
yet in the shadow, still the clear light 
has been cast on the most important 
question, namely: That Mayor Thomp- 
son is non-committal on the personnel 
of the city adminstration should it be 
in his power to name it again. 


While men assuming to actas agents 
of the Mayor might not hesitate to 
juggle with the facts, it is inconceiv- 
able that he would deviate from the 
truth in dealing with the Citizens Com- 
mittee. Hence when he informs them 
that he has not made or authorized any 
pledge or promise in his behalf to be 
made concerning whom he would or 
would not appoint to office, he is stating 
facts and in this statement he is telling 
the voters that there is no surety of the 
city’s being rid of the incubus of in- 
competent officialdom if he is reelected. 

No hope is held out for the institution 
of those reforms of which there is a 
crying need. For all any one knows of 
Mayor Thompson's intentions he may 
reappoint to office those men of whom 
criticism is general.

For these reasons the rule 
throug hoat the educational world is to 
have the High school sessions begin at 
earliest hours of convenience in the 
morning, and end early in afternvon. 
Then comes the period of relaxation, 
when in play or in other fourm of di- 
version the brain receives the stimulus. 
necessary for the evening study. 
| Do the Quincy High school pupils. 
| have the benefit of this ideal arrange- 
ment? Are they obtaining the best re- 
sults from the hours devoted to their 
lessons? Are they and their parents, 
to whom their children’s educational 
uplift is onejof the objects nearest their 
hearts, receiving a square deal? It is 
not too strong to term ascriminal the 
neglect which has permitted the devel- 
sees of the present conditions. The

I have been informed on good author- 
ity, that a brick building cost only 


} from ten to twenty per cent more than 
|a frame structure, and will anyone con- 
| tend that is not more than offset by the 


subsequent cost of painting and keeping 
the latter in repair, to say nothing of 
the difference insurance rates, 

To prove that this building ordinance 
will be no hardship to prospective 
builders it is only necessary to remem- 
ber that all the brick buildings that we 
already have, were built, not under 
compulsion, but because the owners ev- 
idently thought that it wasfor their 
best interests to construct them of that 
material; and those who did not wish 
to expend a great amount of money 
have built them of one story, to be add- 
ed to later, if required. 

Then, too, I think tenants prefer 
brick buildings. They make a more 
imposing appearance and lessen the 
insurance rates on the merchandise. 
What merchant in City Square would 
not willingly pay ten or twenty per 
cent on the extra cost of a building 
that would display his goods to advan- 
tage and better accommodate, what 
should be in these live times, an ever 
increasing patronage? 

Ithink the Ledger, which, by the 
way I have always found to be on the 
side of justice, is unnecessarily alarmed 
for, instead of lessening the chances of 
activity in building operations, in my 
opinion, it would greatly tend to in- 
crease it, as real estate owners would 
then feel that, if they erected good 
buildiags, they would be protected from 
the close proximity of the ‘shack’? 
nuisance, and their tenants likewise, 
who pay good rent for good looking 
stores, would not be subjected to the 
competetive methods of the ten-dollar-a 
month proprietor of a‘‘shack.” 

Merchants, real estate men and build- 
ers have repeatedly, through the Quincy 
Board of Trade, sent petitions to the 
City Council asking for an ordinance 
Similar to this, and I for one, sincerely 
thank the Council for their prompt ac- 
tion on this one, and trust that the 
Mayor will feel that he can conscien- 
tiously sign it, and thus give Quincy a 
twenty year ‘‘boost’’ ahead.

I have no doubt the city official in 
question just lent the fine money temp- 
orarily, bat the principle was wrong, 
all wrong, and if our public officials go 
hand in hand with this kind of people, 
the the rest of the citizens want to 
shoo-fly.

His Position on Trolley Express. 


Would Refuse to Approve Franchise if People’s 
Rights Were Neglected. 


To the Citizens of Quincy : 


So many misleading statements 
have been circulated concerning my 
position in the trolley express matter 
that I take this opportunity of inform- 
ing you of my views concerning the 
same. 


I believe that a trolley express be- 
tween Quincy and Boston would be 
of decided advantage to our local mer- 
chants and the people of Quincy. Not 
only would it bring about an improve- 
ment over the present service and en- 
sure the people prompter and more 
frequent deliveries of express pack- 
ages, but it would also result in mate- 
rially reducing the present prices. 


The local express concerns would 
not be injured by granting such a fran- 
chise because the railway company on 
accepting it would become a common 
carrier of express packages, and would 
be obliged to transport and deliver to 
some central point in Quincy express 
matter for all local concerns that may 
wish to avail themselves of its service, 
thus enabling them to do away with 
their heavy trucking and long trips, 
and by employing light delivery wag- 
ons they could quickly distribute 
their customers’ goods at a material 
saving to themselves. Such a change 
would result in great saving to the 
city by decreasing the present heavy 
teaming over its streets. 


On the other hand it is not to be 
forgotten that the franchise the rail- 
way company is seeking is a very val- 
uable one and that it now belongs to 
the people. 


If Iam elected Mayor, and an or- 
der granting sucha franchise comes 
before me for official action, I pledge 
myself before approving the same to 
take every reasonable and proper pre- 
caution to see to it that all the rights 
of the city and its citizens connected 
therewith are properly safeguarded

FIVE WRECK VICTIMS 


Woman Suffered Awtul Agony 
In Disaster In Vermont 
Burlington, Vt., Dec. 3—The death 
list of the Vergennes disaster has been 
increased to five, while three more lie 
at the point of death at the Mary 
Vletcher hospital. The two people yes- 
terday added to the death list are an 

unknown woman and child. 

This woman and child occupied a 
feat to the rear of the three Bristol 
women who lost their lives. Of the wo- 
man no trace has been found, and of 
tie child only a charred foot was found 
inthe ruins yesterday. 

The disaster occurred when a heavily 
loaded gravel train, moving swiftly 
down grade, crashed into a passenger 
train from the rear. Flames quickly 
broke out in the wreckage. The cause 
of the accident was not determined. 

The known dead are Mrs. W. A. Law- 
rence, 45 years old, of Bristol, Vt.; 
Miss Corinna Stowe, 25, of Bristol, a 
school teacher, and Mrs. Nellie Barnard, 
45, of Bristol, a widow. 

One of the saddest incidents of the 
affair was the death of Mrs. Lawrence, 
wife of Deputy Sheriff Lawrence. To- 
day Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence were to 
leave New England for a winter in Call- 
fornia, and Mrs. Lawrence was on her 
way to this city to make a deposit of 
$1500 in a local bank and to do some 
shopping preparatory to her trip. 

When the crash came she was hurled 
through the wreckage, but one foot was 
pinned under the car just where the 
fierce fire started. 

Above the din of the raging fire the 
woman could be heard to yell, “I am 
not injured; my foot is caught. For 
God’s sake help me! For God’s sake 
help me!” While half a dozen strong 
men stood appalled by the horror and 
held at bay by the terrific heat, the wo- 
man perished before their very eyes. 


Lucky to Escape Alive 

North Adams, Mass., Dec. 3.—Pick- 
ed up by the cowcatcher of a locomo- 
tive while he was walking on the rail- 
road track just east of Williamstown, 
Richard Edwards, aged 75, rode five 
miles clinging to the front of the en- 
gime. Pressed against the front of the 
locomotive by the air resistance, Ed- 
wards was nearly breathless and be- 
numbed by cold when the train came 
to a standstill here, but he managed 
to step down and refused assistance 
trom the astonished trainhands. His 
only injury was a slight cut on one leg. 


Brake Beam Broke 

Exeter, N. H., Dec. 3.—The slowing 
down of an express train from Port- 
land for Boston for a stop at the local 
depot prevented what might have 
been a terrible wreck, for the forward 
brake beam on the first car broke, 
throwing the car off the track, but send- 
ing the balance of the train, with the 
exception of the engine, onto a siding. 
Two tramps who were riding on the 
front platform of the baggage car were 
hurled into a ditch beside the track 
and one of them died yesterday. The 
track for 200 yards was ripped up. 


Woman Returned to Asylum 

Westboro, Mass., Dee. 3.—Mrs. 
Charles Stewart, recently released 
from the state insane asylum here and 
who wandered away from her home in 
Milford Saturday, after attempting to 
set fire to her house and assaulting 
her husband, appeared early Sunday at 
the Grafton almshouse, 14 miles from 
her home, very much exhausted, having 
suffered greatly from the cold during 
the night. She was brought back to 
the asylum yesterday afternoon for 
further treatment. 


Farmer Seriously Asseulted 

New Haven, Dec. 3.—Joseph Corso- 
no, a farmer of Woodbridge, was found 
lying in a pool of blood in the street 
early Sunday with a four-inch gash in 
his scalp, his skull fractured and a 
slight cut in the back. The police are 
looking for Joseph Presta, who is al- 
leged to have been Corsono’s assailant. 
Corsono visited Presta at the latter's 
boarding house here Saturday night. 
Both had been drinking during the 
night, it is said, and quarreled.

No Assistance 
Asked or Received 


Editors of Quincy Daily Ledger : 

In your issue of December 1, 1906, au 
anonymous article appeared under the 
scare head ‘‘Much Assistance required 
by City Solicitor in his department. ’’ 

A more false and malicious statemen 
it would seem bard to conceive. As the 
article in question appeared on the first 
page of your paper, the space in which 


a fair inference that the article if not 
from the pen of Mr. Shea is there at 
least with his sanction. 

As the article is used for campaign 
purposes, were it not for the fact that 
my professional reputation is attacked, 
it might well pass unnoticed. 

The writer quotes certain abstracts 
from the City Ordinances which he re- 
fers to as the City Charter, and certain 
items of charge from the City Report of 
1905. 

He states first that George E. Adams 
was paid for legs] services items of $45,

sors, A fair reading of tbe City Ordi- 
nances and the use of a little ordinary 
common sense will show this. 

The item of $25 is one from the report 
of the Board of Assessors, for services 
authorized by that department and of 
which I had no knowledge, and conse- 
quently could not control, and moreover 
is for services not included within the 
definition of the duties of the City So- 
licitor as ses forth in the ordinance’re- 
lating tnereto. This service has for 
several years been performed for the as- 
sessors by one of our respected citizens 
who felt he could no longer give his 
time to it and the matter was turned 
over to Mr. Adams by the assessors at 
the same rate of compensation as had 
been previously paid. 

The last item of $92.50 is for services 
rendered to the Board of Health, and 
authorized by them as set forth in the 
financial report of that department.

Washington, Dec. 3.—The passage of 


the appropriation bills and as little 
other general legislation as possible. 


Such in brief is the forecast for the 
short session of the Fifty-Ninth session 
of congress Which begun at noon today. 

There has not yet been time for as 
general an exchange of views among 
members as is ordinarily desired by 
Jeaders before expressing their views, 
but all seem to regard the present sit- 
tation as so simple as to need com- 
paratively little intercourse to arrive at 
an understanding. 

It is evident that for various reasons 
It will not be possible to do much on 
the appropriation bills before the holi- 
days, and this circumstance will prac- 
tically have the effect of condensing 
the consideration of the 14 large supply 
measures into two months. Consider- 
lug that the aggregate of the appropria- 
tions to be made will approximate $1,- 
000,000,000, some senators and mem- 
bers express the opinion that congress 
eannot do better than give all of its 
time to these measures. 

The ship subsidy bill probably will 
be.an exception to the rule for no gen- 
eral legislation. The friends of that 
measure have never been more insistent 
than now. Thty are extremely hopeful 
and yet very apprehensive. The bill 
has passed the senate and is in com- 
mittee in the house. One incident that 
is very materially helping the subsidy 
is the recent speech of Secretary Root 
in support of it. 

The senate has on its calendar two 
important house bills, the immigration 
bill and the Philippine tariff bill, but 
there are snags in the pathways of 
both. There is still intense opposition 
to the Philippine bill especially, and 
it is not believed that it can possibly 
receive serious consideration during a 
short sessfon. 


Not a few members of both houses 


are anxious to meet the demands of 
the bankers and others for an elastic 
eurrency and it is quite certain that 
there will be efforts to supply this 
want, but there are so many plans 
that even the most sincere believers 
in the necessity almost despair of ac- 


complishing anything during a_ short 
session. The recommendations of the 
president in the interest of a national 
luheritance tax is awaited with eager 
interest by many, and there ‘s no doubt 
that a large following could be se- 
cured for a measure of the character he 
Will outline, but as in the matter of cur- 
rency reform, the few weeks of the ses- 
sion will not suffice for adequate con- 
sideration. It is also recognized that 
the present plethoric condition of the 
treasury would furnish strong argu- 
ment against the proposed innovation. 
Suggestions looking towards amending 
the railroad rate law are not expected 
to bear fruit this session. All those 
matters and many others are certain 
to receive attention in debate. 


Among the questions slated for a 
MNberal share of discussion, the tariff 
stands at the head of the list, but no 
one has the least idea that any serious 
effort will now be made to secure the 
modifications which even many Repub- 
licans think desirable.

They have had before them 
everybody whom it was thought could 
throw any light upon the question of 
delay. All persons requested to appear 
before them, have readily complied 
with the exception of the general con- 
tractor, and that the chief cause of the 
delay in making of its repert was the 
inability to have Mr. Lord appear, and 
that, it was not until last evening that 
he did appear. 

The committee have now practically 
completed its inquiry and a report may 
be expected in a few days.

4.—Never per- 
haps in the history of Herkimer county 
justice have the closing scenes of a mur- 

rial been characterized by such 


attacks of counsel as developed 
in the summing up of the Gillette case. 
teplete as the trial has been with sur- 
prises and sensations, none was pre- 


pared for the sharp exchange with 
which the day closed. 

A. M. Mills, a close personal and po- 
itical friend of the prosecutor, made 
the last app to the jury to acquit 
Chester F. Gillette of the murder of 
Grace Brown, his sweetheart, at Big 
Moose lake. He had occupied nearly 
the whole of the session and it was late 


in the day when he dramatically de- 
clared that the five physicians who 
had sworn that there was a bloodclot 
on Grace Brown's brain had sworn to 


} } 


a falsehood; that they had gotten to- 
eth and agreed upon a common 
tory for the witness stand, and de- 
‘iberately withheld testimony favorable 


to his client. Intimating that the physi- 
claus were improperly influenced, he 
added: 

“If there is an investigation of graft, 
some of these five doctors may figure 
in it. They were paid large fees to 
give evidence which it was thought 
was so prepared that it would convict 
this boy. I charge here and now— and 
I know personally each of the physi- 
cians—that they did not bring in all the 
facts. Each of these doctors knew 
that a fraud was being perpetrated. 
You can’t pick out five reputable physi- 
cians in the country who would do such 
a thing as these doctors did.” 

As Mills concluded District Attorney 
Ward jumped to his feet and, interrupt- 
ing the judge, who had decided upon 
an adjournment, launched into a 
scathing denunciation of Mills and the 
methods he had taken to sway the jury 
over to the defense. As he spoke the 
outstretched and trembling hand of 
the prosecutor shook in the face of the 
counsel for the defense. 

“When Mr. Mills stands here and 
tells you as he just has,” he said, “that 
those five doctors, reputable men who 
enter your homes perhaps every day, 
are liars and burglars, he says that 
which is not true. He doesn’t expect 
by that address to reach the intelligent 
men on this jury. He thinks that 
there may be a rogue among you. You 
know sometimes men are on juries who 
have debts of gratitude to pay from 
away back years ago and they pay 
them by violating the rules and ren- 
dering a verdict not in accordance with 
the evidence. 

“That is what is called a rogue on a 
jury, and he hoped there might be a 
among you. Then they also seek 
to get a weak and unintelligent man 
on the jury who won't be able to put an 
act in one town with an act in another 
town, and so connect the evidence. 
They hoped that there might be a man 
of this kind on this jury and they 
would try to reach him and thus effect 
a miscarriage of justice.” 

In this strain, so- excited at times 
that the big audience fairly gasped, 
Ward brought to a spectacular close a 
day of steady speechmaking, with here 
and there a dramatic period. 

Mr. Mills contended that Grace 
Brown committed suicide and that his 
client had been unfairly dealt with. 
Gillette had, he said, been pitted 
against the united powers of a_ per- 
sistent district atterney’s department, 
an unscrupulous sheriff's department, 
and a biased and unfair public press. 
The district attorney had failed to 
show any plausible motive for the mur- 
der laid at Gillette’s door. 

It is expected that the case will go to 
the jury this afternoon.

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PORTLAND'S LANDSLIDE 


City Goes Democratic and For 
Municipal Water Works 

Portland, Me., Dee. 4.—The -Demo- 
crats have gained contro! of the Port- 
land city government for the first time 
fince 1892 and the second since 1885. 
They re-elected Mayor Clifford yester- 
day for a second term by 422 plurality 
over I’. B. Milliken (Rep). The Demo- 
crats elected seven out of nine alder- 
men and 16 out of 27 councilmen. 

Returns on the question of the city 
owning the water works by means of a 
water district, or renewing the contract 
with the Portland Water company for 
the city supply of water, came in very 
late. It is estimated, however, that 
the vote was about five to one,in favor 
of a water district. 

The landslide is accounted for by sev- 
eral reasons, the principal one of which 
seemed to be a desire on the part ofa 
number of Republicans to get a change 
of administration and a reorganization 
of the party. Another is that the Demo- 
cratic party came out in favor of mu- 
nicipal ownership of the water works, 
which was made a feature of the cam- 
paign. 

There also was a feeling among the 
citizens who believe in resubmission of 
the liquor prohibitory law that if the 
city should be carried by the Republi- 
cans it would be taken as a repudia- 

j tion of the sentiment expressed in fa- 
vor of resubmission at the state elec- 
tion in September, when the entire 
county went Democratic for the first 
time in years. 


Changes In the Cabinet 

Washington, Dec. 4.—The first cab- 
inet shift will take place about the first 
| of the year, when Mr. Moody will take 
his place on the supreme court bench. 
Mr. Bonaparte will then go to the de- 
partment of justice, Mr. Strauss will 
enter the cabinet as secretary of com- 
merce and labor, and Mr. Metcalf will 
become secretary of the navy. Mr. 
Shaw will retire March 4 and Mr. Cor- 
telyou will take the treasury portfolio 
and will be succeeded as postmaster 
general by George Von L Meyer, the 
present ambassador to St. Petersburg. 
Mr. Garfield will succeed Secretary 
Hitehceck as the head of the interior 

department at the same time. 


Returns Home to Die 

Montreal, Dec. 4—Henry Hirbour of 
Waterbury, Conn., has received papers 
which prove his American citizenship 
and he will return to his home in a few 
days. Hirbour was returning to his 
home in Waterbury when United 
States immigration officials refused to 


allow him to cross the border on the 
ground that he was suffering from 


tuberculosis. At that time he was un- 
uble to produce naturalization papers. 
Hirbour is dying, but he says that he is 
happy now that he will be permitted to 
spend his last days at home with his 
family. 


Facing Charges of Extortion 

San Francisco, Dec. 4—Mayor 
Schmitz and Abraham Ruef appeared 
before Judge Dunne for arraignment 
on charges of extortion. When 
Schmitz took his seat before the bar he 
exchanged no greeting with Ruef, who 
had arrived earlier, indicating that the 
relations between the mayor and Ruef 
hud become strained. At the request of 
counsel the arraignment of the two 
men was postponed to next Thursday. 


Magistrate Ignored Modus Vivendi 
St. Johns, Dee. 4-—The supreme 
court has fixed upon Jan. 8 for hearing 
the appeal of the fishermen against the 
decision of a magistrate fining them 
$500 each for violating the bait act by 
fishing for American vessels within 
territorial waters, in spite of the fact 
that the modus vivendi between Great 
Britain and the United Sttes guaran- 
teed immunity to fishermen if they 
shipped outside the three-mile line. 


Tunnel Workers Killed 

New York, Dec. 4.—A spark from a 
eandle carried by a laborer dropped 
into a can of giant powder and caused 
an explosion among a gang of work- 
men in the Pennsylvania railroad tun- 
nel under the East river last night. 
Three men were killed outright and 4 
fourth is dying. Of 12 others less seri- 
ously hurt, two required hospital treat- 
ment. The others suffered chiefly from 
burns.

there is a spirited contest for Ward 
Councilmen. There are eight candidates 
for the three positions. There are tbree 
Republicans, three Democrats and two 
Socialists. 

There is but one candidate seeking 
reelection from this ward, Councilman 
Donovan, one of the Democratic 
nominees. He has a strong following 
and his election is predicted. It is an 
open question, however, who the other 
two men will be. 

WARD THREE. 

Business in the South Quincy ward is 
practically suspended today, as it is too 
cold for the men to work in the granite 
yards, ‘This means that instead of the 
voter coming in bunches as io other 
years, the voting will be steady through- 
out the day. 

The voting during the early morning 
was not particularly brisk, bnt was 
steady. That the ward will get outa 
large vote there is no question.. Neither 
is there any question but that it will 
give Mayor Thompson a majority, al- 
though this morning no figures were 
advanced, 

There is quite a spirited contest on 
for Ward Councilmen, ten candidates 
being in the field for the three positions 
to be filled. 

It is quite generally admitted how- 
ever that that the three Republican 
nominees will win out. The votes will 
be split, however, as each of the candi- 
dates has a certain following. 

Mayor Thompson feels sure that the 
Ward will stand by him and give hima 
good majority. On tbe other hand Mr, 
Shea believes that be will carry the 
ward. 


WARD FOUR. 

The great battle of the day is beirg 
fought in the West Quincy ward. This 
is the home ward of Candidate Shea. 
It is also the home ward of Com- 
missioner Burke whose name _ has 
figured more or less prominently in the 
campaign that has jast closed. 

There was a time when there was no 
question as to the ward being Demo- 
cratic by a large majority. Of late 
years, however, the party has been split 
up and the Republicans have made great 
inroads into it, so that today it is a 
fight to again make it a Democratic 
stronghold. That the ward will give 
Mr. Shea a plurality there can not be 
much gnestion, but the Republicans are 
working bard to keep it as small as 
possible, 

Mr. Shea has no doubt in his own 
mind but that the ward will stand by 
him nobly. Neither has be any doubt 
but’ that he will be elected Mayor of 
the city. . 

This ward elected a Republican ward 
Councilman last year and the Republi- 
cans claim that they will repeat the 
trick this year. Of the six candidates 
for the City Council, Councilman 
McGilvray is the only one seeking re- 
election and he will probably win. 


WARD FIVE, 


The Wollaston ward which it was re- 
ported would cast a light vote is polling 
even a larger vote than last year. As 
this ward is very largely Republican it 
looks like a good plurality for Thomp- 
son. 

The voting during the morning hours 
was brisk, and at every hour the total 
vote was ahead of that of December, 
1905. 

At 12.15 the box registered 501 votes, 
an increase of 43 over 1905 at the same 
hour. The total vote of the ward last 
year was 600, and this noon it looked 
as though the total would be greatly in 
excess of a year ago. 

There have been many rumors that 
there was considerable opposition to 
Mayor Thompson in this ward, but the 
political literature of Mr. Shea during 
the past few days has reacted and those 
that were against Thompson are now 
for him. 


WARD SIX. 


Outside of the Mayorality question 
there ‘s but little interest in Atlantic. 
This ward has been Republican for 
some years and there is no question but 
what it will be again this year. 

Last year the ward gave Thompson 
400 and Wilson 126. Mr. Shea is a 
stronger candidate than was Mr. Wilson 
and will get a larger vote, 

A good vote is being polled in both 
precincts. Fully as large as a year ago, 
which indicates that the voters are hay- 
ing their little say before going to busi- 
ness. 

For Ward Councilmen the general 
impression seems to be that Council- 
men Hobbs, Moir and Sawyer will be 
returned. There is some opposition to 
Councilman Moir, but it is not believed 
that it will be enough tu defeat bim.

Letter from 
George E. Adams 


Editor of the Daily Ledgar: 

I desire to reply briefly to the state- 
ments made by a writer of a letter in 
your Saturday’s paper relating to legal 
services rendered by me to the city.

Thirteen Mayors Are Chosen In 
the Bay State 


A VICTORY FOR ASHLEY 


Will Guide Affairs of New Bed- 
tord For the Fourteenth Time 
--Six Men Wanted to Be May- 
or ot Haverhilland Wood Wins 


Boston, Dec. 5.—The re-election of 
| eight out of 10 chief magistrates and 
the reduction in the vote favoring the 
sale of intoxicating liquors were the 
features of the municipal elections in 
13 of the 33 cities in Massachusetts yes- 
terday. Two mayors were defeated, 
Thompson in New Bedford and. Par- 
sons in Marlboro, while three cities 
chose new wen to direct affairs. 

| While there was no change in the 
‘sentiment regarding license in any of 
the cities, the no license advocates made 
nh gain in eight cities of 3407, while the 
net gain for license in five cities was 
1488. 

The Republicans won in nine cities, 
the Democrats in two, while in the other 
two national politics did not obtain. 

The sensation of the elections was 
the victory of former Mayor Charles S. 
| Ashley of New Bedford, Mayor Thomp- 
son being defeated by 71 votes. The 
campaign in the “whale city” was a 
very bitter one, Ashley re-entering the 
field after a year’s voluntary retire- 
ment with a record of 13 terms as may- 
or. So intense was the feeling in New 
Bedford that when it was learned that 
the precinct officers in one of the vot- 
ing places were holding back the re- 
turns on which the election depended, 
|}many persons thronged to the booth 
and the police were called to suppress 
a small sized riot. Ashley was sup- 
ported by what was known as the Citi- 
vens’ party, while Thompson was the 
People’s party candidate. 

In Marlboro, Edward F. Brown de- 
feated Mayor Parsons by 54 votes after 
a strenuous campaign. 

The new magistrates chosen were 
John S. Kent in Brockton, Egbert I. 
Clapp in Northampton and William E. 
in Springfield. 

In Haverhill, Mayor Roswell L 
| Wood, although opposed by five other 
eandidates, including Frank E. Watson, 
formerby chairman of the Republican 
| city committee, was re-elected by a plu- 
rality of 591 votes. In Brockton Kent’s 
| chief antagonist was W. A. Clifford, 
{the Socialist candidate. The follow- 
jing is a list of the mayors elected:

Chester Gillette Guilty of Murder- 
ing Grace Brown .<-. 


IS UNMOVED AT VERDICT 


New Trial to Be Moved For by 
His Counsel--Prisoner Broke 
Down For First Time on the 
Last Day ot Trial 


Herkimer, N. Y., Dec. 5.—The jury in 
the trial of Chester E. Gillette, for the 
murder of his sweetheart, Grace 
Brown, at Big Moose lake on July 11 
| last, last night returned a verdict of 
; guilty of murder in the first degree. 

Sentence will be pronounced tomor- 
row, to which time court adjourned af- 
j ter the jury had reported. Gillette’s 

counsel, before adjournment, announc- 

ed that when court reconvened he 
would move to have the verdict set 
aside. 

The jury, which had deliberated for 
five hours, sent word at 11 o'clock that 

! a verdict had been reached. A mo- 
ment later they filed into the court- 

room and at 11:15 o'clock an officer who 
| had been sent for Gillette returned with 

the prisoner. 

Pale and a trifle nervous, apparently, 
Gillette faced the jury and when Fore- 

) man Hatch declared that a verdict of 

guilty in the first degree had been 
found the prisoner gave not a sign of 
emotion. A few moments later, when 
his counsel had announced his purpose 
of making a formal] motion that the ver- 
dict be set aside, and the judge was 
dismissing the jurors, Gillette bent 
over a nearby table and, picking up a 
pencil, wrote something upon a sheet 
of paper. He then folded the paper 
carefully and placed it in his pocket. 
i Immediately afterwards he was taken 
from the courtroom back to his cell in 
the jail. 

It was learned that the jury had some 
difficulty in reaching an agreement and 
six ballots were taken before the men 
agreed. Up to that time the jury had 
stood 11 for conviction and one for ac- 
quittal. 

The case was given to the jury at 5:50 
o'clock after Judge Devendorf had oc- 
cupied an hour and a quarter in his 
charge. He dealt with the points of law 
Involved and instructed the jurors to 
consider the evidence from a_ legal 
standpoint and not to be influenced 
by sentiment. 

The day’s session until the judge's 
| charges had been taken up by District 

Attorney Ward, who described the 
friendship of Gillette and Grace Brown 
and their companionship up to the time 
of the girl’s death in Big Moose lake. 
Tor the first time during the trial the 
prisoner broke down as he was merci- 
lessly scored by the prosecution. 

For some time he stared defiantly at 
the district attorney, but when the lat- 
ter read abstracts from the letters sent 
Gillette by his sweetheart, the prisoner 
burst into tears and at times through- 
out the remainder of the session sobbed 
convulsively. 

When the jury went to its room and 
Gillette was led back to his cell, he 
asked the deputy if the doors were 
locked. He apparently feared violence, 
but there was no evidence of such in- 
tention on the part of the big crowd 
around the court. After supper the 
courtroom filled quickly and many fe- 
mained until the verdict was announced.

Prison For Weill Known Men 

Chicago, Dec. 5.—Three men. well 
known in Ohio were sentenced by 
Judge Landis in the United States dis- 
trict court to serve a term of one year 
each in the house of correction for con- 
spiracy to violate the federal laws gov- 
erning interstate traffic by manufactur- 
ing articles used for immoral purposes. 
The men sentenced are President Brad- 
ley of the Canton Rubber company of 
Canton, O., Vice President Davis of the 
same concern, and W. J. Oby. 


Moorish Government Wakes Up 

Paris. Dec. 5.—A dispatch from Fez 
says that a Moorish man-of-war, with 
150 regulars on board, is approaching 
Tangier for the purpose of re-establish- 
ing order. This step forestalis the col- 
lective note by the members of the dip- 
lomatie corps sent to the Moroccan 
minister of foreign affairs yesterday 
afternoon, in which the attention of the 
government was called to the existing 
state of anarchy. 


None of Relief Fund Missing 
Washington, Dec. 5.—Secretary Taft 
| has received a telegram from J. D. 
| Phelan, president of the San Francisco 

Relief and Red Cross funds corpora- 
| tion, describing as “entirely ground- 
Jess” the report that large sums of 
' money subscribed have gone astray. 
Phelan requests that the widest pub- 
| licity be given to his statement that no 
funds are missing. 


Porto Rico and Panama 

Washington, Dec. 5.—President 
Roosevelt’s special message to con- 
gress on Porto Rico will be sent to con- 
gress on Dee. 11. The president’s 
| views on the island and the legislation 
he favors are the direct outcome of 
that visit to Porto Rico. The presi- 
dent’s special message on Panama will 
be laid before congress on Dec. 17. 


Woman Jumped From Ferryboat 
New York, Dec. 5.—Miss Ruth Miner, 
aged 40, of Cornwall, Conn., jumped 
from the Hudson river ferryboat Pitts- 
burg when the boat was in midstream 
off West Twenty-third street. The 
boat was stopped and smal] boats low- 
ered, but the body was not recovered. 
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STIFF COLD WAVE 


Follows a Storm Which May 
Have Caused Many Deaths 
Boston, Dee. 5.—When Monday’s 

storm, which was a comparatively mild 

affair in New England, reached the 

provinces yesterday on its way to the 
northeast, it increased considerably in 
intensity and dragged after it into this 


eection of the country the stiffest cold 
wave of the season. The storm 
reached blizzard proportions in Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and the Guif 
of St. Lawrence, and the result of its 
fury became manifest when several ac- 
cidents and mishaps had been report- 
ed. Resultant winds in New England 
reached nearly a gale. It will probably 
be some days before the full results of 
the storm’s destruction will be known. 

Reports from the provinces indicate 
that the storm was almost as severe as 
that four weeks ago, when more than 
50 lives were lost. It is feared that 
the death list as a result of yesterday’s 
storm will again be a long one. 

Yesterday was the coldest Dec. 4 in 
Boston for 35 years, the thermometer 
dropping to 4 above zero. One man 
was frozen to death in Winchester and 
many persons suffered from frostbite. 
Two other casualties from the cold oc- 
eurred in New England. 


Congress Hears M-ssage Read 

Washington, Dee. 5.—President 
Roosevelt’s annual message to con- 
gress occupied the atttntion of the sen- 
ate to the exclusion of nearly all other 
business. The exception to this was 
the introduction of a resolution on the 
Japanese situation by Senator Rayner 
and the adoption of appropriate resolu- 
tions regarding those members of the 
house of representatives who have died 
since the last session. 

The reading of the preident’s message 
in the house was followed closely by a 
very large number of members, while 
the crowded galleries gave close con- 
sideration. Here and there the reading 
of the document was punctuated with 
applause and hearty handclapping. 


Deluge on Isthmus of Panama 

Colon, Dee. 5.—Ten inches of water 
has fallen in Colon during 24 hours. 
The Chagres river has reached the 
highest point ever known and is still 
rising fast. Communication and traf- 
fic by way of the Panama raiiroad is in- 
terrupted. The inhabitants of the vil- 
lages north of Bas Obispo will suffer 
greatly. There has been no telegraphic 
communication with Panama since 
Monday. The washouts on the rail- 
road are most severe between Mammei 
and Gorgona. The Chagres has risen 
28 feet. Work on the canal has been 
suspended on account of the inunda- 
tion. 


Raliroad Gives Up a “Subsidy” 

Washington, Dec. 5.—The postoffice 
department has decided to terminate 
the allowances for fast mail facilities 
from Washington to New Orleans on 
Jan. 5. Postmaster General Cortelyou 
received notice from the Southern rail- 
way that it will be unable to continue 
the operation of train No. 97 after Jan. 
5. About $150,000 a year has gone to 
the Southern to maintain train No. 97. 
The appropriation has often been the 
subject of vigorous debate in congress 
in which opponents of the “special 
facilities” objected to the appropria- 
tion as a “subsidy.” 


Prince Alleges Swindling 

Paris, Dec. 5.—Prince Von Hohen- 
lohe, a son of the former German chan- 
cellor, has started proceedings to cause 
the arrest of Philip Simeon! de Fleres 
& Dixmer, a firm of so-called bankers, 
on the allegation of having swindled 
him out of nearly $100,000 by means of 
fictitious financial operations. It is 
said that this firm has succeeded in ob- 
taining about $2,000,000 from other 
notable persons. 


Boston Americans’ New Manager 

Boston, Dec. 5.—President Taylor of 
the Boston American Baseball club has 
arranged with Charles 8. Stahl, centre 
fielder of the team, to be manager and 
captain next season. Stahl was acting 
manager during part of last season. 
The club has now 36 men under con- 
tract or reservation. 


Ambassadors to Shift About 

Washington, Dec.5.—Henry White, 
ambassador to Rome, will be trans- 
ferred in the near future from that post 
to Paris, where he will succeed Robert 
S. McCormick as ambassador. White 
will be succeeded at Rome by Lloyd C. 
Griscom, now American ambassador 
to Brazil. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


The volume of business done by im- 
porters in New York city in 1906, ac- 
cording to the records in the office of 
the collector of customs, will far ex- 
ceed all previous records. 

Professor Henry F. O. Da Costa has 
been elected by the regents of the 
Smithsonian institution to succeed the 
late Professor Langley as secretary of 
the Institution, at a salary of $7000 a 
year. 

Dr. George S. Hull, aged 74, promi- 
nent in Connecticut in medical, Masonic 
and Knights of Pythias circles, died at 
Bristol, Conn., of Bright’s disease and 
dropsy. 

Miss Cora Wilburn, known through- 
out the Jewish press as a poetess and 
author, died suddenly at her home at 
North Duxbury, Mass. She was born 
in Honolulu 75 years ago. 

Dr. W. J. Hearn, author and surgeon, 
was thrown from his carriage at Phila- 
delphia and fatally injured. Hearn oc- 
cupied a chair in the Jefferson Med- 
ieal college.

BUILER 
EAPLODES 


Lynn Almost 
Repeats the 
Brockton Horror 
$300,000 Loss 


The boiler in the big shoe factory of 
P. J. MWerney at Lynn blew up with a 
loud report just before 7 o'clock this 
morning, and in an instant almost the 
whole building was a roaring mass of 
flames. 

The first report sent oat was 45 had 
lost their lives in the explosion. Later 
reports, however, are that the only per- 
sons supposed to have perished were 
two watchmen who were in the build- 
ing at the time. 

The fire spread rapidly to other fac- 
tories and tenements nearby. The 
Lynn department was unable to cope 
with the fire and assistance was asked 
from adjoining cities. 

A large fire fighting force was on 
hand, and before noon the fire was un- 
der control. Tbe property loss is esti- 
mated at $300, 000, 

The cause of the boiler exploding is 
unknown, as there was no one in the 
building at the time but the two watch- 
men, who are supposed to have lost 
their lives. 

The large corps of workmen employed 
in the factory were on their way to 
work when the explosion occurred. 
Had it come a few minutes later a repe- 
tition of the Brockton horror must have 
resulted. 

The factory of Harnéy Bros. was near 
the West Lynn depot of the Boston & 


Maine railroad and the depot was 
among the buildings destroyed. In all 
there were seven factories, twelve 


houses, and five barns. The latest re- 
ports say that no lives were lost, but 12 
persons were injured. The fire raged 
for two hours, and the luss is now 
placed at $350,000.

TALK OF A GAUGUS 


President Not Blind to Idea of 
Tariff Revision 


AMES IS STILL FIGHTING 


Thinks It Timeto Overcome ‘‘In- 
ertia ot Hoary Tradition”? and 
Improve Law Which Is Full of 
Injustices and Irregularities 


Washington, Dec. 6.—Tariff revision- 
ists in both houses, upon rereading 
the president’s message, are endeavor- 
ing to extract a ray of hope from the 
president’s reference in his discussion 
of the income and inheritance tax to 
the time “when next our system of 


taxation Is revised.” They point to this 
fact as evidencing the president’s un- 
Willingness to blind himself to the 
whole idea of tariff revision. 

The coupling of the two indicates to 
many that the president would make 
these number of reforms of taxation 
supplementary to the present system, 
thus making up for the loss in reve- 
nue from a reduction in the Dingley 
achedules. In spite of the president’s 
failure to make a straight-out recom- 
mendation for tariff revision, talk of a 
Republican caucus on the subject con- 
tinues. 


Representative Ames of Massachu- 
setts is continuing to urge an extra 
session for revising the tariff. He said: 
“For two years have I pledged myself 
and worked for immediate tariff revi- 
sion; and more firmly and hopefully 
than ever, I believe that now is the 
time to revise the tariff. By now I 
mean that we should at once hold a 
euucus of the Republicans of congress 
to give a concerted expression of our 
determination to immediately revise 
the inequalities present in our tariff 
jaw, to give all possible notice to the 
country at large by fixing the time of 
revision, which should be immediately 
after the fourth of next March, and to 
determine the best method of procedure, 
whetber under a special rule to treat 
only those schedules which are mani- 
festly too high, and so a manifest bur- 
den on the country generally, or wheth- 
er it be advisable to open the whole 
subject. 

“The older and consequently the 
more conservative Republican members 
of congress are opposed to revision. 
This inertia of hoary tradition, this dis- 
inclination to any change of existing 
conditions, must be overcome by the 
energy and the push of the younger 
and more progressive members of our 
party. 

“It is characteristic of those wedded 
to tradition to accept without protest 
what is. It is equatly characteristic of 
progress to push on with the vigor, the 
hope and the enthusiasm of young 
blood for better things. The one cries 
‘let well enough alone’ and the other 
‘make well enough better.’ While ex- 
perience, age and tradition most often 
go hand in hand, even they admit that 
sometime the tariff will be revised;’ 
they counsel leaving it alone, until pub- 
lic opinion becomes so outraged that a 
Democratic house and senate make the 
revision. 

“These short-sighted traditionis‘s ad- 
mit that under the very best conditions 
any revision will be accompanied by 
some financial unrest and suspense. 
They counsel, not a revision hy protec- 
tion’s friends in the hey-day of Repub- 
lican prosperity with the necessary dis- 
turbance to the financial and com- 
mercial world will be least appreciable, 
but counsel a postponement of action 
until revision is made by the enemies 
of protection at a time and in a man- 
ner such as to induce the wildest fluctu- 
ations and disturbances in our pros- 
perity and credit. Traditionists counsel 
the supine defeat of our party by inac- 
tion; progressionists would rather go 
down in defeat fighting to the end in an 
endeavor to improve our tariff law 
which even others admit to be full of 
injustices and inequalities. 

“It is nelther logical nor good busi- 
ness judgment to delay the time of 
making needed changes or improve- 
ments in the machinery of a mill until 
prosperity ceases and hard times com- 
mence; nor does the thinking man wait 
for a thunderstorm to break before 
patching a leak in the roof of his house. 
Nor can it be that the lessons of the 
past election are to be lost or misin- 
terpreted by the former stand-patters 
of the house.” 


Congressional Doings 

Washington, Dec. 6.—The brief ses- 
sion of the senate resulted in the intro- 
duction of many bills, resolutions, peti- 
tions and memorials, and the receipt of 
a number of communications from the 
executive departments. 

The house, waiting on the report of 
appropriation bills, began its legislative 
grind by passing three measures: In- 
eorporating the National German Amer- 
ican Alliance; authorizing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to duplicate gold 
certificates in lieu of ones lost or de- 
stroyed, and the bill amending the na- 
tional banking laws, permitting na- 
tional banking associations to make 
loans on real estate as security and 
limiting the amount of such ioans. 


Fiint’s Modest Request 

Washington, Dec. 6.—Senator Flint 
(Cal.) introduced a bill providing for 
an exhibition at Los Angeles tn 1915 
to celebrate the completion of the Pana- 
ma canal. The bill provides for goy- 
ernment aid of $10,000,000, provided 
the exhibition company furnishes an 
equal amount.

TIE VOTE FOR MAYOR 


Cambridge Democratic Commit- 
tee Must Name Nominee 
Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 6.—A quick 
decision by Judge Morton of the su- 
preme court has thrown the choice of a 
Democratic candidate for mayor into 


the hands of the Democratic city com- 
mittee, the result of the recent caucuses 
having been found by the court to bea 
tie between Mayor C. F. Thurson and 
James: L. Aylward. 

Since the close of the polls in the 
primaries each cand@idate has several 
times been declared victorious. A few 
hours after the close of the voting 
Thurston had apparently won. Then 
Aylward was declared to be the choice, 
but finally the night closed with Thurs- 
ton in the lead. The next day it was 
announced that a mistake had been 
made and that Aylward had won by a 
few votes, but two days later the sit- 
uation was again reversed and Thurs- 
ton was declared nominated. Then 
came a recount and Aylward was 
judged to be the choice by one vote. 
This single ballot was questioned by 
Thurston, because it had two crosses 
on it, and Judge Morton threw it out 
and left the result a tie. 

Under the law the choice now rests 
with the Democratic city committee, a 
meeting of which has been called for 
tonight. It Is said that a majority of 
the committee favor Thurston. The 
elty election will be held next Tuesday. 


Leighton After Senatorship 

Concord, N. H., Dec. 6.—George B. 
Leighton of Dublin has announced his 
candidacy for United States senator to 
succeed Henry E. Burnham. Leighton 
states that if elected he will endeavor 
to promote four matters of importance 
to New England: The taking of the 
White mountains fora national forestry 
reservation, the development of the 
Portsmouth navy yard, the making of 
Boston a seaport of the first grade, and 
national legislation regulating corpora- 
tions, especially public service corpora- 
tions. 


A Worthy Project 
Greenwich, Conn., Dec. 6 —Mrs. 
Nathaniel Witherell, widow of the New 
York multi-millionaire who died re- 
cently, has purchased property here on 
which it is planned to erect a trades 
school. Recently, as a result, it is said, 
of the sending of two small boys from 
the town to the reform schoo! for depre- 
dations, a movement was started fora 
night school, with a gymnasium and 
cther features. It is not known wheth- 
er Mrs. Witherell’s plan has any con- 

nection with this movement. 


The Vermont's Performance 
Rockland, Me., Dec. 6.—Under condi- 
tions of weather and sea which might 
easily have been better, the first-class 
battleship Vermont had her screw 
standardization tests over a measured 
mile of the Rockland course and came 
fully up to expectations, her fastest 
speed, with tidal corrections, being at 
the rate of 18.52 knots an hour. The 
rumber of screw revolutions producing 

that speed was 118.47 per minute. 


Weekly Payments at Last 

Montpelier, Vt., Dec. 6—The weekly 
payment bill was passed to a third read- 
ing in the state senate by a vote of 19 
to 8. This is believed to insure its final 
passage in concurrence with the action 
of the house. Th? bill is directed espe- 
cially at large marufacturing corpora- 
tlons. For many ers efforts to se- 
cure the passage of a similiar bill in the 
iegislature have been unsuccessful. 


Captain's Clerk an Alieged Deserter 

Boston, Dec. 6.—Frederick G. Ben- 
nick, clerk to Captain Winslow of the 
cruiser Charleston, was arrested when 
he reached this port upon the arrival 
from South America of the steamship 
Harmodius on a charge of desertion 
from the Charleston while in South 
America. A court martial will sit on 
the case at the navy yard. 


Horses Perished In Fire 

Greenwich, Conn., Dec. 6.—Twelve 
horses perished in the burning of a 
large barn located in the lumber yard of 
Joseph Brush. The loss is $3000. In 
the vicinity of the barn was lumber 
valued at $50,000 and a tank containing 
several thousand gallons of gasoline. 
The origin of the fire is not known. 


Chitdren Must Keep Off Stace 

Providence, Dec. 6—Acting Mayor 
Reynolds has put a ban on the appear- 
ance of children under 16 years of age 
on the stages of the local theatres, re- 
fusing permission to allow children un- 
der that age to participate in the ama- 
teur performances.

Bigger Army for Japan 

Yokohama, Dec. 6.—Japan is said to 
have decided to provide, in the next 
budget, for the recall of the two army 
divisions now in Manchuria and Korea, 
and also to create two new divisions 
in 1907, availing itself of the increase 
in revenue, without resorting to in- 
creased taxation or borrowing. This 
means a tremendous increase in the 
strength of the army.

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DEFENDED BY TAFT 


Discharge ot Men of Twenty- 
Fitth Infantry Was Justified 
Washington, Dec. 6.—In his annual 

report, Seeretary Taft devotes consid- 

erable space to a defense and explana- 
tion of the course of the war depart- 
ment in connection with the discharge 

Without honor from the military ser- 

vice of the battalion of the Twenty- 

fifth infantry, which was stationed at 

Brownsville, Tex., last summer. 

The secretary details the events of 
the night of Aug. 13, involving the 
“shoot up” of the town of Brownsville 
by anywhere from nine to 20 members 
of this battalion. 

He Is very severe in his condemna- 
tion of the non-commissioned officers 
of the battalion for failing to discover 
and report the perpetrators of the out- 
rage and of the enlisted men of the bat- 
talion who, by maintaining silence, 
when, as he says, they must have 
known the guilty parties, connived at 
the crime. He insists that no obliga- 
tion of comradeship should prevent the 
men from telling the truth, but indl 
cates that such of the men as are guilt- 
less may be re- enlisted. 


Gothem Getting After Gambiers 

New York, Dec. 6.—Significant ac- 
‘Ion was taken by District Attorney 
Jerome and Police Commissioner Bing- 
ham to further the investigation by Je- 
rome of gambling in this city. Aftera 
conference Bingham issued an order 
immediately withdrawing about 100 
policemen who had been stationed in 
front of houses suspected of being 
gambling or pool rooms. Besides this 
the police commissioner turned over to 
Jerome a list of suspected places com- 
piied by the police department. 


Cowboys’ Dastardly Actions 

Topeka, Kan., Dee. 6.—Two Texas 
cowboys tried to hang John E. Lewis, a 
negro, on a passenger train between 
Lawrence and Topeka. Three times 
they placed a rope around Lewis’ neck, 
but each time he got loose and after the 
third attempt he jumped from the train 
and escaped. Lewis wore a Knights 
of Pythias pin and the cowboys said 
they did not like to see a negro “put- 
ting on airs.” There were no arrests. 


Protracted Earthquake Shock 

Kingstown, B. W. I., Dec. 6.—A pro- 
longed earthquake shock was felt here, 
lasting 80 seconds. The people of Kings- 
town were thrown into a panic. No 
other shock felt here has ever lasted 
so long. The island of Barbados (about 
100 miles to the east) and the island of 
St. Lucia (about 25 miles to the north- 
west) also felt the shock. There has 
been a continuation of earthquake 
shocks here since last February. 


Contest Over Woman's Wil! 

Greensburg, Pa., Dec. 6.—The will 
of Miss Nancy R. McConnell, an aged 
woman of Rostraver township. who 
was run down and killed Nov. 20 by a 
train, which left her entire fortune of 
£200,000 to the American Bible society 
of New York, will be contested by John 
R. McConnell of Springfield, Mass., a 
son of Miss McConnell’s half-brother. 
Papers against the probate were filed 
aed McConnell yesterday. 


Many Lives Lost in Fiocod 

Clifton, Ariz., Dec. 6—Flood waters 
that caused a score of deaths and much 
|property damage are receding rapidly 
and the 30-hour rain has ceased. Nu 
further damage is apprehended. The 
flood in Chase creek was chused by the 
breaking of a reservoir. North Cliften 
was partly wrecked, uearly all of the 
residences in that part of the town be- 
ing destroyed | or damaged. 


Patrick to Ask For Pardon 

New York, Dec. 6.—It is said here 
that Albert T. Patrick, who is under 
sentence of death in Sing Sing prison 
for the murder of William M. Rice, the 
Fexas capitalist, has secretly prepared 
an application to Governor Higgins for 
a pardon. Patrick himself is said to 

have drawn up the appeal, which is of 
considerable length and analyzes his en- 
tire case. 


Bicycle Racers May Be Deported 

New York, Dec. 6.—Leon and Emil 
Feorget, who arrived on the steamer 
La Lorraine to compete as the French 
team in the six-day bicycle race at 
Madison Square Garden next week, are 
being detained at the immigration sta- 
tion on the suspicion that they have the 
eye disease trachoma. If it develops 
that they have it they will be deported. 


Collapse of Great Wireless Tower 

London, Dec. 6.—A severe gale is rag- 
ing on the coast. Among the many ac- 
cidents ia the destruction of the wire- 
iess telegraph tower at Machrihanish 
bay, Scotland, which was 450 feet high 
and weighed 2000 tons. This tower was 
erected for wireless communication 
with Amertea. It collapsed and crash- 
ed to the ground. Noone was injured. 


Defective Raii Caused Disaster 

Chicago, Dec. 6.—One man was prob- 
ably fatally injured, five other persons 
were seriously wounded and 21 more 
were hurt when a fast train running 
between Cincinnati and Chicago left 
the track at Cambria. The accident 
wes caused by a defective rail. 


No Injury to Canal Works 

Washington, Dec. 6.—Supplementing 
a cablegram sent from Panama rela- 
tive to the extraordinary rainfall on 
the isthmus, a message was received 
stating that the rain has ceased and ex- 
eept for the delay no harm has resulted 
to the canal works.

ACID EGGS FOR HORSES 


Slugger Tells ot Doings During 
Strike ot Chicago Tcaum-ters 
Chicago, Dec. 6-—Exposure of the 

methods employed by teamsters, to try 

to win a strike in 1905 was given in the 
trial of. President Shea of the Teams- 


ters’ union and his feilow labor lead- 
ers before Judge Ballin by Joseph 
Schultz, a slugger, who, with Albert 


Young, turned state’s evidence. 

The witness detailed several! assaults 
he said he and Shea and others com- 
mitted on negroes. Schultz said that 
during the strike the strikers and the 
pickets would hurl eggs filled with 
vitriol and other acids at horses in the 
streets to make them run away. He 
said that sometimes syringes were used 
to squirt the acid. 

“They gave us the acid eggs at the 
picket headquarters,” he said. “The 
eggs had been drained and the shells 
filied with acid. The hole was covered 
with court plaster. “Shea came into 
the room,” said the witness, “and said: 
‘Take these and use them, boys, but 
be careful not to get caught or you will 
be hanged.’ ”’ 

Schultz declared that he saw acid 
thrown on a horse belonging to Mont- 
gomery, Ward & Co. It ran away and 
was so wild with pain that five police- 
men could scarcely hold it. 


Disasters Off Nova Scotia 

Digby, N. S., Dec. 6—Death by 
freezing came to Captain Berry after 
his vessel, the schooner Emma R. Har- 
vey, had gone to pieces, and he and 
ail but one of his crew had forced their 
way in the foaming breakers to land. 
One seaman was drowned, but the 
other members of the crew, only slight- 
ly less exhausted than the master of 
the vessel, found shelter and slowly 
revived from their énfeebled condition. 
Eight miles away the crew of the 
schooner Rebecca W. Huddell also 
were passing through a terrible expe 
rience, but they saved their vessel, al 
though forced to beach her. 


Fever Patient Fought Burgiars 

New York, Dec. 6.—Edward Crowin- 
shield, a Harvard student, now ill with 
a fever at the home of his father, sprang 
from his bed last night and despite the 
protests of his nurse gave battle to two 
burglars. The patient had gotten the 
better of one of the intruders when the 
man’s pal came to his rescue and the 
tavo overpowered Crowinshield. The 
struggle aroused the sick man’s father, 
who arrived with a revolver and drove 
the burglars from the house. The 
young man, according to physicians 
who were summoned, experienced no 
serious results in his midnight en- 
counter. 


A New Interpre ation 

Washington, Dec. 6.—The California 
delegation in congress has received 
what they consider satisfactory assur- 
ance that the president did not desire 
to be understood as saying in his mes- 
sage that he would use the military 
force of the United States in forcing 
Japanese into the California schools m 
which white children are taught. It is 
said to have been his purpose to convey 
the idea that he would use the military 
to protect Japanese against mob vio- 
lence. 


Philippine Catholics’ Rent Bill 

Washington. Dec. 6.—The official re- 
port in reference to the claims pre 
sented by the representatives of the Ro- 
man Catholic church in the Philippine 
islands was transmitted to congress 
by President Roosevelt. The claims 
are for amounts alleged to be due from 
the United States for the use of churches 
in the islands by troops of this govern 
ment. The amounts total $363,000, 
which the president recommends shall 
be paid. 


Major Deimar Fairly Won Cup 

New York, Dec. 6.—The Memphis 
gold cup dispute was officially ended 
when the board of review of the Na- 
tional Trotting association decided that 
the trophy had been won on merit and 
dismissed the charges against Elmer 
E. Smathers. The case grew out of the 
alleged drugging of Lou Dillon at Mem- 
phis on Oct. 18, 1904, and the winning 
of the $5000 gold cup by Major Del- 
mar.

It held the trust tc 
be an illegal organizatigu and as such 
it was not entitled to the aid of the 
court in support of its claim against 
Voight & Sons, and the judgment of 
the district court was affirmed and the 
appeal was dismissed, 


Negro Hanged With Preacher 
Valdosta, Ga., Dec. 5.—With a dec- 
laration that he had told the truth and 
that his sons, now in jail, had no con- 
nection with the crime, Rey. J. G. Raw- 
lings, a former Baptist minister, was 
hanged for the murder of Willie and 
Carrie Carter. A. J. Moore, a negro, 
whose confession connected Rawlings 
with the crime, was hanged at the same 
time.

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FOREIGN COMMENT 


President Roosevelt’s Message Is 
Generally Approved 


THE JAPANESE QUESTION 


Feature Which Commands Most 
Attention In London and Paris 
--One Paper Says United States 
Has Ourgrown Its Cradle 


London, Dec. 5.—President Roose- 
velt’s message to the American con- 
gress occupies the most prominent 


place in the leading newspapers this 
morning and has attracted widespread 
attention from government officials, 
diplomats and the public. 

The prevailing tone of the comment 
is favorable, particularly with refekr- 
ence to the president’s statements on 
the Japanese question, the newspa- 
pers emphasizing the president’s warn- 
ing of a possible use of the federal 
forces for the protection of Japanese. 
This feature of the message has given 
especial satisfaction in olficial Japan- 
ese quarters, where it is pointed out 
that Japan is satisfied to await the out- 
come of the issue between the state and 
federal authorities. 

The Daily Telegraph says the presi- 
dent speaks out resolutely and fear- 
iessly, knowing that the democracy 
likes a man who is not afraid to be its 
master. 

The Standard says that the most sig- 
nificant feature of the message is that 
the president is constantly findiag him- 
self “up against’ the American con- 
stitution. Far-sighted observers have 
long since seen that the United States 
has outgrown its cradle, yet the con- 
servative sentiment of the most con- 
servative people on earth clusters 
strongly around the constitution. If 
there are to be reforms, they can only 
result from a drastic reconstruction of 
the political system and the prospect 
of their realizations appears somewhat 
remote. 

The Daily News says the president 
seems to be wrestling with forces he 
can comprehend but cannot control. 

The Daily Express finds in the mes- 
sage a striking demonstration of the 
fact that the main currents of the na- 
tional life in England and America are 
sweeping forward in parallel lines, 
namely, the struggle of nationalism 
against anti-nutionalism and of the 
state against socialism. 


Paris Newspapers’ Views 

Paris, Dec. 5.—The morning papers 
generally do not comment upon Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s message to congress, 
but they give to it the most prominent 
place on their pages and publish dis- 
patches from New York recording the 
feeling of dissatisfaction over the presi- 
dent’s references to the San Francisco 
situation. 

The Petit Parisien says President 
Roosevelt accentuates his continued ef- 
forts for peace and justice by discoun- 
tenancing the attitude of the people of 
the Pacific coast. 

The Figaro says President Roose- 
velt does not hesitate to condemn the 
Californian attitude with his cus- 
tomary frankness and loyalty. 

The Eclair says: “President Roose- 
yelt’s clear vision and knowledge of 
the present conditions render him cir- 
cumspect; he is the only man in the 
United States capable of causing vio- 
lent spirits to reflect.” 


Cuba's Fate Rests With Congress 

Havana, Dec. 5—The message of 
President Roosevelt to congress was 
published in the local press yesterday 
afternoon. Liberal and Moderate lead- 
ers are chary of expressing an opin- 
ion of the president’s declaration re- 
garding a Cuban policy, but the general 
view is that it does not differ mate- 
tially from the statements made in the 
letter to Cuban Miniser Quesada last 
September, and that the final determi- 
nation of the policy of the United States 
rests in the hands of congress. 


Good Impression In Rome 

Rome, Dec. 5.—President Roosevelt’s 
message to the American congress has 
produced an excellent impression here. 
His denunciation of lynching and the 
paragraphs upon peace and righteous- 
ness, and when war is not merely 
justifiable but imperative, have been 
received with especial satisfaction. 


Californians Are Indignant 

Washington, Dec. 5.—California is 
ablaze with indignant protest over that 
part of President Roosevelt's message 
wherein he denounces the oattitude of 
San Franciscans toward the Japanese, 
declares their exclusion from the pub- 
lie schools “wicked absurdity” and 
ealls for laws allowing naturalization 
of Japanese. 

Word comes to Washington that the 
message has kindled a veritable fire of 
resentment in San Francisco and has 
stirred the state to such a degree that 
the people are more determined than 
ever to exclude the Japanese from the 
public schools. 

The California delegation in the 
house is determined to fight the presi- 
dent’s position to the bitter end, and aid 
eame to them in the shape of a resolu- 
tion offered by Senator Raynor of Mary- 
land—a sharp rap at the president.

Sideration of thrifty women and 
thrives at their expense. Complaints 
of women who have undergone the ex- 
perience at the cost of a few hard- 
earned dollars have been frequent at 
police headquarters, the tale of reject- 
ed, though careful, work, being always 
the same. 

The police have investigated one of 
the places in Boston that thus thrives 
and have searched for law which will 
cover this establishment and others of 
its kind; but it is found that the busi- 
ness is conducted without a loophole 
and there is no criminal proceeding by 
which its managers can be reached. Of 
course, any victim can resort to civil 
suit-to obtain the refundment of the 
few dollars squandered in the expe- 
rience or the acceptance of the rejected 
work, but this would hardly prove re- 
munerative from a business stand- 
point. 

Police Commissioner O'Meara yes- 
terday sent out a statement to warn 
the publie against the “*make-money-at- 
home-in-your-leisure-time” scheme. He 
explains the idea is to ask the women 
to pay for instruction, for the material 
sent to them, and then to declare the 
finished product sent back is “not suit- 
able for sale.”

In closing this report, I think itis but 
right to call attention to certain features 
of our country’s situation. Although a 
continental power, for practical pur- 
poses we share with Great Britain the 
immense advantages of an insular posi- 
tion. Provided onr naval strength be 
sufficient to retain command of the sea, 
we are absolutely safe from invasion, 
and consequently escape the burdens of 
a vast military establishment: but if we 
have nota sufficient navy, the oceans 
to the east and west of us, instead of 
serving as bulwarks for defence, become 
highways for invasion. Under these cir- 
cuomstances, unless we are willing to 
maintain a strong standing army, the 
maintenance of our naval strength is a 
matter of supreme moment to the na- 
tional safety. 

The pecuniary burden imposed on 
each inhabitant of the United States for 
the maintenance of the navy may be 
estimated roughly at one-third of that 
borne by each inbabitant of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and the burden of 
personal service to the like end at 
about one-seventh. Expressed in tig- 
ures, we many say that the cost of the 
navy amounts to about $1.33 per 
annum for each inhabitant of the 
United States and that about six men 
out of every 10,000 inhabitants are at 
present bound by Jaw to naval service.

A Claim That

No petitions for recount of votes cast 


had been filed with the City Clerk up 
to noon, but it is expected that peti- 
tions will be filed this afternoon for 
Mayor and Ward Councilmen in Wards 
One and Six. 

It was currently reported about City 
Square that Mr,’Shea the Democratic 
candidate for Mayor would petition for 
arecouot.

The claims made is that in several 
instances the voter marked a_ cross 
against the name of Shea and then 
erased it with a rubber and made a 
cross against the name of Thompsep. 
No erasers are provided on the pencils 
attached to the voting booths and the 
claim made is that if the voter changed 
his mind after making a cross against 
the name of Shea he should have called 
for a new ballot. 

Erasing the cross, it is claimed, 
makes the ballot defective. On the 
other hand the law says that the intent 
of the voter must be taken. It would 
seem if the cross against the name of 
Shea was rabbed out anda new cross 
made against the name of Thompson it 
was clear that Thompson was the man 
the voter desired to vote for. 

Mayor Thompson's plurality was 195, 
and there is hardly any possible chance 
of changing the resuit, 

In Wards One and Six there is very 
little chance of changing the result bya 
recount. 

The main object seems to be to have 
a look at the ballots and see how many 
Republicans voted for the Democratic 
candidate, and how many bullets were 
cast,

Tuesday, Dec. 18, is the last date for 
entering new business by petition in the 
segislature of 1907. Should there not 
be an effort made to amend the Quincy 
City Charter along somé of the lines 
suggested in the recent City campaign? 
Quincy should have a continuous board 
of Commissioners of Public Works, one 
to be elected each year by the voters, to 
serve three years. 

The positions of Chief of Police and 
Chief the Fire Department should be- 
come pernanent, subject only 
by the Mayor and a two-thirds vote o 
the City Council. Al) other city officials 
now appointed by the Mayor should re- 
quire confirmation by the City Council. 

Unless there is a Board of Public 
Works, the construction of school- 
houses, and also repairs and care of the 
same, should be solely under the direc- 
tion of the School Committee, the 
appropriation to be made as at present 
by the City Council with the approval 
of the Mayor. 

The Daily Ledger would like to hear 
from the citizens generally who believe 
in changes, and will be pleased to print 
all letters received. Such changes 
would be a great relief to the Mayor of 
the city. As our City Charter is now 
constructed it is almost impossible to 
obtain a man capable of filling the uffice 
of Commissioner of Public Works.

Mothers, 


Caused Explosion of Boilef In 
Lynn Shoe Factory 


A GREAT FIRE FOLLOWS 


Fourteen Buildings Consumed 


Betore Flames Are Checked-- 
Persons Reported Missing Are 
‘All Accounted For 


Lynn, Mass., Dec. 7.—An exptosion, 
followed by quickly spreading fire, 
brought disaster to Lynn, and hard hit 
the manufacturing district of the city. 
Eleven persons were injured and the 
loss of property will exceed a half mil- 
jion of dollars. 

The cause of the disaster was the 


blowing up of an imperfect boiler in the } 


four-story shoe factory building of the 


E. J. Harney Shoe Manufacturing 
company. The fire which immediately 


broke out destroyed the Harney plant 
and communicated so quickly with the 
nearby structures that 14 _ buildings 
were consumed before the fire was 
checked by the firemen, who included 
workers from Lynn and Boston, Salem 
aud Saugus. Of the injured only one 
is in a dangerous condition. 

The people of Lynn, as bad as the fire 
was, discuss chiefly their escape from 
a calamity, for had the fire swept 
through the factory district at an hour 
‘when the employes were assembled 
for work the story of the disaster might 
have told a terrible loss of life. 

The explosion occurred just before 
the operatives were due at the various 
factories. In the list of injured are 
some of those who arrived before the 
usual hour and who were cut off from 
escape by the flames. In addition to 
the Harney company, whose loss is 
placed at $300,000, the heaviest loss 
was felt by the Tufts & Friendman Shoe 
company. The latter company loses 
about $150,000. Small wooden dwelling 
houses located near the burning fae- 
tories were food for the flames and sey- 
eral of them had disappeared before 
the fire was checked. 

Persistent reports reached the police 
that several persons employed in the 
factories were missing, but up to this 


morning all those whose names were | 


reported had been accounted for as 
alive and uninjured. 

It was but a short time after the 
breaking out of the fire that the state 
nuthorities started an investigation of 
the cause of the explosion. 
Building Inspector Cheney expressed 
his opinion that a defective seam in 


to removal; the boiler of the Harney factory was 
¢| the actual cause of the trouble, just 


as it was in the case of the explosion 
at Brockton in March, 1905, when the 
blowing up of the boiler at the factory 
of R. B. Grover resulted in the death 
of about 60 persons. 

The official inquiry brought out the 
fact that the Harney boiler was in- 
sured and therefore not amenable to 
state inspection. Under the law. how- 
ever, insured boilers must be regu- 
larly examined by the company which 
takes the risk. The records at the 
state house at Boston indicate that this 
law was observed in the case of the 
Harney boiler. 

Snow and sleet made the work of 
the firemen during the day a hardship 
and often times imperilled the lives of 
the fire workers. The insurance is 
estimated at about $350,000. 

During the day a message was re- 
ceived from the trustees of the relief 
fund of the Grover disaster at Brock- 
ton, expressing sympathy to the mayor 
of the city and stating that Brockton 
would be found ready to tender assist- 
ance if needed. 


Lapped Seam Perhaps Cracked 
Hartford, Dec. 7—According to a 
statement made by Secretary Pierce of 
the Hartford Steam Boiler Inspection 
and Insurance company of this city, 
the cause of the boiler explosion at 
Lynn will undoubtedly be found to be 
an invisible crack in the lapped seams 
of the boiler, similar to that which re- 
sulted in the Brockton disaster of 1905. 
Mr. Pierce said that his company 
examined and insured the boiler for the 
first time about 11 years ago, when it 
was being built at the Boston factory of 
the Cunningham Iron works, and that 
it had been insured for $10,000 ever 
since. It was last inspected last May 
and was then apparently in good condi- 
tion. 
' A lapped-seam boiler, he said, Is apt 
to be strained on the seams when one 
plate is forced over the edge of another 
in order to be riveted, and if a crack ap- 
pears on the inside of the outside lap 
or on the outside of the inside lap it is 
impossible for an inspection, no matter 
how thorough, to reveal it. 
Supervising Agent Blake and Chief 
Inspector Allen left for Boston and will 
visit the scene of the explosion today, 
when definite expert and technical de- 
tails may be expected.

Philadelphia, Deo. 7—The Corn

The God- 
dard Bros. employ nearly 5000 hands.

“Witch’’ Stoned to Death 
Phoenix, Ariz., Dec. 7.—A letter re- 
ceived here reports the stoning to death 
of an Apache squaw by the tribesmen 
one mile from Fort Apache on Nov. 28. 
The natives charged her with being a 
witch.

New York, Dec. 8.—A contract made 
by the Consolidated Gas company with 
the Staudard Oil company, calling for 
the delivery of 255,000,000 gallons of 
oil to the gas company at 4.25 cents a 
gallon, been found by Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Burr, has 
been investigating the cost of manufac- 
turing gas in this city. The 
named in the contract is said to be 1 
cent more per gallon than is paid to the 
Standard Oi] company by any other 
eorporation. 

Mr. Burr said that the difference in 
the cost of oil of 1 cent per gallon 
“means a difference of 5 cents on every 
thousand cubic feet of gas sold. There- 
fore, 
the price paid for oil is a very import- 
ant factor in sustaining the legal rate 
of 80 cents for gas in New York.”

The Consolidated Gas company has | 


pleaded in the gas hearings that it was 
compelled to buy its oil from 
Standard Oil company, because that 
was the only oil producing corporation 
that could supply all the oil needed for 
making gas. In making up its state- 
ment of the cost of producing 
Consolidated Gas company included 
the cost of oil at the high quoted rate 

Mr. Burr says that the contract was 
signed by the Consolidated Gas 
pany through W. R. Addicks, the 
president of the company, 
Standard Oil people by Higgins & ‘Tel- 
ford. It was to run from Novy. 1, 1905, 
to June 30, 1908, a term of two years 
and eight months. By the terms of the 
contract the Standard Oil company 
was to furnish the Consolidated 
company 255,000,000 gallons of oil, 
percent to be of a grade not lower than 
34 degrees beaume, and higher at the 
option of the gas company; and 60 per- 
cent not below 28 degrees beaume. The 
40 percent was to cost 4.875 cents per 
gallon and the remainder 4.29 cents.

Or- 
ganized labor favors this measure, | 
which provides an educational test for 
Immigrants. The hordes of illiterates | 
who have been dumped upon our shores 
from European countries are not wel- 


rial for the making of American citi- 
tens. Opposition to the educational 
tlause requiring that immigrants ad- 
mitted to these shores be able to read | 
nnd write comes chiefly from the large | 


transportation companies, which look } 
upon each immigrant merely as one | 
steerage fare. There are also those | 
who oppose this clause because of the | 
fear that it may shut out Russian | 
Jews and other unfortunates who seek | 
a refuge here from the insufferable 
persecutions of their governments at | 
home. It is predicted that the immi- | 
ration bill will have an early hear- 
~ probably before Christmas, and 
that the fight will be made chiefly on 
the educational test. 

Of legislation immediately concern- 
Ing labor there is an unusual amount 
in prospect. The anti-injunction bill 
and the eight hour bill promise some 
lively forensic fireworks. Both are 
strongly urged by organized labor and 
as strongly opposed by organized lob-

tariff. Secretary Taft, it is understood, 
is prepared to force the administration | 
measure for a reduction on Philippine 
goods. The president is said to favor 
even free trace for the Philippines. 

The other measure mentioned is the 
bill to make the inhabitants of Porto 
Rico American citizens. President 
Roosevelt is heartily in favor of this 
measure. On his recent visit to Porto 
Rico he assured the admiring populace 
that he would do all in his power to 
make them citizens of the United 
States, 

The supreme court of the United 
States decided on Dee. 2, 1901, that the | 
Porto Ricans were not ipso facto citi- 
zens. This government’ established 
about a thousand schools in the island, 
where six years ago only about 17 per 
cent of the people could read or write. 
It is understood that the illiteracy has 
been greatly decreased. The popula- 
tion of the island in 1899 was 953,343. 
Of these 589,426 were whites, 304,352 
mulattoes, 59,390 full blooded negroes 
and 75 Chinese. Many of the whites 
are high class Spaniards, educated in 
Spain or the United States. Porto Rico 
is about a thousand miles from the 
United States mainland. If congress 
makes United States citizens out of the 
island people, as indicate@@t present, 
the next step must be to cre&te the ter- 
ritory of Porto Rico, with a delegate in 
congress. Then we shall have a regu- 
larly constituted island territory, with 
possibility of future statehood, on each 
tide of the main country, Hawaii being 
the western represen/ative of our oce- 
Guic twins.

May Investigate Brownsville Riot. 

There is a prospect for a very ani- 
mated set-to in congress over the pres- 
ident’s recent order discharging with- 
out honor a battalion of troops in the 
Twenty-fifth United States infantry, 
colored, on account of complications | 
growing out of the riot at Brownsville, 
Tex., last August. If the expressed 
purpose of certain individuals and so- 
cleties be carried out congress will be 
called upon to investigate the riot and 
the discharge of the battalion. Those 
who believe that an injustice has been 
done in fhat innocent men seem to 
have been made to suffer for the guilty 
have declared their intention of taking 
the matter to congress, while others 
who appear to discover in the episode 
an expression of the prejudice against 
the negro will bring the eternal race 
to the front and _ thereby 
evoke some highly interesting if not 
altogether edifying debates. There 
seems to be every indication that this 
ghost will not be allowed to down 
without congressional attention. 

In the senate this session we are 
promised a final answer to the eternal 
question, “Shall Smoot remain seated 
or be scooted?” This question as to 
the admission of the Mormon senator 
has run into several editions already. 
The general public has come to feel 
that it is about time for the senate to 
write “Finis” on it. High authorities 
express the belief that Mr. Smoot will 
be permitted to retain his seat. 


Shortest Congressional Service. 


No doubt there will be a sense of 
great relief in the house because the 
Twelfth Missouri district at last has a 
representative with nobody after his 
scalp. For half a dozen years this dis- 
trict has given the house more bother 
than all the other districts in the coun- 
try. It is in the heart of the business 
district of St. Louis and is said to rep- 
resent more wealth than any other con- 
gressionai district in the United States. 
James J. Butler, son of Boss Ed But- 
ler of St. Louis, was elected to con- 
gress from the Twelfth, according to 
the returns, in 1901. His seat was con- 
tested, and the house decided that there 
was so much fraud on both sides that 
nobody was elected, so the seat was 
declared vacant. Mr. Butler ran again 
at the special election, was again de- 
clared elected and again unseated. At 
this same special election to fill the va- 
canecy caused by his own unseating he 
was also elected on the face of the re- 
turns for another full term, the day 
being the regular election day. George 
Cc. R. Wagoner, a funeral director, was 
Mr. Butler’s opponent at the election 
to fill the vacancy. On the very last 
day of the term Wagoner was declar- 
ed elected, sat one day in congress 
That is said 
to be the shortest congressional service 
on record. 

“Jim Butler has been kicked out of 
congress twice in one term,” said a St. 
Louis friend, 

“Yes,” remarked a man who opposed 
him, “and he’s got another kick com- 
ing.” 

Butler was finally seated, however, 
and enjoyed a small part of a term 
unharassed by the ghost of the third 
kick. He concluded that he had had 
enough of public life, so for the elec- 
tion of 1904 his friends put up Ernest 
BE. Wood, a young lawyer who was al- 
most a stranger in St. Louis. Wood 
was elected on the face of the returns, 
and the Twelfth again caused congress 
a severe pain. Harry M. Coudrey, the 
other candidate, contested. A few days 


before the close of the long session ! 


last summer Mr. Coudrey was seated. 
He sits in the short term without hay- 
fng to bind himself to his seat, and he 
is sure of another term, for he was re- 
elected by a safe plurality last Novem- 
ber. 

Thus, after many spasms, congress is 
cured of the Twelfth Missouri afflic- 
tion, for two years and three months 
at any rate, and can now proceed to 
get down to business and work without 


worrying.

We are slowly but surely nearing the 
1st of January, when the internal rey- 
enue tax will be removed from dena- 
tured alcohol, and as the time draws 
nigh investigators as wel! as inventors 
are busily engaged in the work of de- 
termining the many uses to which it 
| may be put, says a dispatch from Chi- 
cago to the Columbus (O.) Dispatch. 

First, however, the department of 
agriculture bas discovered that eleven 
gallons of the fluid can be ‘obtained 
from a ton of greer corncobs, and this 
is only one of the many ways in which 
| it may be produced. There is practical- 
| Jy no limit to the means of obtaining 
| it, and there is said to be no limit to 
its employment. 

One of the latest revelations con- 
cerning it is that it can be used in the 
manufacture of hats, and it is predict- 
ed that the denatured alcohol hat will 
be all the style next summer. It may 
at first look a trifle rakish, but as the 
denatured alcohol hatters become ac- 
quainted with its peculiarities it is 
hoped that hats which will not have 
even the appearance of being under 
the influence of alcohol may be manu- 
factured. 

We shall also in good time have de- 
natured alcohol cpllars and cuffs, neck- 
ties, corsets, buttons, fringes, umbrel- 
las and waterproof wraps—all this 
| aside from the thousands of uses to 

which it can be put in the arts. 
| 3ut it will be in greatest demand 
| perhaps for fuel and light. The cost is 

only two-thirds per candlepower the 
cost of kerosene, and it is much clean- 
er. It cannot, however, be monopolized 
by a trust. 
It possesses only 50 per cent of the 
| fuel power of kerosene or gasoline, but 
it has the advantage as a heat and 
| power producer of being safer than 
| either, and its general introduction 
| will reduce the price of both. 
Denatured alcohol without the tax 
will be so cheap that there will be no 
occasion for the further manufacture 
of wood alcohol, 12,000,000 gallons of 
which are now consumed annually in 
the making of varnishes, shellacs, ete. 
It is probable that not all that is ex- 

pected of denatured alcoho! will be im- 

mediately realized, but if only a part 

of the predictions made by its friends 

| shall be fulfilled the 1st of January 
will mark the beginning of a new era 
| in the history of American industry.

The Battleship 
Vermont Makes 
Great Showing 
On Trial Trips 


The battleship Vermont, (built at 
Quincy and Uncle Sam’s newest and 
biggest battleship,) won last week the 
title of ‘‘Queen of the Navy,’ having 
made a remarkable record under adverse 
conditions. 

Her achievements were the subject of 
the most important news item in the 
Sunday Herald, which is 
part: . 

Driving intu the face of a gale and 
mountainous seas which swept the 
decks and completely covered her witb 
hundreds of tons uf ice, the Vermont, 
the newest and most powerful battle- 
ship ever built for the United States 
navy, weot through her trial trips, both 
of speed and endurance, and proved 
that she in the queen of the navy. 

After being driven up and down the 
Maine coast for a four-hour speed test 
and a 24-hour endurance test, the levia- 
than proudly steamed into Boston har- 
bor Saturday evening and anchored in 
mid-stream. On the speed test she 
made a record of 18.33 kuots, and that 
in the face of the most adverse circum- 
stances. Both wiod and sea could 
prevail against her. She was 
of the elements. On the enduranee 
run of 24 bours she averaged 17.50 knots 
ploughing through the heavy seas with 
a 40-mile gale dead against her through 
thick fog and a black night. 

Never has a ship been put to such a 
test, and never has a ship acquitted 
herself more nobly. Although those 
who went through the test declare that 
not for any money would they want to 
repeat it, they would not have missed 
it. The trial board of the navy depart- 
ment who were on baoard representing 
the navy department stinted no praise. 
Some of them frankly said that the 
Vermont stands alone as a seagoing 
boat. Through it all there was not a 
hitch. Her steering gear was perfect, 
and she turned in her own length, a

truly remarkable feat for such a 
monster craft. Her engines never 
faltered. 

When sbe dropped anchor in the 


harbor Saturday she was a wonderful 
sight. Not an inch of her decks or 
mast but was encased in ice. Over her 
bow it was piled high in white masses. 
Even the turret house was piled with 
it, for ploughing through the waves the 
spray was thrown high over her bow, 
and wherever 
ately. 

To venture on deck was to run the 
imminent risk of being swept over- 
board by the sea or wind. Those who 
weathered the trip, among them some 
men who have experienced all kinds of 
weather on all kinds of craft, said they 
never went through anything like it. 
It was a wildly exciting trip. 

The Vermont left the Fore River 
Company’s yards at Quincy on Thanks- 
giving day and wentintc thedry dock 
at the navy yard at Charlestown. Sun- 
day morning she hauled out, and the 
following day proceeded to Rockland. 
There she awaited the coming of the 
official trial board from the navy de- 
partment. 

Friday night with the wind blowing 
a gale of 40 miles an hour, the seas 
correspondingly higb, and the ther- 
mometer down to 12 below zr, she 
drove back and forth along the Maine 
coast, out at sea in a night so black that 
it was impossible to see anything 20 
feet ahead even with the powerful 
searchfights. All the time she was 
shipping water over the decks, and 
little of it washed off. It froze in 
masse$S everywhere. Somewhere out of 
the night a seagull lighted on the after 
deck and there it froze and was found 
in the morning. 

Leaving Rockland Friday morning in 
a blinding soow storm she took her 
course east by northeast to Mt. Desert 
island, and, after running a few hours 
to get the engines working in good 
shape, was started on the four-hour 
speed test. With 300 pounds of steam 
on and the firemen down in the stoke- 
hole throwing tons of coal under the 
boilers, the engines were let out almost 
to their limit, and she drove ahead into 
the wind and sea. It wasa wonderful 
sight. The huge ship, with a great 
bone in her teeth, was stripped of all 


it fell it froze immedi- 


deck fittings so that she looked like a 
sleek racehorse prepared for the race. 
Ploughing along through the waves 
which mounted over bow, and with the 
bleak nortbwest wind dead against her 
she not only came up to the speed re- 
quirment of 18 knots, but exceeded ir, 
and that such arecord was made under 
such circumstances of course redounds 
more to ber glory. 

At the conclusion of the speed test 
she was started on the 24-hour endar- 
ance rup. Back and forth from Mt. 
Desert Island to Matinicus and Monhe- 
gan she paced. Night set iv, the gale 
increased, till it blew at times 40 and 
50 miles an hour, the seas rose higher, 
and the night was dark as pitch. Op, 
on she rushed, qitivering yet steady as 
though sailing in a calm sea. Perhaps 
the most remarkable feature Of the new 
mistress of the navy is her steadiness in 
a heavy sea. Afthough other battle- 
ships have exceeded her speed none has 
ever shown such ability in the face of 
Such asea. None have 
through such an ordeal.

MONOPOLY IN OIL 


Standard’s Former Strong Hold 
Is Greatly Relaxed 


DEALS WITH RAILROALS 


So Skilfully Concealed That the 
Trust’s Competitors Were in 
the Dark--Now Getting Equal- 
ity ot Treatment For the Firs: 
Time In Many Years 


Washington, Dec. 10.—The annual re- 


port of Commissioner of Corporations 
Garfield devotes special attention to 
the investigations of the transportation 
of oi] and the operations of the Stand- 
ard Oj] company. 
“During the investigation of the oil 
industry,” says the report, “it was dis- 
covered that a very widespread system 
of railway discrimination existed in fa- 
vor of the Standard Oil company, af- 
fecting a very large proportion of the 
country and resulting substantially in 
giving to the Standard Oil compiny an 
overwhelming advantage in transporta- 
tion in almost all sections of the coun- 
try; that this system had been in ex- 
istence for a number of years and that 
largely by virtue of it the Standard 
had been able to restrict or eliminate 
competition throughout many parts of 
the country and thereafter reap the 
benefits of monopoly. 
“These railway discriminations took 
various forms, often very ingenious in 
their nature, and so skilfully concealed 
that their existence was very rarely 
suspected even by the active competi- 
tors of the Standard, although such 
competitors knew that in general they 
were doing business at a disadvantage. 
“During the fiscal year indictments 
containing 8193 counts were returned 
by the various grand juries as the re- 
sult of this investigation. 
“A most striking and important re- 
sult immediately followed the investi- 
gation of the bureau, the railroads can- 
celled substantially all the secret rates, 
illegal or improper discriminations 
and in many cases the discriminations 
in open rates. The shippers of oil ad 
vise the bureau that for the first time 
in many years they are now rapidly 
obtaining equality of treatment from 
the transportation companies. 
“Work on the other phases of the oil 
industry and the investigations of the 
tobacco, steel sugar and coal industries 
are well advanced; special reports 
thereon will be made in due course. An 
inquiry into canal and water trans- 
portation has been started.” 
Commissioner Garfield urges 
the necessity for the establishment of 
federal inspection and supervision of 
the greater industrial corporations en 
gaged in interstate and foreign com 
merce. He says it will not interfere 
with the power and authority of the 
states over the corporations created un-

der state laws and is not an invasion 
of private rights, but merely will “r 
store individual responsibility and pre- 
yent the corporations from being 
hiding place of the irresponsible, 
honest or corrupt manager. 
Denial of the right to engage in inter- 
state commerce is suggested as_ the 
penalty for proved violation of the law 
The report says the work of the year 
strikingly demonstrates the value of ef- 
ficient publicity for the correction of 
corporate abuses.

Wholesale Houses Burned Out 

Montreal, Dec. 10.—Fire burned 
three buildings in the wholesale dry- 
goods section of the city, while stores 
on either side had their contents dam- 
aged by smoke and water. The total 
loss is placed at $400,000. The loss 
was distributed among nine firms total- 
ly burned out and half a dozen 
partial losses.

CHAMPION OF CRAPSEY 


Preacher Says Court Misunder- 
stood Spirit ot the Church 

Providence, Dec. 10.—Rey. Joseph 
Hutcheson, rector of St. Mark’s Episco- 
pal church in Warren, in the course of 
a sermon yesterday condemned the de- 
cision of the high ecclesiastical court | 
in the Crapsey case and endorsed Dr. 
Crapsey and his belief. 


“In the case of Dr. Crapsey,” he 
said, “a high ecclesiastical court has 


just decided that the clergy are forever 
barred against accepting the conclu- 
sions and methods of science or his- 
torical criticism insofar as they go 
against the creeds and liturgy of the 
third century. Today I solemnly and 
publicly protest against this finding. I 
assert that this court has misunder- 
stood and misinterpreted the true func- 
tion and spirit of the church. I cannot 
be silent and allow that noble-minded 
priest in Rochester to suffer alone. 1 
stand here ready for trial on the issue 
in my turn and until tried and deposed 
I propose to remain here.” 


Put to Severe Test 

Zoston, Dec. 10.—When the battle- 
ship Vermont successfully completed 
all her government trials at sea, her en- 
tire forward deck from stem to bridge 
was encased in ice from 36 hours at sea 
iz: a northwest gale and zero tempera- 
ture. In the four-hour full power run 
the Vermont averaged 18.33 knots an 
hour. In the 24-hour test the average 
speed was 17.43 knots. The require- 
ments called for an average of 18 knots 
at full power. The trials were held 
under the most severe conditions yet 
undergone by a government vessel in 
her official tests, yet the requirements 
were all completed within four days, 
which is the shortest period in which 
a battleship has been put through her 
paces. 


More Boiler Inspectors Needed 

Boston, Dec. 10.—The state conven- 
tion of Engineers’ unions decided to 
recommend to the legislature that the 
boiler inspection force of the state be 
increased in the interests of public 
safety. State President Puddell ad- 
vised that all inspection be done by the 
state and that the boiler inspection de- 
partment be increased to a force of 100 
men, if necessary, to safeguard life 
and property. He also recommended 
that a law be passed prohibiting the use 
of lap seam boilers. 


Berwin Wants Fiag Returned 

Boston, Dec. 10.—The Confederate 
flag which the city government voted 
to return to the city of New Orleans and 
about which there has been some con- 
troversy regarding its historic value, 
is now declared by Alderman Berwin 
to be the same flag which General But- 
ler took from the city hall in New Or- 
leans and presented to Mayor Lincoln 
of this city with considerable formality 
in 1868.

Fire Destroys Maternity House 

Clinton, Mass., Dec. 10—The ma- 
ternity house of the state industrial 
school for girls was burned Saturday 
night. Five young women, all state 
charges, who were patients in the 
building, were removed to another 
building in safety. The cause of the 
fire is not known, but an investigation 
has been begun with a view to deter- 
mining whether or not it was of incen- 
diary origin. 


Manufacturers’ Offer Rejected 

New Bedford, Mass., Dec. 10.—The 
offer of the New Bedford cotton manu- 
facturers to increase wages 7% percent 
has been rejected by the Textile Coun! 
cil, which voted to insist that wages 
be raised 10 percent, s reiteration of 
the demand previously made upon the 
Manufacturers’ association. A confer- 
ence with the Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion- has been agreed upon.

AT POPE'S ORDER 


Catholics Will Reject Proffer of 


French Government 


RELIGIOUS CRISIS IS NEAR 


Pontifi’s Action Regarded as 


Summons of His Followers to 
Open Rebellion--State Author- 
ities Will Not Falter 


Paris, Dec. 10—France seems to 


face an alarming religious crisis. The 
reports of the pope’s eleventh-hour re- 
jection of the government's finai prof- 
fer, under which Catholic worship 
could be continued under the common 
law, turns out to be only too true, and 
the deadlock now is apparently com- 
piete. According to the pope’s orders, 
declarations under the public meeting 
law of 1881 are probibfted, but the par- 
ish priests must remain in their 
| churches until driven out by violence. 

| The official confirmation of this com- 
imunication has created a sensation, 
both im government and Catholic 
| eireles. Cardinal Lecot, archbishop of 
| Bordeaux, Archbishop Germain, and 
others who already had advised com- 
| pliance with the law, have hastily in- 
structed the parish priests of their dio- 
ceses that their former advice is null 
| and void, and yesterday, in all the 
; churches of Paris, bishops and priests, 
lafter mass, read the letter from Car- 
dinal Richard, archbishop of Paris, 
communicating the decision of the holy 
see to “continue services in the 
churches, but abstain from any decla- 
ration,” and Cardinal Richard’s own in- 
of the order issued 
by the prefect of the Seine not to per- 
mit for the present the employment 
lof ceremonial draperies at marriages or 
funerals. 

The church wardens, whose legal ex- 
istence expires next Tuesday, were 
| thanked from the pulpits of the various 
churches. The protection of God was 
also asked in prayers. 
|} The government regards the action 
/of the pontiff as little less than a sum- 
‘mons of the French Catholics to open 
| rebellion, as rendering; the situation 
exceedingly grave, and possibly entail- 
ing the most deplorable consequences. 
| Premier Clemenceau and M. Briand, 
' minister of public worship, were in con- 
ference all day yesterday. There is no 
sign of the government faltering, but 
it recognize that it may be forced to 
resort te extreme measures. Briand 
says that the decision of the pope was 
entirely unexpected. 

“The encyclical is very grave,” said 
M. Briand. “While condemning the 
law of 1905, it advised recourse to the 
common law. Although the refusal to 
‘form cultural associations was, in my 
cpinion, an error and to the detriment 
of the church, it was the church's legal 
right so to refuse. In a spirit of con- 
ciliation, out of respect to the con- 
sciences of the French Catholics, and 
‘In order to do nothing to disturb peace 
and tranquility, the government there- 
upon prescribed this easy means of 
continuing worship by a simple declara- 
tion in accordance with the law of 1881. 
| “The pope’s brufal order to the clergy 
incites 
them to violate the laws of the coun- 
try. He no longer acts as the spiritual 
head of the church, as the canonjcal 
objections against the law of 1905 can- 
not be invoked against that of 1881. 
The pope now assumes a political lead- 
ership, and the vital question is wheth- 
er the Catholics of France will consent 
to follow bim or not. If they do the 
government will act with even greater 
energy because of the tolerance it has 
manifested heretofore. Every viola- 
tion of the law will be prosecuted and, 
furthermore, special measures, legisla- 
tive and otherwise, may be taken.” 

The special measures referred to by 
Briand are to strip the clergy of their 
privileges, compel them to perform 
service and, as a last resort, to treat 
them as foreign subjects. 


Militant Catholics*are rejoicing at 
the stern attitude of the pope. A re 


ligious organ says the faithful can now 
face the future with serenity, and 
“show the persecutors of the church 
that the daughter of eternity disdains 
the efforts of wicked men and will 
triumph in the end.” 


Will Yield Only to Force 

Rome, Dec. 10.—In spite of rumors 
of attempts to bring about a concilia- 
tion between France and the Vatican, 
Vatican authorities have denied again, 
and with emphasis, that any negotia- 
tions to this end are under way. On 
the contrary, church officials are very 
indignant at the attitude taken by M. 
| Briand,-the French minister of public 
|worship. They declare that France 
| apparently grants facilities for the prac- 
tice of worship, but in reality she 
striving to dismember the organiza- 
‘tion of the church by striking at the 
clergy. According to the latest instruc- 
; tions, the clergy will not cede except 
| to force. It is believed here that Dec. 
| 11 will see the beginning of increased 
| bitterness in the conflict in France.

Over Rule 
Efforts of 
Mayor to Keep 
Rxpenses Down 


An important meeting of the City 
Council was held Monday evening. 
Two vetoes were received from the 
Mayor, one of which was passed over 
the veto, and the other laid on the 
table. Councilman Cannon, Gross and 
Hull were absent. 

STATE AID. 

The Mayor forwarded a communica- 
tien from the City Clerk asking for an 
appropriation of $130 for State Aid, 
etc. Laid on the table until later when 
Councilman Polk offered an order for 
that amount which was adopted. 


POLICE SALARIES. 


‘The Mayor returned witbout his ap- 
proval the order increasing the salaries 
of the permanent police. [lis reason in 
brief was that if the increased compen- 
sation was paid in one department, em- 
ployes in other departments no better 
paid should also have their salaries in- 
creased. The gross sums that the city 
may raise under the statutes is inade- 
quate to meet the expenditures that now 
exist in the several departments and he 
sees no increase from valuation or re- 
cejpts that will warrant any increase 
in the expenditures of any department. 

The urder was passed over the May- 
or’s vetuv, 18 voting in the affirmative 
and 4 in the negative, as follows: 


YES—Beal, Crane, Donovan, Flaher- 
ty, Ferguson, Gelotte, Hobbs, Hunter, 
McGilvray, Moir, Polk, Sawyer and 
Spargo—l3. 

NO—Bass, Deacon, Gilson and Nich- 
ols—4.

Not voting—President Piper 

The Mayor returned without his ap- 
proval the order increasing the number 
of permanent policemen. 

Veto sustained, 11 voting in the 
affirmative and 7 in the negative as 
follows: 

YES—Beal, Donovan, Flaherty, Fer- 
guson, Gelotte, Hobbs, Hunter, McGil- 
vray, Moir, Sawyer and Spargo—til. 

NO—Bass, Chase, Crane, Deacon, 
Gilson, Nichols and Polk—7. 

ABSENT—Cannon, Holl, 
Stone—4. 

NOT VOTING—President Piper. 

Later in the evening Councilman Saw- 
yer moved the vote be reconsidered. He 
said there was acrying need of a day 
man in Atlantic. 

Councilmen Hobbs and Stone favored. 
Councilmen Moir, Sawyer and Hobbs 
asked that the vote be taken by roll call. 

Mayor Thompson felt it his duty to 
say that for a number of years $12 
per thousand has not paid the running 
expenses of the city, and heavy drafts 
had been made on the receipts. He 
bad hoped that the Water department 
would be on @ paying basis. To pay 
charges against the department $25,000 
had to be raised. Next year for the 
first time it will be necessary to raise 
a sum for the main sewer. For past 
years, the charges have been paid by 
property owners. This year $5,000 was 
needed to make up the amount due. 
We have nothing except what we can

save. The other alternative is the tax 
levy. It means $1.50 raise in the tax 
rate, 


It was uptothe City Council. He 

did not claim it was an injustice but 
the condition did not warrant it. If 
some steps are not taken to curtail, the 
tax rate next year must increase. 
‘ Councilman Bass admired the Mayor 
for his courage in the stand he had 
taken. There may be a way of rearrang- 
ing the beats of the patrolwen. 

Councilman Hobbs — There is an 
unanimous demand in Atlantic for pro- 
tection. A man to protect his property 
must sit up and watch it. It was a 
question of necessity. 

Councilman Sawyer—Tbhe Neponset 
police push the rough element across 
the bridge and we have to stand them. 
Officers were needed to take care of the 
loafers.

Meters have been set at 27 stone 
yards and polishing plants, 37 business 
blocks, 87 boarding houses, 4 manufac- 
turing plants, 10 stables and 356 dwell- 
ing houses. 


In Ward One, 101 meters were set. 

In Ward Two, 180 meters were set. 

In Ward Three, 72 meters were set. 

In Ward Four, 20 meters were set. 

In Ward Five, 83 meters were set. 

In Ward Six, 65 meters were set. 

It is my opinion that the installation 
of meters has caused a decrease in the 
consumption of water, for although we 
have 200 additional water takers in 
November of 1906, the report of the 
Engineer of the Metropolitan Water 
Board shows a decrease of eight gallons 
per capita daily compared with Novem- 
ber of 1905. This means a saving of 
about 224,000 gallons of water per day.

CHARITIES 


Twelve Societies 
Represented 

At the Meeting 
This Morning 


A meeting of the different charitable 
organization of the city was held this 
morning at the Quincy Women’s club 
house tu take steps to form an associate 
charitable society. 

Mrs. J. H. Welch, chairman of the 
Philanthropic committee, opened the 
meeting, ‘and introduced Rev. W. E. 
Gardner as chairman. 

Mr. Gardner outlined the work of 
such an association. In the first place, 
he said, the association did not give re- 
lief. All cases referred to it were looked 
into and turned over to the proper 
channel, so that the parties got the 
kind of relief needed. 

A record is kept of all charities be- 
stowed, and in this way there would be 
no cases where parties were helped by 
several different organizations. He 
spoke of the Lynn A. C., of which he 
was familiar, and the work it was doing. 

Col, Anderson favored the movement, 
and told of his experience in this line 
at Quincy, Ill. Indiscriminate giving 
cultivated pauperism. 

Rev. J. G. Miller of Atlantic thought 
the work should be carried on a droad 
platform. 

Rev. A. R. Atwood of Quincy Point 
spoke of the cases that had come to bis 
notice, and the great need of such an 
organization. 

Mrs. Alice D. Sanborn spoke of the 
good work done by the old \Associated 
Charities organized by Rey. D. M, 
Wilson when he was in Quiticy. 

Mrs. Helen Bass, of the Quincy 
Charitable society; Mrs. H, E. Crane 
of Unity Circle, Kings Daughters; Rev. 
Dr. Hardy, Rev. Edward Norton and 
Rey. E. D. Webber favored such an or- 
ganization as proposed. 

Charles H. Johnson of 
church also spoke briefly. 

A canvass of those present showed 
twelve societies represented, 

Upon motion of Col. Anderson it was 
voted that a committee of three, of 
which Rev. Mr. Gardner should be 
chairman, be appointed to formalate a 
plan for an Associated Charity society, 
and report at a future meeting.

MILLOWNERS FIRM 


Ten Percent Advance Not Justi- 
fied at New Bedford 


RESULT OF CONFERENCE 


Claim That Position Is Better 


Than a Square Deal and That 
7 1-2 Percent Raise Is Higher 
Than Wages Elsewhere 


New Bedford, Mass., Dec. 11.—At a 
conference last night between a Com- 
mittee representing the Cotton Manu- 
facturers’ association and the Textile 
Council the declined to 
grant a 10 percent advance in wages. 
They maintained that the 7% percent 
edvance, which went into effect here 
yesterday, was all that the mills could 
afford at this time. The Textile Coun- 
cil held a session after the conference 
to consider the situation. The meeting 
of the council continued until an early 
hour this morning. 

The unions will be called together ou 
Thursday night to take final action, and 
in the meantime the United Textile 
Workers will be notified of the action 
taken by the representatives of the un- 
ions as to the ndvance. The millown- 
ers, in a statement givea out after the 
conference, said: 

“All we can say isthis: The wage we 
offer is higher than any othe: cotton 
center. Our position is fair and just, 
and it is better than a square deal. 
During the past months our weavers 
and some of the other departments 
have been earning a Wage equal to the 
this 


millowners 


largest ever earned, even when 
schedule was 5 percent more, which 


was the highest ever paid in this city, 
so this advance of 74% percent will give 
the weavers and some of the opera- 
tives fully 734 percent more than they 
ever earned. 

“It seems to be the impression with 
the general public that the New Bed- 
ford mills during the past year have 
been more prosperous and made more 
money than mills elsewhere. Now 
these are the facts: 

“There are mills outside of this city 
that have been as prosperous and have 
made as much money during the past 12 
months as we have, and this is not con- 
fined to the outside fine cloth mills. 
There are mills running in carded work 
and spinning medium numbers, say 302 
to 402, that have made as much money 
last year as any mil] in this city, and 
more money than the average earnings 
of the New Bedford mills. 

“The mills on carded work today are 
earning more money than we are. 
Middling cotton is what they use and 
today it is quoted less per pound than a 
year ago, while on the other hand we 
are paying on the average 50 percent 
more than last year for cotton and 7% 
percent more wages. 

“For instance, cotton last year that 
we paid 17 cents for is now selling for 
34 and 35 cents. With these facts put 
before our operatives and the public 
we are Willing to abide by their judg- 
ment whether we are right in our posi- 
tion.”

Saved Lives of Men 


jcoating of 


UNUSUAL HEROISM' 


Displayed by a Seaman In the 
Face of Great Odds 


FOUGHT COLD AND GALE 


Actually 
Mast and Hatch 
Atter Making a Trip Which 
Others Had Not Dared 


Frozen to 


Providence, Dec. 11.—A tale of hero- 
ism that has never been surpassed in 
the history of Providence was brought 
to this port by the tug:Walter A, F. 
Luckenbach. 

When every man on board the tug 
had refused to risk his life in an effort 
to rescue two wen on the foundering 
barge Beunsg Ventura, which was being 
tewed with two others by the Lucken- 
bach, Mitchell B. Bruso, a Greek sea- 
an, stepped up to Captain John Dailey 
and said that he would make the trip 
alone. Bruso stepped into a small boat 
and at the height of a fierce northeast 
gale he rowed to the barge and rescued 
the captain, Olle Owarsond, who was 
frozen to the topmast of the barge. 
When he bad placed the helpless cap- 
tuin on board the tug, Bruso, without 
a moment’s rest, and with his body 
covered With a coating of ice from head 
to foot, put out into the storm-tossed 
sea once more and picked up Seaman 
Charles Martin, whose body was frozen 
to the top of a hatch on which he es- 
caped from the sinking barge. These 
two men, of a crew of tive, were the 
only ones to escape death. 

The drowned were S. Peterson, eng!- 
neer; John Mallett, deckhand, and a 
deckband known as Jack, 

When the tug arrived at this port, 
efter one of the worst trips ever made 
by her captain, Bruso remained quietly 
on board and when the tug left for New 
York three hours later he was at bis 
accustomed place on deck. 

When the Beuna Ventura begun to 
sink Captain Owarsond climbed the 
foremuast and lashed himself securely 
to the rigging in the crow’s nest. At 
almost the same moment watchers on 
board the tug saw a man go overboard. 
Almost immediately he pulled himself 
on board a floating hatch. As the tug 
neared the sunken barge only the top- 
mast, to which the captain was fasten- 
ed, was out of water. Wave after wave 
washed over the helpless man and a 
ice formed about the man 
and mast. With each succeeding wave 
the ice became thicker and it soon be- 
enme such a compact mass that it made 
the man a prisoner effectively 
than did the ropes which bound him, 

When the tug had approached as 
ciose as possible a deckhand hurled a 


more 


line to the prisoner in ice. Owarsond 
had kept his arms free, but he fran- 
tically wound the rope about his body 
aud the mast. Captain Dailey of the 
tug saw that the man had evidently 


lost his presence of mind and he 
bled his crew and called for vo 
io man a boat and go to the assistance 
of their fellow seaman. but one man 
responded to the call. He was Mitchell 
BL. Gruso. Again the captain called for 
volunteers, but not a man on board 
would offer to join Bruso. Without an- 
other word Bruso said that if a boat was 
lowered he would make the attempt 
It did not seem possible that he 
could manage the craft in the sea that 
Was raging, but with seamanship that 
Was a revelation even to men who had 
vollowed the sea for a lifetime, the 
Greek swung to his oars and rode on the 
top of wave after wave. The spray 
Struck the lone hero time and time 
again, and over his body, too, a coating 
of ice was seen to form. He was neuar- 
ly blinded by the ice which formed on 
his eyelids and he must have suffered 
terribly from the cold, but he kept on 
With as much confidence and determi- 
nzation as when he first stepped into the 
boat. 

Turning in his seat from time to time, 
he soon had his frail craft so close to 
the imprisoned captain that he dropped 
his oars and caught the spar to which 
he was lashed. Twice Bruso nearly lost 
his life as he stood there. With his 
irms around the mast he could only use 
his feet to keep his boat from being 
swept away from him. Finally he 
caught the captain’s feet and tried to 
pull him down through the coating of 
ice. His first tug only resulted in pull- 
ing off one of the man’s shoes and 

sruso fell back into his boat and almost 

capsized it. Again he stood up, caught 
the feet again and by swinging his 
Whole strength first one way. then an- 
other, and by pulling downward, he at 
last succeeded in loosening the body 
from the mast and in another moment 
Owarsond slipped down through 
ropes and all. 

Bruso put him into the bottom of the 
boat and started back for the tug as 
though his own life depended on the 
speed he made. It was while Bruso 
was thus rowing at top speed that he 
ciscovered Seaman Martin half cling- 
ing, half frozen to a hatch cover. Shout- 
ing a word of encouragement to the 
man, he continued on his way and no 
sooner had Owarsond been lifted on 
board than he pushed away again. 

Bruso’s Second rescue was infinitely 
more difficult than the first. The hatch 
cover was tessing like a-cork, as was

Both Gillette and His Mother 
Appear Absolutely Unmove! 
Herkimer, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Chester E. 
Gillette, the convicted slayer of Grace 
Brown, his sweetheart, 
to death yesterday by Judge Devendorf. 
Unless the expected appeal to a higher 
court acts as a stay of execution, Gil- 
lette will die in the electric chair dur- 

ing the week beginning Jan. 28. 

The courtroom was crowded to its 
eapacity when Gillette was arraigned. 
The prisoner, however. was noi the 
only object of curious eyes. His mother 
was in court near him. She had ar- 
rived from Denver during the night and 
startled the authorities and _ public 
alike by declaring that she had come to 
report the trial for two newspapers. 
She surprised everyone by calmly sit- 
ting through the proceedings as her son 
was sentenced to death and later writ- 
ing a business-like bulletin of the news 
for the papers she represented. 

She refused to submit to a lengthy 
interview because, she said, her views 
had been sold to papers that would pay 
her for them. She pleaded with other 
newspaper correspondents to use her 
gently in their stories, offering as an ex- 
cuse for her willingness to serve her 
papers thé statement that she would 
not have been able to have gotten to 
Herkimer in any other way. 

Gillette’s iron nerve remained with 
him and he stood with thorough calm 
and argued with the judge why sen- 
tence should not be passed. When his 
objection was set aside and sentence 
pronounced he coolly took his seat. 
Fifteen minutes afterward he was play- 
ing cards in his cell with his guard.

Qf Alaska 

Told by Ex-Goy. 
Joho G. Brady 
A Long Resident 


The large attendance at the Decem- 
ber banquet of the Wollaston Unitarian 
club on Tuesday evening have a far dif- 
ferent opinion of Alaska since listen- 
ing to the very entertaining and in- 
structive talk of ex-Gov. John G, 
Brady. Mr. Brady has for 28 years been 
a resident of that country and identified 
witb its growth, and probably bas a 
more extensive kuowledge of Alaska 
than any other man. 

The banquet on this occasion was a 
hot turkey supper with all the fixings. 

Frank E. Parlin, president of the club 
presided, and in his introductory told 
several facts about Alaska. 

At present Gov. Brady has a tempo- 
dary home at Brookline while his five 
chitdren are being educated. In his 
talk he made no attempt at oratory or 
flowery description, but for nearly two 
hours delighted his audieoce. A large 
map of Alaska on the wall was fre- 
quent!y referred to. 

He told of the discovery of the coua- 
try and eirly predictions, and then took 
op one by one the great resources: First 
furs, and then the climate, the fish in- 
dustry, the seal iodustry, the mining 
iudustry, the farms and gardens, the 
reindeer industry and finally of the 
great need of settlers. 

Gov. Brady said no mistake was made 
by Secretary Seward of Lincola’s cabi- 
net when he negotiated for the purchase 
of the Alaska, and said it -weuld.not 
bave been possible but for the influence 
of Senators Sumner and Bauks of Mass- 


acbusetts. Later he gave figures in 
support. He startled bis audience 
when he proved that by including 


Alaska, the geographical center of the 
United States was 200 west of San 
Francisco in the Pacific. 

The climate of Alaska is influenced 
by warm currents from the ocean, and 
is milder thad people generally b. lieve. 
Occasionally in winter the mercury 
went 4, 6 and 8 degrees below, but 
usually averaged about 32 above. But 
Alaska was a large country, and in the 
interior it was colder. The harbors are 
never frozen over, and strawberries and 
cther vegetation grow along-side the 
big glaciers. 

The seal business alone would annu- 
ally pay the cost of Alaska, He told 
of the habits of the animals; and how 
they were captured and skinned. Rela- 
tive to the reported killing of Japanese 
engaged in sealing he believed it was 
their fault, because they were within 
the three-mile limit. The United 
States must protect its seal industry. 

Alaska has all kinds of desirable fish, 
some unknown to the Atlantic coast. 
The salmon fishing alone amounts to 
$8,000,000 or $9,000,000 annually. 

Mining is very extensive in gold, cop- 
per, coal, etc. He criticised strongly 
the forestry laws, and land laws, which 
were detrimental to development of in- 
dustries. 

It had been found that reindeers were 
fitted for the country, and they were 
being raised successfuly. He ‘had a 
good word for the esquimaus who were 
self supporting,and would confer citizen- 
ship upon natives. Now they are not 
fairly treated. 


Now Canada is luring thousands of 
people by great offers in the Northwest, 
but they would much prefer to remain 
under our flag, and would go to Alaska 
if conditions were different. Alaska is 
depending on the people of the United 
States and on Congress. 

Several questions were asked, and 
answered at length. 

An exhibit of arts and crafts from 
Alaska were viewed with curiosity.

Talk on Help 
From Contact 


The Men’s Club of Christ cburch 
held its monthly meeting Monday even- 
ing in the parish house. President 
William L. Thomas was in the chair 
and besides bim was Edward Warming- 
ton, president of the Sons of St. George 
the lodge being the guests of the even- 
ing. The speaker was Jeremiah J. Mc- 
Anarney, Esq., who spoke on ‘‘Helps 
from Contact.’’ 

Thespeaker explained that his sub- 
ject stood fora method of building 
character. In distinction from the 
usual idea that a man improved him- 
self by contact with one who was his 
superior, the speaker maintained that 
greater improvement was gained by a 
man reaching down and belping the un- 
der dog. 

Briefly he sketched the conditions of 
our country and showed that many of 
the men in high responaible positions 
were not men whose bigh morality and 
integrity who could be trusted, Insur- 
ance scandal brought clearly before the 
country the fact that the man who ap- 
peared to be the superior man was not 
always the man to be looked up to. 

The importance of the common peo- 
ple in every period of history was em- 
phasized and their strength was gained 
not from contact with those above them 
so much as by their effort to help those 
below them. Ino conclusion Lawyer Mc- 
Anarnoey showed that we should never 
condemn the criminal or the man who 
seems to be our inferior, for had we 
been submitted to the same environ- 
ment we probably would have the same 
want of character and the same defic- 


iencies. He related several instances 
in his career wheo he had met men, 
though criminals in the eyes of the law, 
who could teach lessons of honesty and 
fairness. 

At the conclusion of the talk there 
was an entertainment consisting of a 
cornet solo by Mr. Newcomb, vocal solos 
by William Waoless, Arthar Tremayne, 
aud Ambrose Newcomb, and recitations 
by Leslie Smith and James Cowie. 
About 125 men were in attendance.

Labor Fight 

At High School 
Taken Into Court 
By the Keoughs 


The City of Quincy are now defendants 
in the law suit over the High School 
building, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing court news from the Boston Herald 
today. 

The strike on the Quincy high school 
is brought to the superior court by 
James E, Keough and Augustus Keough 
the contractors for the electric wire and 
appliances for the building, and Mayor 
Thompson, Thomas F. Burke, commis- 
sioner of public works, and Aaron H. 
Gould, the architect, as well as a num- 
ber of trades unionists, are made de- 
fendants. 

The Keough Electrical Company want 
an ipjanction to restrain the Mayor, the 
commissioner and the architect from 
refusing them or their workmen per- 
mission to enter the building and from 
causing the city to break its contract 
because of the action of the labor 
unions, declaring the three have been 
coerced by the labor unionists and are 
about to prevent them from entering 
the building to finish up their work 
under the contract. 

The trades unionists are declared to 
be engaged in an attempt to force the 
plaintiffs into maintaining a closed 
shop, which they refused tu adopt. 
To make them accede to the union 
demands a strike of the plumbers,

The order adopted by the City Council

Auditor to trausfer any balance of the 
appropriations. of 1905 to an account 
known as the excess and deficiency, 
account, is a new idea for Quincy al- 
though many other cities have adopted 
it. 

At this seasun of the year there are 
always more or less orders for small 
amounts that are charged to any unex- 
pended balances or unappropriated re- 
ceipts. The sums that go to provide 
for these orders and small amounts tak- 
en from different appropriations. It 
means a great deal of work for the City 
Auditor, and a lot of unnecessary book- 
keeping. But transfering all of these 
balances to one account is but a simple 
matter, and he knows at once just what 
amount he has at his disposal. 

When ao order is therefore presented 
for so much money chargable to the ex- 
cess and deficiency account he knows at 
once whether there is money enough to 
meet it, instead of spending a lot of 
time huoting up the different accounts 
to find out what balances there are.

AGAINST HARTJE 


Millionaire’s Petition For Divorce 


- Is Inconclusive} 


JUDGE GIVES HIS VIEWS 


Letters Introduced In Trial Open 
to Suspicion and Experts’ Tes- 
timony of Little Value--Hartje 
Will Appeal the Case 


Pittsburg, Dee. 13.—Judge Frazer 
handed down his decision in the fa- 
mous Hartje divorce case yesterday af- 
ternoon, declaring the petition of <Au- 
gustus Hartje, the millionaire paper 
manufacturer, for a divorce from his 
wife, Mrs. Mary Scott Hartje, whom he 
charged with intimacy with Thomas 
Madine, a former coachman, inconclu- 
sive. In substantiation of this inconclu- 
siveness, Judge Frazer cites the follow- 
ing points: 

“The servants’ stories of Mrs. 
Hartje’s wrongdoing are quite differ- 
ent than those based in Hartje’s peti- 
tion. The story of Susie Wagner, a 
miuid, was grossly exaggerated and 
built up; she was prejudiced and unde! 
the influence of Hartje’s family. 

“Mrs. Hartje perhaps visited the 
stable too often, but her fondness for 
horses sufficiently explains what might 
be considered an indiscretion. 

“The letters introduced are open to 
suspicion and are conclusive of noth- 
is of little 


ing. Experts’ testimony 
value. The stealing of the said Jetters 
from Madine’s rooms. as testified to, 


shows those who produced them to be 
lawbreakers. The preponderance of 
testimony shows the letters were not 
in Mrs. Hartje’s handwriting and at 
the trial Hartje abandoned all his 
charges except the one relating to Ma- 
dine.” 

The decision does not refer to thé 
question of alimony, but Mrs. Hartje 
has a motion pending in court for the 
granting of alimony. The twochildren, 
Mary L. Hartje and John S. Hartje, 
will remain with their mother. The en- 
tire cost of the proceedings are placed 
on Hartje, and the suit for divorce 
filed by his wife will be tried when it is 
reached in the regular order. 

The wealth and prominence of the 
principals, the ugly charges alleged

ditional charges against Mrs. Hartje in 
connection with a second coachman, 
Clifford Hooe, a negro, tended to make 
the case exceedingly sensational. Fol- 
lowing the introduction of the Hooe in- 
cident, Hartje and a business friend, 
John S. Welshons, together with Clif- 
ford Hooe, the negro, were all arrested 
on a charge of conspiracy. Hooe was 
also charged with perjury, was con- 
victed and is now awaiting a new trial. 

“TI am greatly disappointed and sur- 
prised,” said Augustus Hartje, “but we 
will fight the case through every court 
we can, believing that we areright. 1 
am advised by my attorneys that we 
have a good case and an appeal will be 
at once taken. Further than that 1 
have nothing to say and no comments 
to make on the opinion of Judge Fra- 
ger.” 

“I am very well pleased with the de- 
cision of the court,” said Mrs. Hartje, 
“and I consider the decision a vindica- 
tion for me.

ARTHUR BROWN DEAD 


He Retused to Make'a Statement 
Betore Passing Away 

Washington, Dec. 13.—Former Unit- 
ed States Senator Arthur Brown of 
Utah, who was shot in his apartments 
at the Hotel Raleigh Saturday after- 
noon by Mrs. Auna M. Bradley of Salt 
Lake City, died at midnight last night. 
Mrs. Bradley will be arraigned on the 
eharge of murder. Her attorneys will 
set up the defense that she was justi- 
tied under the “unwritten law” in shoot- 
ing Brown. 

One of the assistant district attor- 
neys made another fruitless effort last 
night to secure an ante-mortem state- 
ment, but Brown refused to talk. 

Max Brown and Miss Alice Brown of 
Columbus, O., the former senator’s son 
and dgughter. respectively, were at the 

| bedside when he expired. He had 

| been uncenscious for several hours. 

| Mr. Browu came to the senate in 
1896, when Utah was admitted to the 
Union. He served about 15 months. 
He was to appear as counsel before the 
supreme court of the United States on 
Monday in a mining case and was fol- 
lowed here by Mrs. Bradley who, it is 
sald, learned of his appointment to 
meet Mrs. Anna E. Adams, mother of 

| Maude Adams, the actress, in New 
York after he had appeared before the 
supreme court. Mrs. Bradley left for 
Washington immediately and register- 
ed at the Hotel Raleigh as Mrs. Anna 
Brown. According to a_ statement 
made by Brown shortly after he was 
shot he found Mrs. Bradley in his room 

| going through his private papers. She 
demanded that be marry her at once 
and when he refused she shot him. 
There was no eye-witness of the trag- 
edy. 


Conspiracy to Strike Is Lawful 

Madison, Wis., Dee. 13.—‘The right 
to strike for any cause or no cause is 
clearly and fully sustained by author- 
ity. Even a conspiracy to strike, fol- 
lowed by legal damage, is not unlaw- 
ful if formed to better labor condi- 
tions.” This is an extract from the de- 
cision of Judge Sanborn of the United 
States district court, Which was handed 
down in the case of Allis-Chalmers 
company against the Iron Moulders’ 
union of Milwaukee. It is probably one 
of the first opinions whereia a _ con- 
spiracy under certain conditions is sanc- 
tioned as lawful. 


Ciaims Land Worth $2,500,000 

Chicago, Dec. 13.—In the federat 
circuit court here, Sidney Smith. of 
Cambridge, Mass., filed 14 suits for 
writs of ejectment on land here worth 
$2,500,000. The city of Chicago and 
4000 other defendants are named. Ac- 
cording to Smith, the original grant of 
the land never appeared on record, the 
man obtaining the grant having died 
before the instrument was registered. 
Smith claims to have purchased the 
claims of the heirs of the grantee. 


Cabinet Officers Confirmed 

Washington, Dec. 13.—The senate 
confirmed the nominations of W. H. 
Moody of Massachusetts to be an asso 
ciate justice of the supreme court of 
the United States, Charles J. Bonaparte 
of Maryland to be attorney general, 
Victor H. Metcalf of California to be 
secretary of the navy, and Oscar §8. 
Straus of New York to be secretary of 
commerce and labor. 


Rebels Are Well Equipped 

Pekin, Dec. 13.—Information has 
teuched Pekin that the rebels who re- 
cently entered Ping Kiang constitute a 
considerable. well organized force, 
equipped with modern weapons. ‘They 
came from Honan province. The movye- 
ment, which is anti-dynastic, has no 
connection with other uprisings or dis- 
turbances in central China. 


Actress Under Observation 

New York, Dec. 13.—Mary S. Nevi- 
son, the actress. aged 58, who is a sis- 
ter of the late Stuart Robson, was re- 
moved last night to Bellevue hospital, 
where her condition will be inquired 
into. She was taken from the Hotel 
Normandie, where her 
tracted attention which resulted in her 
removal to the hospital. 


Acquitted of Heresy Charge 

Cincinnati, Dec. 13.—Rev. George C. 
Cox, rector of Calvary Episcopal 
ehurch, was last night acquitted of the 
charge of heresy by the standing com- 
mittee of the Episcopal diocese of Ohio. 
The case had its origin in a letter 
written by Cox to Bishop Vincent, in 
which Cox declared that his sympathy 
was with Dr. Crapsey. 


Bishop McCabe Is Weaker 

New York, Dee. 13.—Bishop Mc- 
Cabe, the Methodist divine, who was 
siticken with apoplexy when about to 
board a ferryboat here Tuesday, is 
slightly weaker. This condition, how- 
ever, is not regarded as a change for 
the worse. The symptoms encourage 
the hope of ultimate recovery.

DAVIS FOR ROW IN SENATE. 


Arkansan Says There'll Be “Some- 
thing Doing” When He Gets There. 
- Governor Jefferson Davis, newly 
elected United States senator from Ar- 
kansas, in an interview at Brookha- 
ven, Miss., the other night said politi- 
cians preach harmony, but ‘+t is not 
harmony that is needed so much as an 
old fashioned row in the United States 
senate. 

“With gentle, kind spirited Bob Tay 
lor of Tennessee, ‘Pitchfork’ Tillman 
ef South Carolina, the fearless Varda- 
man of Mississippi, there will be a 
first class row. When I get to the 
senate there will be something doing 
in town.” 

He said that the race of life in this 
day and time is not the fair and equal 
one which was in the minds of the 
framers of this government; that the 
combinations of capital called trusts 
have defeated the objects of the con- 
stitution and of law. It is a day of 
commercialism, of greed and of graft. 
People place gold above God and mon- 
ey above men. He saw danger to the 
government from two kinds of organi- 
zations—the unholy combinations of 
the very wealthy for greed and graft 
may destroy it; the very poor, in their 
distressed and downtrodden condition, 
may combine to turn and rend it. To 
the third class, the middle class, who 
love and serve the God of their fa- 
thers, the honest yeomanry of the re- 
public, is committed the task of saving 
the government if it is to be saved. 

He declared a belief that no man 
ever made a million dollars honestly; 
that to accumulate that vast sum he 
must trample on the heads and hearts | 
of his fellow creatures. “But the trust} 
is not the only evil,” said the senator. 
“There are the bucket shops. 
bucket shop has brought more misery, 
ruined more homes, wrecked more 
businesses and made more straight 


men crooked and destroyed more lives 


than any other agency. Why is the 
bucket shop an evil? Because it gam-/} 
bles on the fruits of labor and upon 
the products of the soil.” 

He gave a graphic description of a 
visit to the New York Cotton Exchange, 
which he called the great “bucket 
shop,” where a few gamblers, men who 
never owned a pound of cotton, st: a: 
ing around a brass railing, made 
plaything of the south’s great Geaaies 
His advice was “to organize to help 
yourself, not against the merchants, 
the bankers, the railroads or any oth- 
er, but for self interest.”

Money In Pumpkin Seeds. 

The farmers of Iowa have dise 
a new industry—the growiug of pump- 
kins for the seed—says the New York 
World. Those who first tried the ex- 
periment found at once the industry a 
profitable one. The pumpkin is plant- 
ed with the corn and requires no in- 
‘crease of acreage for its production, 
while it yields in seed from $5 to $6 
per acre. The average price paid is 
5 cents per pound, and the market has 
reached at times as high as 8 cents. 
The work of handling the seed is car- 
ried on by the children of the farm, 
who first take the ripe pumpkin and 
pound it lightly on the ground until the 
seeds are loose in the core. The pump-

A Washington dispatch to the Globe 
says Congress received on Thursday 
from Sec. Bonaparte the draft of the 
plans for the big battleship provided 
for at the last session.

THE VATICAN’S DEFIANCE 


May Result In French Parlia- 
ment Adopting Measure Which 
Will Cause Church to Forteit 
All Benefits Under Law ot 1905 


Paris, Dec. 14.—There was a total 
absence yesterday of any of the sensa- 
tional or dynastic incidents anticipated 
in alarmist quarters in connection witb 
the execution of the law of separation. 

The parish priests everywhere cele- 
brated mass in the presence of un- 
usually large congregations, but the ac- 
tions of the authorities were confined 
to noting infractions of the law and 
citing the priests and vicars to appear 
before justices of the peace. 

Everywhere legal notices have been 
served for the evacuation of the ecclesi- 
astical residences, the seminaries, etc. 
Several of these buildings were aban- 
doned without further ado, but a ma- 
jority of the prelates, while fully pse- 
pared to go, announced that they wouid 
not depart except under duress. 

In many parishes in Paris and the 
interior Catholic laymen came forward 
and spontaneously filed declarations 
for the holding of services in the desig- 
nated churches during the coming 
year. If this practice is generally fol- 
lowed it will be a distinct victory for 
the government, relieving it of the pos- 
sibility of necessity of closing the 
churches and throwing on the clergy 
the responsibility for the discontinu- 
ance of public worship. In the mean- 
time the cabinet is preparing measures 
to be introduced before parliament. 

The net result of the uncompromising 
attitude assumed by the Vatican in 
this conflict with the French govern- 
ment seems to be that the clergy will 
lose its pensions, 38,300 of which have 
been granted and gazetted since the 
beginning of this year, that all aspirants 
to the priesthood will be compelled to 
perform military service, and that the 
taking over of the episcopal mansions, 
rectories, seminaries, etc., by the state 
department and the communes will oc- 
cur immediately instead of in Decem- 
ber, 1907. 

According to well-informed persons, 
the government intends to respond to 
the attitude taken by the Vatican by 
submitting to parliament a proposition 
to settle definitely the situation of the 
chureh in France. Under this  pro- 
posal the church will forfeit all bene- 
fits under the law of 1905, but it is to 
be provided with an opportunity of 
earrying on public worship in con- 
formity to the common law. Church 
property is to be handed over immedi- 
ately to the civil authorities on condi- 
tion that it be reserved for purposes of 
worship, and the positions of cardinals 
and bishops, as foreign officials, will 
be dealt with later, in the event the 
government finds it necessary to do so. 

Hostile demonstrations against gov- 
ernment officials occurred at Nantes, 
Arras and Angers. The populace of the 
last named city attacked the police and 
a number of persons on either side 
were hurt. The bishop at Angers ex- 
horted the people to be calm, and, when 
his words had the desired result, he in- 
vited the crowd of five thousand to ac- 
company him to the cathedral, where 
he pronounced the benediction. 


Will Execute Pope’s Orders 

Rome, Dee. 14—The Giornale 
D’Italia publishes an article in which 
Mer. Montagnini, referring to his ex- 
pulsion from France, is quoted as fol- 
iows: 

“My expulsion was painful, but not 
unexpected. France is going through 
unhappy houurs. The present situation 
is due to Free Masonry, which suc- 
ceeded in getting the upper hand 
through the indolence of the French 
middle classes. Although deeply Cath- 
olic, these classes are unorganized. 
am the humble agent of the pope and I 
only did his will. Nobody can say 
what the consequences of what is tran- 
spiring in France will be. Upon re- 
turning to Rome I placed myself at the 
orders of the pope; these I will exe- 
cute loyally, no matter what the out- 
come may be.” 

It has been learned that Montagnini 
was able to save and bring away with 
him a considerble number of import- 
ant documents. This was accomplished 
through the assistance of a friend, Dr. 
Proja, who was staying with him at 
Paris. As soon as Proja learned that 
the nunciature was being searched he

Washington, Dec. 14.—Vresident 
Roosevelt will withdraw his simplified 
spelling order to the public printer and 
hereafter all documents from the 
ecutive departments will again be 
printed in the old-fashioned style. 

Representative Landis of the joint 
congressional committee on spelling 
bad a conference with the president, 
who said that he did not wish to have 
spelling overshadow matters of great 
importance and expressed a willingness 
to revoke his order for the new spelling 
house of representatives 
should go on record as opposed to the 
system. Accordingly, late yesterday 
afternoon Landis introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution in the house: { 

Resolved, That the sense of the house 
of representatives is that hereafter in 
printi documents or other 
publications authorized by law, ordered 
by congress or either branch thereof, or 
emanating from the’ executive depart- 
ments, their branches or bureaus, and 
independent officers of the government 
government printing office should 
and not alter the standard of 
orthography prescribed in generally 
accepted dictionaries of the English 
language. 

The system of reform spelling was 
put into effect by the president during 
the recess of congress, and all public 
documents supplied to the executive 
departments huve been printed in the 
simplified way. These documents 
have been pouring in on congress ever 
since the opening day, much to the dis 
satisfaction of a large majority of the 
members of the house. Asa result the 
government printing office has used two 
forms of spelling in public printing. 
the eld method for congress and the re- 
formed methods in the executive docu- 
inents. This caused confusion and 
comment unfavorable to the reform.

Without taking issue as to the 
relative merits of any form of spelling, 
it is evident that public sentiment, as 
reflected in the newspapers, magazines 
and other publications, has not been [a- 
vorable to the proposed innovation. 

“It is, therefore, a condition and not 
a theory with which congress has to 
deal. Congress has no assurance, even 
if it should leave present conditions un- 
disturbed, that the succeeding adminis- 
tration would not revoke the present 
order. 

“The sentiment in congress is such 
that it must be taken without question 
that in the prining done for congress 
the standard dictionaries will continue 
to be the accepted authority. If the 
government is to have two forms of 
spelling this will necessarily mean 
double composition, double stereotyp- 
ing and electrotyping, double proof- 
reading and other incidental expense. 

“In the opinion of the committee, any 
departure from the recognized 
standards of orthography cannot with 
safety, satisfaction or economy be 
taken until congress and the executive 
shall agree upon the adoption of other 
orthographic methods.”

Result ot Standardization Trial 
ot the Battleship. Kansas 

Rockland, Me., Dec. 14.—Battleship 
Kansas, from the yards of the New 
York Shipbuilding company at Cam- 
den. N. J., more than fultilied ber con 
tract speed requirements in her offi- 
cial screw standardization trial over 
the Owl’s Head measured mile course, 
Ler highest speed being 18.3 knots an 
hour. 

After being sent over the course 14 
times, the naval trial board ascertained 
that 120.5 revolutions of her screws 
per minute was hecessary to attain the 
contract speed of 18 knots an hour. In 
five of the runs over the course the 
Kansas averaged 18.123 knots an hour 
and at one time made a dash at the 
rate of 19.06 knots. This latter figure, 
however, was reduced to 18.3 by tidal 
corrections. 

The revolutions of 120.5 to a minute 
for the 18 knots is the highest of the 
four battleships of this class whicb 
have been tried. The Louisiana’s 
screws had to revolve at a 118.3 speed, 
the Vermont at 114.6 and the Minne 
owe at 1145. The Connecticut has not 
! yet been tried. All five of these ships 
are 16,000-ton vessels, with 16,500 
horse-power and a contract speed of 18 
knots an hour.

NEW CANDLE SHADE. 


Shawl-like Effects the Latest 
From Paris. 


The smartest shades imported from 
France are shawl-like in effect, and in- 
stead of the material being fitted to 
every rod in the frame a circular piece 
of the material, with the center cut out 
for the chimney, is made to fit the 
dome shaped wires. It then falls in 
graceful folds, the weight of the fringe 
holding it down in place. 

The shaw! effects In soft pinks, light 
blues, deep reds or vivid orange shades 
of silk are stunning for use on a dining 
room table or in a parlor or hall. The

drapery, to give variety, may be cut 
square or with deep points, four or five, 
according to the size of the frames, or 
in narrow scallops that give breadth 
to the shade. A gimp is being much 
used this year. A narrow piece of it in 
gilt or silver at the bottom makes a 
pretty finish to cover the heading of 
the fringe. For these shades narrow 
bead fringe can be bought by the yard 
instead of on hoops. 

While the trimming at the bottom is 
quite simple, the upper or chimney ef- 
fect is often elaborate on some of the 
smartest shades, being fashioned into 
the appearance of a crown, either elab- 
orately shirred or smocked. 

Where this top is joined to the lower 
portion a broad piece of gimp or a rib- 
bon is used to cover the stitches and to 
lend a finished appearance to the 
shade. 

To make a candle shade first bind the 
wire frame top and bottom with a nar- 
row strip of soft cotton cloth to give 
something to sew to. Then for the 
lining take a strip the depth of the 
frame, pin it to the bottom, then gore 
it at the ribs by pinning to fit. Re- 
move the silk, sew up the gorts and 
trim and press the seams open. Then 
sew into place on the frame, turning 
the seams toward the outside of the 
frame so that when covered they will 
not show. Next sew the material 
straight about the lower edge or plait 
it plainly in fine plaits if more fullness 
is desired. Draw the material up to 
the top of the frame and first fasten 
with pins if the silk or cretonne is 
plaited so as to get the folds exact, or, 
in the case of shirring, the silk should 
first be gathered, then the fullness 
placed before the final sewing. 

If the shades are made in scallops, 
each piece, both the lining and outside, 
must be fitted in place. 


A Baker's Paradise. 

London is a baker's paradise. Bread- 
making seems to be a lost art with the 
housekeepers of the metropolis. It 
would be interesting to know the num- 
ber of families that make their own 
bread. Yeast in any form is almost 
unknown. However, the baker al- 
ways is to be depended upon, and the 
variety of bread from the ugly looking 
round workman’s loaf to the dainty 
French roll is «Imost unlimited. But 
the way it is carted round the streets 
would shock a good housewife. Almost 
“any old thing” in the shape of a ve- 
hicle answers the purpose of convey- 
ing it from bakery to customer. Push- 
carts, coster wagons, tricycles, etc., are 
called into service, and the loaves are 
piled up in the open like so much cord 
wood and carried hugged in the arms of 
the dirt begrimed driver to the kitchen. 
Many times a loaf falls to the greasy, 
| muddy street, to be picked up and 
polished on the sleeve of the driver. 


Hints For the Housewife. 

To remove the smell of onions or fish 
from the frying pan put a little vine- 
gar in it directly after using and put 
over the fire a few minutes. Then wash 
again in soapy water. 

For washing bottles or vinegar cruets 
save eggshells in a paper bag; crush 
them fine, put in the cruets with warm, 
soapy water and shake well. This will 
clean and not scratch the finest glass. 

Rubber bands are most useful for 
keeping sleeves out of the way when 
foing housework. Pull your sleeves up 

as far as you want them to go and put 
ithe bands round your arms over the 
sleeves. 

A cement for mending a cracked 
| Stove is made of wood ashes and salt in 
| equal proportions reduced to a paste 
with cold water. Fill in the cracks 
phen the stove is cool. It will soon 
}harden and may then be polished over.

SMOOT CASE IS UP 


Discussed by Burrows In Care- 
fully Prepared Speech 


MORMON CHURCH'S POWER 


Concentrated on Candidate Who 
Has Permission ot Hierarchy 
to Seek Office--Says Senator Is 
Identified With Polygamists 


Washington, Dec. 12.—The question 
of Senator Reed Smoot’s right to a seat 
as a United States senator from Utah 
was discussed by Senator Burrows in 
the senate for more than three hours 
in a carefully prepared speech. Smoot 
occupied his place in the chamber. 
The speech was an arraignment of 
Mormonism and the’ responsibility 
which attached to Smoot for Mormon 
principles as a member of the apostolic 
body of the church. 

He said that since the admission of 
Utah into tke Union the people of the 
state have been, if possible, more com- 
pletely under the domination of the 
Mormon hierarchy than during the long 
years of their territorial existence, and 
“the only office held by a non-Mormon 
under the state government during the 
10 years of its existence as an elective 
officer has been the attorney general.” 

He cited many instances of political 
interference not only in Utah, but ad- 
joining states, and quoted the church 
manifesto of 1896 requiring members 
to obtain the consent of the hierarchy 
before becoming candidates for otlice. 
Smoot had been compelled to obtain 
this permission. “He was nominated 
py the hierarchy,” said Burrows, “and 
the selection ratified by the legisla- 
ture.” He went on: “No more cun- 
ningly devised scheme could possibly 
be concocted to put the church in pol- 
ities and make it potential therein than 
this. For the moment it is known that 
a candidate has permission of the hier- 
urchy to be a candidate, that moment 
he has back of him the whole power of 
the Mormon church and his election is 
assured.” 

He said that Smoot’s membership in 
the church governing body which in- 
culeates a belief in polygamy, is con- 
ceded. He spoke of the astonishment 
of the committee at the confessions of 
President Smith and of the revelations 
of the fact that eight of the 12 apostles 
have plural wives. Referring to Smith’s 
confession of. tive wives and 42. chil- 
dren, Burrows added: 

“If the public press is to be credited, 
this number has been augmented dur- 
ing the last year to 48, and while we 
are discussing the right of the repre- 
sentative of the hierarchy to a seat in 
this body we can imagine its saintly 
head sitting in the home of his fifth 
plural wife, rocking the cradle of the 
latest illegitimate offspring of his de- 
bauchery and crime, and with sancti- 
monious air singing the familiar hymn 
of his church: 

“Now. the gentile reign is o’er, 
Darkness covers earth no more, 
Gentile tyrants sink to hell, 
Now’s the day of Israel.” 

Coming to the connection of Smoot 
with the hierarchy, Burrows said that 
practically all of its members were 
polygamists when he became a mem- 
ber. “The vital question therefore is,” 
he said, “Can one become a member of 
and identify himmself with a band of 
law breakers, knowing them to be 
such, participate in their counsels, and 
sustain them in their conferences, and 
yet escape all responsibility for their 
unlawful acts? Such a contention will 
not stand the test of either law or rea- 
son.” 


Senator Burrows concluded as _ fol- 
lows: “It is submitted that the sena- 
tor, by becoming a member of and 
identifying himself with such or- 


ganization and participating in its func- 
tions, has disqualified himself for mem- 
bership in this body. An organization 
that fosters and encourages crime; 
tramples upon all law, human and 
divine; practicises polygamy and polyg- 
amous cohabitation; desecrates the 
home, degrades womanhood; debauches 
public morals; strikes at the Christian 
civilization of this age; undermines and 
shakes the foundations of human so- 
tiety and government; destroys the 
sanctity of the marriage relation; de- 
fics the authority of the state and na- 
tional goverimment; registers an oath 
of hostility to the American nation and 
brings the name and fame of the good 
people of Utah into disrepute and 
shame and humiliation to the American 
people—I submit that such an organiza- 
tion is not entitled to have its repre- 
sentative in the senate of the United 
States and I therefore ask the adoption 
of the resolution.” 


Conditions on the Isthmus 

New York, Dec. 12—Chief Engineer 
Stevens and Assistant Chief Engineer 
Sullivan of the Panama canal commis- 
sion arrived here on the steamer Pana- 
ma from Colon. They are home for the 
holidays. In speaking of conditions on 
the isthmus, Stevens said: “There are 
at present at work on the canal 17,000 
men, 5000 of whom are white. There 
are no Chinese among the workmen. 
The best workmen are the Italians and 
Spaniards. There has not been a death 
since July and very little sickness.”

NOT GUILTY 


But Injunction 
Is Ordered 
Against Several 
Union Men 


Mayor Thompson and Commissioner 
of Public Works Thomas P. Burke as 
wellas Aaron H. Gould, the architect 
of the Quincy High school, were freed 
from the charge of conspiracy to injure 
the business of James E. and Augustus 
Keough (the Keough Electrical Com- 
pany), and deprive them of their right 
to finish up their work under the con- 
tract for the electrical work and appli- 
ances in the building, by Judge Lawton 
in the superior court yesterday, says the 
Herald. ‘The Keoughs’ suit, as against 
them, was dismissed and an injunction 
refused, Judge Lawton also found no 
evidence to connect Jeremiah O'Connor, 
J. E. Kennedy, J. B. Oaks, James W. 
Corprew, trades-unionists, with the in- 
terference of the Keoughs on the job, 
and dismissed the bill against them al- 
so. 

A temporary injunction was, how- 
ever, ordered against Jobn W. Barton, 
business agent of the Electrical Workers’ 
union, and William Hammond, C. S. 
Jones, A. J. Carlson, Almond §. Jobn- 
son, Charles [.. Lewis, Albert Hol- 
brook and Harry Palmer, union work- 
men, restraining them fror maintain- 
ing a strike of upion workmen io the 
building, started because the Keoughs 
had @ non-union workman engaged 
there. Barton is also to be further 
restrained from interfering with other 
jobs being done by the Keoughs because 
they have non-union workmen employed. 

The strike on the building had been 
put in operation when the suit was 
brought on Monday. Judge Lawton said 
that, while be could not make the strik- 
ers return to work, still he could, and 
felt on the evidence that he should, is- 
sue a temporary injunction restraining 
the Jatter defendents from continuing it 
because it was unlawful. In a word he 
said, the effect was that the court dis- 
solved the strike. For the information 
of the defendants’ restrained, he suid 
that nove of them would have the right 
to advise or prevest workmen from re- 
turning to work if the latter voluntarily 
desired to do so. 

The court found tbat the city officials 


did not enter into conspiracy against 
the rightsof the Keoughs. The trouble 
about working in the building, which 
added to delays already incurred in 
finishing it for use by pupils, placed the 
city officials in a dilemma, In trying to 


extricate the city from the dilemma and 
the court felt they

RAISE OF 7 12 PERCENT): 


Employers Declare That They 


Pay Higher Wages Than Any | 


Other Textile Center and Re- 
tuse a Ten Percent Advance 

Bedford, Mass., Dec. 15.—The 
after listening to the 


New 
Textile Council, 
reports of various unions on the result 
of the balloting on the matter a6 accept 
ing the wage advance of 744 percent, 
which went into effect this saa voted 
unanimously at a meeting last night to 
accept the offer of the manufacturers 
under protest. 

This action by the Textile Council 
practically ends the campaign which 
has been waged by the operatives for 
more than three weeks to secure a wage 
advance of 10 percent. It was inti- 
mated by some of the delegates to the 
Textile Council that future action 
might be taken to secure the 2% per- 
cent difference between the increase 
granted by the manufacturers and the 
increase demanded by the operatives. 

With the exception of a few of the 
more radical of the operatives the cot- 
ton mill employes as a whoie have ex- 
pected the action taken by the Textile 
Council. A few of the operatives, 
however, were prepared to go out on 
strike unless the manufacturers grant- 
ed the entire demand for a 10 percent 
increase. 

The latest agitation for an advance 
in wages among the textile operatives 
in this city dates back to when the op- 
eratives, through the Textile Council, 
demanded a wage increase of 10 per- 
cent. The Manufacturers’ association, 
composed of all the cotton manufac- 
turers in the city, refused to grant the 
demand in full, but offered an increase 


of 7% percent. Accompanying this 
offer was a statement in which the 
declaration was made that the local 


manufacturers were paying the highest 
wages of any textile center in the coun- 
try; that the condition of the market 
and the price of the raw cotton would 
not leave large enough profit to the 
manufacturers if the 10 percent in- 
crease was granted, and that the best 


the manufacturers could do for the op- | 


eratives was to offer an advance of 7% 
percent. 

Last week the Textile Council, after 
Teviewing the report of the various 
Textile unions, again demanded a 10 
percent increase. The Manufacturers’ 
association once more refused to grant 
the demand, and repeated that an In- 
crease of 7%4 percent was all that the 
operatives could expect. The next step 
in the campaign was the action by the 
Textile Council last night.

Honeycombed Pudding. 

Three-quarters of an ounce of gelatin, 
three ounces of sugar, one pint of milk, 
one teaspoonful of vanilla extract, 
three eggs and a little cold water.

Water Meters and

In his report on water meters to the 
City Council last week the Commie- 
sjoner said: 

“Jt is my opinion that the installa- 
tion of meters has caused a decrease 
in the consumption of water, for al- 
though we have 209 additional water 
taker s in November of 1906, the report 
of the Engineer of the Metropolitan 
Water Board shows a decrease of eight 
gailons per capita daily compared with 
November of 1905 This means a 
saving Of about 224,000 gallons of 
water per day.”

city attempt to take advantage of anoth- 
er by installing meters? It is neces- 
sary to install meters where water is 
used for business purpose, but not in 
dwelling houses as is now being done 
in this city. Of the 521 installed in 
Quincy this year, 356 are in dwelling 
houses. 

The Metropolitan board seems to 
think that because corporations in some 
towns, like the Fore River shipyard, and 
the Tubular Rivet & Stud Co., require 
lots of water, that the-towo should 
pay a larger assessment, but . the 
tax on the stock of these corporations 
is distributed according to the resi- 
dence of the stockholders. 

Thus rich towns like Brookline and 
Newton, where the stockhulders reside, 
are favored doubly: they get a reduction 
in water assessments, lower tax rates, 
and a surplus for extravagant city ex- 
penditures. If the basis of water assess- 
ments, is changed back to valuation, as 
all taxes should be levied, it will be 
more equitable to all cities concerned, 
and money will not be squandered oo 
water meters. 

The situation in New York may be 
of interest. The Daily Ladger quotes 
from the ordinance of the city of New 
York: 

‘*Water meters SHALL be placed, at 
the discretion of the Commissioner of 
Water Supply, for all stores, workshops, 
hotels, manufactories, office buildings 
public edifices, on wharves, ferry: 
honses, and in ALL places where water 
is furnished for business consumption, 
EXCEPT PRIVATE DWELLING; the 
charge for water measured by meter to 
be ten cents per 100 cubic feet.’’ 

Seven and one-half gallons to the cu- 
bic foot, makes the price 151-3 cents 
per 1,000 gallons. The Ledger mae 
of a family of eight, who occupy a 
house of three stories and a basement, 
which is fully plumbed, with an extra 
water closet in the basement; yet the 
cost is only $8 per year. 

Ic Boston water meters in dwelling 
houses are an exceptuon. 

In Quincy some large water takers are 
getting water by meter below cost. Oth- 
er manufacturing plants are supplied at 
10 1-2 cents per 1,000 gallons, which 
may also be below cost; while business 
blocks pay 26 and 2-10 cents per 
1,000 gallons and dwelling houses are 
soaked for 41 and 1-16 cents per 1000 
gallous. When some owners of houses 
receive bills for water by meter rates 
they will be surprised. 

The rental for water meters will be 
additional cost for most water takers, 
whereas had the city not gone to this 
extra cost it might have reduced the 
rates for full-plumbed houses within a 
year to $16.

AN ORDINANCE 
ESTABLISHING FIRE DISTRICTS AND REGU- 
LATING THE CONSTRUCTION AND 
INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 

Be it Ordained by the City Council as follows: 

Section 1. For the purpose of protection from damage 
by fire the city is hereby divided into three fire districts. 

Sec. 2. The Mayor shall annually, on or before the first 
Monday in February, appoint an Inspector of Buildings who 
shall hold his office one year from the first Monday in Febru- 
ary of the current year, and until his successor is appointed. 

Section 8. Fire district No. 1, shall include Hancock 
Street, from Squantum Street to Schoal Street, Washington 
Street from Hancock to Elm Street, Quincy Avenue, north 

from Water Street, School Street from Hancock Street to 
intersection of west line of Franklin Street, Water Street, 
from Franklin to Pleasant Street, Franklin Street from School 
“xo Pearl Street, Copeland Street from intersection of Miller 
Street to Furnace Avenue, Newport Avetiue from Lincoln to 
Elmwood Aventie; Temple Street; Maple Street, Chestnut 
Street north froni Cottage Avenue, Saville Street from Han- 
cock Street to steam railroad line, Granite Street east of the 
railroad bridge, Beale Street froni Hanedck Street to Safford 
Street, Brook Street from Newport Avenue to Farrington 
Street, Sagamore Street from Hancock Street to Newbury 
Street, and shall extend one hundred (100) feet in all direc- 
tions from any street or part of street herein named or de- 
scribed. 

Sec. 4. District No. 2 shall include all remaining parts 
of the city, except such as are included in District No. 3. 

Sec. 5. District No. 3 shall include that part of Quincy 
called Squantum bounded by Neponset river on the north, 
N. Y., N. H. & H.R. R. on the west, and by Atlantic Street’ 
to the Metropolitan Boulevard on the south. Also that part 
of Quincy east of a line drawn from Quincy Bay five hundred ° 
(500) feet west of Shelton Road to the nearest waters of Town 
River Bay. 

Buildings in District No 3 shall be exempt from any of 
the rules of this Ordinance, except brick buildings, or building 
used or to be used wholly or in part for mechanical, mercan- 
tile or manufacturing purposes. . 

Sec. 6. No wooden or frame building, except dwelling 
houses and private stables, shall be hereafter built within the 
limits of District No. 1. No person shall move or cause to be 
moved any wooden building from without said limits into the 
same. No person shall move or cause to be moved any wood- 
en building from one place to another within said limits, nor 
shall any person repair or rebuild any building within said 
limits, which has been partially destroyed by fire or otherwise, 
without the written permit of the Inspector of Buildings. 

APPLICATION FOR PERMITS. 


Sec. 7. Every person intending to erect any building 
or to raise, move or make any additions or alterations in any 
building or its foundation, already erected, or hereafter to be 
built, except necessary repairs not -affecting the foundations, 
external partition walls or party walls, chimneys, or stairways, 
within the limits of Districts No. 1 and 2, shall file an applica- 
tion for a permit with the Inspector of Buildings, on forms 
furnished by him, giving a description of the building, or ad- 
ditions, alterations or repairs; and shall submit plans of such 
work or buildings for examination and approval. 

The Inspector of Buildings shall report to applicant on all 
applications for permits within seven days from the receipt 
thereof, but if the Inspector shall deem it necessary to estab- 
lish grade lines other than those stated in the application, he 
shall have three days additional time to make a report. 

No permit shall be in force for a longer time than one 


year from date thereof. 


INSPECTOR TO EXAMINE BurLtpincs BEING ERECTED, 
REPAIRED, ETC. ; 

Sec’ 8. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
buildings in the course of erection, alteration and repair, as 
often as practical, and for that purpose shall have the right of 
entry thereto, and shall make a record of all violations of 
this Ordinance, together with the location of the building 
where such violations are found, the name of the-owner, lessee, 
occupant, architect and master mechanic, and all other matters 
relative thereto. Any owner, architect: or builder notified of 
any violations of this Ordinance shall if required by the In- 
spector, leave the work open until he shall again inspect the 
work.and declare the same approved. 

InspecroR TO ExaminE Att BuiLpincs REPORTED 
DANGEROUS, ETC. 

Sec. 9. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
buildings reported dangerous or unsafe from any cause, and 
make a record of such examination, including the nature and 
cause of such condition, with the location of the building, name 
of owner, lessee and occupant, and for what purpose occupied, 
and he shall report any building by him deemed dangerous or 
unsafe to the City Solicitor for his action. 


Notice In CAsE oF UNSAFE CHIMNEYS, ETC. 

Sec. 10. If any chimney, flue or heating apparatus shall, 
in the opinion of the Inspector of Buildings, be unsafe by rea- 
son of endangering the premises by fire or otherwise, he shall 
at once notify in writing the owner, agent or other party hav- 
ing an interest in said premises, who upon receiving said notice 
shall make the same safe, in pursuance of the terms of said 
notice. 

Sec..11. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
Shops and other places where shavings or other combustible 
material may be deposited or collected, and at all times be 
vigilant in the removal of the same, whenever in his opinion 
the same may be dangerous to the security of the City from 


fires ; and direct the owner, tenant or occupant of said shops, — 
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or other places, to remove the same ; and in case such owner, 
tenant or occupant refuses so to do, shall cause the same to be 
removed at the expense of the owner. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
SEcTION 1—MEANING OF TERMS. 


In the construction of this Ordinance if not inconsistent 
with the context, the following terms shall have the respec- 
tive meanings assigned to them: 

EXTERNAL WALL shall apply to every outer wall or verti- 
cal enclosure of a building, other than a party wall above the 
foundation wall. 

Party WALL shall apply to every wall used or built, in- 
tended as a separation of any building from any other build- 
ing. 

FounpaTion Wa LL shall mean that portion of external 
walls below the level of the street curb, and for walls not on 
any Street, that portion of the wall below the level of the 
ground outside of the wall. 

Brick Bul_ping means.a building the walls of which are 
built of brick, stone, iron or ether incombustible materials. 

Woopen Bui_pings means a building one or more of the 


Dwetuinc Houses means a building used wholly for 
domestic purposes, occupied only by families} or persons, in 
which no mechanical business is carried on, 

Skction 2—Bricx BuitpiInc FowuNpDatTIon, ETC. 

Every “brick” building shall have foundations laid in 
mortar extending four feet below the surface exposed to frost, 
and shall rest upon solid ground, or suitably driven piles. 

Excavations for such foundations shall be made six inches 
larger than the wall each side, and shall not be filled in until 
inspected.

2. If the height of any story exceed 16 feet between 
floors the external walls of that story shall be increased 4 
inches. No external wall shall be lighter at any part than the 
wall above. 

SEcTION 4.—WaLLs oF STABLES, ETC. 

The external walls of brick buildings less than thirty feet 
high and not exceeding 2000 superficial feet to be used for 
stable or light mechanical purposes may be 12 inches thick. 

SEcTION 5.—WaALLS ovER Sixty Freer HiGu. 


The thickness of walls and foundations in buildings over 

60 feet high shall be determined by the Inspector. 
SEcTION 6.—Supports. 

1. Supports of brick buildings other than their founda- 
tions shall be of iron, concrete, stone or brick piers, and shall 
rest on an iron plate not less than two inches thick. 

2. For brick buildings used as dwellings exceeding 35 
feet in height, there shall be under all columns or piers a foot- 
ing of stone or concrete not less than 24 inches square and 
12 inches thick; in brick buildings other than dwellings, all 
columns or piers shall have a footing of stone or concrete not 
less than one foot larger on all sides than the area of the pier 
and 12 inches thick. 

3. No pier in any brick building shall be less than one 
foot square, and if of brick they shall be hard burned. All 
piers shall be built with, and all footings bedded in cement 
mortar. 

_ 4. Piers under lintels, girders or columns of brick build- 

ings, other than dwellings, shall have a cap-iron at least two 

inches thick the full size of the pier. 
_SEcTION 7.—FirE Watts. 

1. No buildings erected for mercantile purposes shall be 
built more than 50 feet in width, measuring along the line of 
wall facing the street, without a brick partition wall at least 8 
inches thick if less than 35 feet high, and 12 inches thick if 
over 35 feet high, and not exeeding 60 feet in height ; said wall 
shall be built up at least 12 inches above the roof at its highest 
point, and the top of said wall shall be covered with a coping 
of stone, or iron or other metal ;-and where there is a mansard 
or pitched roof, the wall shall be built 24 inches above every 
part of the roof covering. 

2. The provisions of this section shall not apply to single 
rooms, halls, workshops or manufactories requiring larger 
dimensions, the construction of which must be approved by 
the Inspector. 


Section 8.—Party WALLS. 
‘All party walls shall be built through and at least twenty- 


four inches above or distant from the roof boarding, at every 
part of the roof and shall be covered with a coping of stone 
iron or other metal. But when the wall extends 36 inches 
above the adjoining building, parapet walls may be omitted 
SEcTION 9.—ParTITION Watts in DweELLinas. 


All brick buildings to be used as dwellings, tenement or 
lodging houses, in excess of 40 feet in width, shall have bri k 
partition walls, not less than 12 inches thick, on which the 
floor beams shall rest, and said walls shall not be more than 


30 feet apart. 
SECTION 10—OPENINGS, ETC. 


All openings in brick walls, not supported by stone or iron 
lintels, shall be properly arched with brick ; no timber shall be 
used in brick walls, except in case of arched forms, arched 
their whole length. No side wall of a brick building shall be 
carried up in advance of the rear walls. 


SECTION 11.—REcEssEs IN WALLS, ETC. 


No continuous vertical recess, chase or flue shal] be made 
in any party wall so deep that it wil] leave the thickness at the 
back less than 8 inches at any point, and no recess of any kind 
shall be made in any 8-inch wall. No horizontal recess shal] 
be made in any wall, except by a special permit from the In- 
spector. No continuous vertical recess other than flues, in 
stacks, shall be nearer than 7 feet to any other recess, 


Section 12.—Openinc Cur in Party Watts, ere 


No opening or doorway shall be cut through a brick party 
or partition wall of any building without a permit from the In. 
spector ; and every such doorway shall have top, bottom and 
sides of stone, brick or iron; shall be closed by two sets of 
wrought-iron or metal-covered doors (separated by the thick. 
ness of the wall) hung to rabbeted iron frames, or to wooden 
frames entirely covered with metal, or to iron hinges in brick 
or stone rabbets ; shall not exceed 10 feet in height by 8 feet 
in width ; and any opening other than a doorway shall be pro- 
tected in a manner satisfactory to the Inspector, 


Section 13.—E vevators AND Licut Swarts. 


Elevators and light shafts, if of wood, shall be lined with 
sheet-iron or tin, or plastered on metal lathing throughout 


Section 14.—Hor Arr Pipgs, etc. 


No wood-work shall be placed at a less distance than 1 
inch from any tin or metal flue or pipe, used or intended to be 
used to convey heated air, unless such flue or pipe be cased 
with metal or asbestos paper or other fire-proof material, wood- 
work tinned, Openings in breasts, partitions or floors, through 
which furnace pipes pass, shall have fire stops of sheet iron, 
tin or masonry. 


Section 15.—Sream Pipes. 


Steam pipes shall not touch any wood-work and where 
they pass through floors or partitions shall be protected by an 
incombustible ring or tube, or rest on iron supports. 


SECTION 16.—BonpING WALLs. 


Every eighth course, at least, of a brick wall shall be a 
heading or bonding course, except when walls are faced with 
faced brick, in which case every eighth course shall be bonded 
with Flemish headers, or by cutting the courses of the face 
brick, and putting in diagonal headers. behind the same. 

2. No soft brick shall be used in the construction of the 
outside walls of any brick building. 


SECTION 17.—WALLS ANCHORED, ETC. 


1. All brick walls in any building on which the ends of 
beams rest shall be anchored at each tier of beams at intervals 
of not more than 10 feet apart, with wrought iron anchors, at 
least % inch by 1% inches, well built into the walls, and well 
fastened to the tops of the beams; and where the beams are 
supported by girders or on partition plates, the ends of beams 
resting upon girders or partition plates shall be fastened to 
gether and strapped by wrought iron straps or tie irons, at the 
same distance apart, and in the same beams as the wall anchors 

2. The ends of all girders or partition plates, resting o1 
or abutting any wall, shall be anchored to it. 

3. Anchors shall not be run through partition walls 

4. If side or een walls fare carried up in advance 
of front walls, they Shall be anchored to front walls by wri ught- 
iron anchors, not less than 34 inch by 1% inches, at a height 
of every ten feet, and built into partition or side walls not less 
than 36 inches, and into front walls, at least half its thickness 
5. Plates of all roofs shall be bolted to walls, not less thar 
every 10 feet ; bolts to be built into walls twenty-four inches 


SECTION 18.—CONSTRUCTION OF CHIMNEYS. 


1. All chimneys hereafter shall be built of brick, ston 
or other incombustible material, and shall have a footing 
masonry or iron supported by iron, or corbels of brick or stone 
No chimney shall be hung to an eight-inch wall, or beat 
rest upon wood. No chimney corbelled from a wall shall pre- 
ject more than the thickness of the wall. 

2. All brick smoke flues less than 8 inches thick shall be 
lined with flue lining, from two feet below any wood-work in 
basement, to not less than one foot above roof, the balance 
flue above this lining to be smoothly plastered inside. Al 
brick vent flues shall be smoothly plastered or cement washed 
on the inside. All flues shall be topped out at least four feet 
above the highest part of the roof at the point through which 
they pass, with brick or stone, and the topping-out shall not 
have more than two inches projection, unless covered by a ca} 
of improved incombustible material, properly secured ; ‘and it 
no case shall a nail be driven into the masonry of any flue 
All wood-work in brick buildings shall be placed distant one 
inch from the outside of every chimney flue, and the space 
around such wood-work and brick-work of chimney where it 
passes through floors shall be closed by a proper fire-stop of 
incombustible material. .In chimneys with more than one flue, 
the withes shall be constructed of brick laid flatways and 
bonded every eighth course and plastered. 


SecTION 19.—FrrEpLaces, HEARTHS, ETC. 


1. All hearths shall be supported by trimmer arches of 
brick or stone; or be of single stones at least six inches thick, 
and supported entirely by iron beams, one end of which shall 
be securely built into masonry of chimney or adjoining wall 
The brick jambs of every fireplace, range or grate opening

SEcTION 29.—BUILDINGS ON PIERS, ETC. 


1. Buildings that do not rest on foundation walls of 
piling shall be supported on brick or concrete piers of hard 
burned brick, concrete or stone; piers shall not be less than 
‘x 10 inches, with a footing not less than 6 inches larger than 
the area of the pier on all sides, of brick, stone or concrete, 12 
inches thick ; all footings of piers shall be started three feet be- 
low the surface of the ground, and all piers and footings, un- 
less of stone, shall be solidly laid in one-third cement mortar. 

2. - Dwellings shall be supported in cellars and basements 
by iron columns_on proper footings, stone, concrete or brick 
piers. When iron columns or stone are used they shall have 
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footings of stone 16 x 16 inches and if brick or cement piers, 
footings of stone 4 inches larger all round. 

3. Brick or concrete pier in cellar under girders shall not 
be less than 8 x 12 and over 8 feet high shall be 12 x 12. 

4. Porches and piazzas shall be supported in a manner 
approved by the Inspector. 

5. These dwellings may be supported in cellar by red 
cedar or chestnut posts when the same is approved by the 
Inspector. j 


SECTION 30.—PakTiITION WALLS, ETC. 

1. In the erection of wooden buildings in blocks of two 
houses, if more than two stories high, or in two-story houses 
if in blocks of more than two houses, to be occupied for dwell- 
ing purposes they shall be divided in the basement by a brick 
party wall not less than 8 inches thick to top of first floor, or 
by a 4-inch brick wall, built in between piers not less than 12 
inches square, the piers not to be more than 8 feet apart. The 
division partitions above such walls shall be filled in with 
brick between the studding and floor joists up to the roof 
boards. 

2. Lodging, tenement or apartment houses in excess of 
35 feet in width, on the line of the street shall be divided in 
the basement as specified in paragraph 1 of this section, and 
shall have partition walls filled in with brick. 

3. Said walls shall be located along one side of front and 
rear stairways, or, if double rear stairways are erected, it shall 
separate them ; it shall separate the light shafts and extend 
entireiy through the building from front to rear and up to roof 
boards. 

4. All the wooden partitions about the stairways shall be 
filled in between the studding and floor joists with brick. 

5. Spaces between floor joists resting on sills, girders and 
main partitions, shall be filled with brick. 

6. Fire stops shall be cut in between studding on top of 
under floor in each story and under ledgers, of the same size 
as studding, and shall have fire stops of sheet iron, tin or 
masonry around chimneys on each floor. 

7. Sills and caps of cross partitions shall be of the same 
size as studding, and all outside walls shall be plastered down 
to under floors. 

8. The openings at the floors, whether caused by ledgers 
or floor joists projecting above sills or girders, shall be stopped 
by pieces cut in tight ; in dwellings where floor joists are sup- 
ported on ledger planks that portion of the outside wall below 
the ledger forming a part of the basement walls, there shall 
be stops two inches thick cut in on top of floor between stud- 
ding. 

SecTIon 31.—SILLs, Posts, ETC. 

All wooden buildings and their projections over one story in 
height, used as dwellings, stores, stables, or for manufacturing 
purposes, shall have sills not less than 6 x 6 inches, and if over 
one story and a half high, girths and post not less than 4 x 6 
inches, and if three stories high posts 4 x 8 inches shall be 
used ; posts, girths and sills mortised and tenoned and pinned 
together, and wherever ledgers are used in dwellings there 
shall be fire stops cut in tight, of same size as wall studs. 

SEcTION 32.—RAFTERS AND PLATEs. 

1. All dwellings over one story in height shall have 
plates not less than 4 x 4 inches, or its equivalent, and if over 
16 feet in width shall have rafters not less than 2 x 6 inches, 
set not more than 24 inches on centres. 

2. No studding for any part of the outside walls of any 
building over one story in height shall be less than 2 x 4 inches. 
Section 33.—GIRDERS, HEADERS, TRIMMERS, ETC. 

1. There shall be girders not less than 6 x 8 inches under 
main partitions, and summers or floor joists doubled or their 
equivalent, under all cross partitions, in the first floor of all 
dwellings. 

2. Headers and trimmers of all openings over 4 feet in 
length in first floor of dwellings shall be floor joist doubled or 
their equivalent, and in any other floor if deemed necessary by 
the Inspector. 

3. Trusses, Etc. All self-supporting walls or partitions 
above the first floor in any building carrying floor, shall be 
trussed in a manner approved by the Inspector. 

4. Beams carrying main partitions in first floor shall be 
supported on piers or posts not more than 8 feet apart. Trim- 
mers in first floor over 12 feet in length shall be. supported by 
a pier or post, or partition above shall be trussed. 

5. All buildings shall be braced in each story, and in 
cross partitions if deemed necessary by the Inspector. 
Section 34.—CHIMNEYS, ETC. 


1. All chimneys shall be constructed of brick, or other 
fire proof non-conducting materials. 

2. All brick chimneys shall be topped out with hard 
bricks and shall extend 4 feet above the roof at the highest 
point through which it passes, and where they pass through 
floors they shall be kept one inch from any wood-work. 

3. All brick-work smoke flues, within the limit of fire 
district No. 1, less than 8 inches thick shall be lined with 
flue lining from 2 feet below any wood-work in basement, to 
not less than 1 foot above the roof, the balance of flue above 
this lining to be smoothly plastered. 

4. All brick vent flues shall be smoothly plastered or 
cement washed on the inside. 

Hot-air pipes same as Section 14. 

Steam-pipes same as Section 15. 

Section 35.—Bur_pincs SEPARATED BY Brick WALLS, ETC. 

1. A wooden building to be used as a dwelling, tenement, 
lodging house or hotel, shall not exceed a height of 45 feet. 
The external walls of any wooden building shall not be placed 
at a less distance than 2 feet 6 inches from the line of the 
lot upon which the building is to be located, unless a brick 
external wall is substituted for the wooden wall, and of a thick- 
ness prescribed for the erection of external walls in brick 
buildings. Such walls shall be built 24 inches above roof board- 
ing at every part of the roof and shall be covered with metal ; 
but where these walls extend 3 feet above adjoining buildings, 
parapet walls may be omitted. 

2. There shall be a space of 3 ft., 6 in. between wooden 
buildings already erected and those that shall be built upon 
adjoining lots, unless a brick external wall separates them, as 
prescribed in Article 1 of this section. 

8. There shall be a space of 3 ft., 6 in. between wooden 
buildings already erected upon a lot and any wooden building 
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Over one story high that shall afterwards be built or moved 
upon the same lot. If there is to be a less space between 
them they shall be separated by a brick wall at least 8 inches 
thick. There shall be a space of 3 ft., 6 in. between any wooden 
building or buildings, over one story high, already erected 
upon a lot, and any wooden building that shall afterward be 
erected upon or moved upon the same lot. If there is to be less 
space between they shall be separated by a brick wall at least 
8 inches thick. 
SECTION 36.—STAIRCASES AND SCUTTLES. 

1. All buildings, if over three stories in height, used for 
tenement purposes, shall have a staircase from street level to 
roof, with a scuttle to roof, for at least every three families 
occupying the building, or front and rear staircases not open- 
ing into the same corridor, or shall be provided with suitable 
fire-escapes. The Inspector may require that proper fire-stops 
shall be provided in floors, walls and partitions of such build- 
ings and make such further requirements as may be neces- 
sary or proper to prevent the spread of fire therein, or its com- 
munication from any steam boiler or shop or heating appar- 
tus. 

2. All buildings for factory purposes shall have a simple 
staircase and scuttle if more than ten operatives are employed 
above the second floor, and suitable fire-escapes shall be pro- 
vided. 


Section 37.—Bay Winpows anp BALCONIES. 


No bay window, balcony or other projection shall be built 
upon the front wall of any building so as to project over the 
line of the street. 


SEcTIoN 38.—BvuILDINGS NoT SPECIFIED. 


All buildings hereafter to be erected of a description not 
specified in this ordinance shall be constructed in a manner 
that shall be satisfactory to the Inspector. 

Section 39.—Asu DEposITorigs. 

1. Depositories for ashes in the interior of any building: 
shall be constructed of incombustible materials, so as to en- 
tirely enclose their contents. 

2. Ash shoots, if inside of a building shall be made of 
hard brick; if erected outside the building, they shall be con- 
structed of galvanized iron, such pipe to be kept 2 inches away- 
from all wood work. 


Section 40.—RELIEF FROM ORDINANCE. 


Any person applying for a building permit who desires to: 


be relieved from the operation of any of the provisions of this. 


Ordinance, may make application in writing to the Inspector 
of Buildings, specifying in detail what exceptions are desired 
and the reasons therefor. Said applications with the written 
explanations, specifications, maps, etc., relating thereto shall 
be submitted by the Inspector of Buildings, to the Mayor, 
Commissioner of Public Works and Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department and if unanimously approved by them said appli- 
cation shall be granted by the Inspector of Buildings. If dis- 
approved by any one of the above named officials then the ap- 
plication with the dissenting official’s reasons shall be sub- 
mitted to the City Council which body by vote of two-thirds 
of its members present and voting shall approve or disapprove 
the application. 
SECTION 41.—PENALTY. 
Whoever violates any of the provisions of this Ordinance 


shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 


($100.)

| One More Tragedy 
At Givezdam Gulch 


Story of the Man Who Came Up From 


Wolf Creek to Commit 
Murder.

T is with deepest sorrow that we 
chronicle a tragedy that occurred 
in this town of Giveadam Gulch 
on Wedresday last. 

At that date we had planted in our 
private editorial graveyand eighteen 
victims, and we were hugging the hope 
that we had reached the end. 

In each and every one of the eighteen 
eases we had been obliged to shoot 
first to save our own life and had been 
honorably acquitted by a coroner’s 
jury. 

In each and every casé also we paid 
all funeral expenses and rode at the 
head of the funeral procession in the 
carriage with the minister. 

Each of the eighteen mounds has its 
own marble headstone. We could have

substituted wood and thereby saved a 
considerable sum of money, but we did 
not stop at expense to procure the si- 
lent sleepers the best that could be 
turned out. Aside from the names, 
dates, etce.. most of the stones bear 
such sayings as, “Gone up higher,” 
“He sleeps well,” and “Our loss is his 
gain.” 

The plants, bushes and trees we 
have placed in the inclosure give it 
the appearance of a public park, and, 
as a matter of fact, it is so used by 
our citizens. We have often sat there 
as the summer sun went to rest and 
reflected on the unstability of life, and 
as our eyes dwelt on mound after 
mound we have wondered how it was 
with the sleepers in the great beyond.

AN ORDINANCE 


ESTABLISHING 
LATING THE CONSTRUCTION AND 
INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council as follows: 

Section 1. For the purpose of protection from damage 
by fire the city is hereby divided into three fire districts. 

é Sec. 2. The Mayor shall annually, on or before the first 
Monday in February, appoint an Inspector of Buildings who 
shall hold his office one year from the first Monday in Febru- 
ary of the current year, and until his successor is appointed. 

~ Secrion 3. Fire district No. 1, shall include Hancock 
Street, from Squantum Street to School Street, Washington 
Street from Hancock to Elm Street, Quincy Avenue, north 
from Water Street, School Street from Hancock Street to 
intersection of west line of Franklin Street, Water Street, 
from Franklin to Pleasant Street, Franklin Street from School 
to Pearl Street, Copeland Street from intersection of Miller 
Street to Furnace Avenue, Newport Avenue from Lincoln to 
Elmwood Avenue, Temple Street, Maple Street, Chestnut 
Street north from Cottage Avenue, Saville Street from Han- 
cock Street to steam railroad line, Granite Street east of the 
railroad bridge, Beale Street from Hancock Street to Safford 
Street, Brook Street from Newport Avenue to Farrington 
Street, Sagamore Street from Hancock Street to Newbury 
Street, and shall extend one hundred (100) feet in all direc- 
tions from any street or part of street herein named or de- 
scribed. i 

Sec. 4. District No. 2 shall include all remaining parts 
of the city, except such as are included in District No. 3. 

Sec. 5. District No. 3 shall include that part of Quincy 
called Squantum bounded by Neponset river on the north, 
N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. on the west, and by Atlantic Street 
to the Metropolitan Boulevard on the south. Also that part 
of Quincy east of a line drawn from Quincy Bay five hundred 
(500) feet west of Shelton Road to the nearest waters of Town 
River Bay. 

Buildings in District No 3 shall be exempt from any of 
the rules of this Ordinance, except brick buildings, or building 
used or to be used wholly or in part for mechanical, mercan- 
tile or manufacturing purposes. 

Sec. 6. No wooden or frame building, except dwelling 
houses and private stables, shall be hereafter built within the 
limits of District No. 1. No person shall move or cause to be 
moved any wooden building from without said limits into the 
same. No person shall move or cause to be moved any wood- 
en building from one place to another within said limits, nor 
shall any person repair or rebuild any building within said 
limits, which has been partially destroyed by fire or otherwise, 
without the written permit of the Inspector of Buildings. 

APPLICATION FOR PERMITS. 

Sec. 7. Every person intending to erect any building 
or to raise, move or make any additions or alterations in any 
building or its foundation, already erected, or hereafter to be 
built, except necessary repairs not affecting the foundations, 
external partition walls or party walls, chimneys, or stairways, 
within the limits of Districts No. 1 and 2, shall file;an applica- 
tion for a permit with the Inspector of Buildings, on forms 
furnished by him, giving a description of the building, or ad- 
ditions, alterations or repairs; and shall submit plans of such 
work or buildings for examination and approval. 

The Inspector of Buildings shall report to applicant on all 
applications for permits within seven days from the receipt 
thereof, but if the Inspector shall deem it necessary to estab- 
lish grade lines other than those stated in the application, he 
shall have three days additional time to make a report. 

No permit shall be in force for a longer time than one 


year from date thereof. 


to Examine Buitpincs BeinGc ERECTED, 
REPAIRED, ETC. 

Sec: 8. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
buildings in the course of erection, alteration and repair, as 
often as practical, and for that purpose shall have the right of 
entry thereto, and shall make a record of all violations of 
this Ordinance, together with the location of the building 
where such violations are found, the name of the owner, lessee, 
occupant, architect and master mechanic, and all other matters 
relative thereto. Any owner, architect or builder notified of 
any violations of this Ordinance shall if required by the In- 
spector, leave the work open until he shall again inspect the 
work and declare the same approved. 

INSPECTOR TO EXAMINE ALL BuILDINGS REPORTED 


INSPECTOR 


DANGEROUS, ETC. 


Sec. 9. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
buildings reported dangerous or unsafe from any cause, and 
make a record of such examination, including the nature and 
cause of such condition, with the location of the building, name 
of owner, lessee and occupant, and for what purpose occupied, 
and he shall report any building by him deemed dangerous or 
unsafe to the City Solicitor for his action. 


Notice IN Case oF UNSAFE CHIMNEYS, ETC. 

Sec. 10. If any chimney, flue or heating apparatus shall, 
in the opinion of the Inspector of Buildings, be unsafe by rea- 
son of endangering the premises by fire or otherwise, he shall 
at once notify in writing the owner, agent or other party hav- 
ing an interest in said premises, who upon receiving said notice 
shall make the same safe, in pursuance of the terms of said 
notice, 

Sec. 11. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
shops and other places where shavings or other combustible 
material may be deposited or collected, and at all times be 
vigilant in the removal of the same, whenever in his opinion 
the same may be dangerous to the security of the City from 
fires ; and direct the owner, tenant or occupant of said shops, 


FIRE DISTRICTS AND REGU- - 
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or other places, to remove the same ; and in case such owner, 
tenant or occupant refuses so to do, shall cause the same to be 
removed at the expense of the owner. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
SecTIOoN 1.—MEANING OF TERMS. 


In the construction of this Ordinance if not inconsistent 
with the context, the following terms shall have the respec- 
tive meanings assigned to them: 

EXTERNAL WALL shall apply to every outer wall or verti- 
cal enclosure of a building, other than a party wall above the 
foundation wall. 

Party Watt shall apply to every wall used or built, in- 
tended as a separation of any building from any other build- 
ing. 

Founpation Wat shall mean that portion of external 
walls below the level of the street curb, and for walls not on 
any street, that portion of the wall below the level of the 
ground outside of the wall. 

Brick BurmLpING means a building the walls of which are 
built of brick, stone, iron or other incombustible materials. 

Wooben Buitpincs means a building one or more of the 
outside walls of which are of wood. 

Dwetiinc Houses means a building used wholly for 
domestic purposes, occupied only by families’ or persons, in 
which no mechanical business is carried on. 

SECTION 2.—Brick BuILpING FOUNDATION, ETC. 

Every “brick” building shall have foundations laid in 
mortar extending four feet below the surface exposed to frost, 
and shall rest upon solid ground, or suitably driven piles. 

Excavations for such foundations shall be made six inches 
larger than the wall each side, and shall not be filled in until 
inspected.

2. If the height of any story exceed 16 feet between 
floors the external walls of that story shall be increased 4 
inches.

SECTION 4.—WALLS OF STABLES, ETC. 

The external walls of brick buildings less than thirty feet 
high and not exceeding 2000 superficial feet to be used for 
stable or light mechanical purposes may be 12 inches thick. 

Section 5.—WaALLs over Sixty Feet Hicu. 

The thickness of walls and foundations in buildings over 

60 feet high shall be determined by the Inspector. 
SEcTION 6.—Supports.

1. Supports of brick buildings other than their founda- 
tions shall be of iron, concrete, stone or brick piers, and shall 
rest on an iron plate not less than two inches thick. 

2. For brick buildings used as dwellings exceeding 35 
feet in height, there shall be under all columns or piers a foot- 
ing of stone or concrete not less than 24 inches square and 
12 inches thick; in brick buildings other than dwellings, all 
columns or piers shall have a footing of stone or concrete not 
less than one foot larger on all sides than the area of the pier 
and 12 inches thick. 

3. No pier in any brick building shall be less than one 
foot square, and if of brick they shall be hard burned. All 
piers shall be built with, and all footings bedded in cement 
mortar. 

4. Piers under lintels, girders or columns of brick build- 
ings, other than dwellings, shall have a cap-iron at least two 
inches thick the full size of the pier. 

SECTION 7.—-FirE Watts. 

1. No buildings erected for mercantile purposes shall be 
built more than 50 feet in width, measuring along the line of 
wall facing the street, without a brick partition wall at least 8 
inches thick if less than 35 feet high, and 12 inches thick if 
over 35 feet high, and not exeeding 60 feet in height ; said wall 
shall be built up at least 12 inches above the roof at its highest 
point, and the top of said wall shall be covered with a coping 
of stone, or iron or other metal ; and where there is a mansard 
or pitched roof, the wall shall be built 24 inches above every 
part of the roof covering. _ 2 j 

2. The provisions of this section shal] not apply to single 
rooms, halls, workshops or manufactories requiring larger 
dimensions, the construction of which must be approved by 
the Inspector. 


SEcTIon 8.—Party WaALLs. 
All party walls shall be built through and at least twenty- 


four'inches above or distant from the roof boarding, at every 
part of the roof and shall be covered with a coping of stone. 
iron or other metal. But when the wall extends 36 in hes 
above the adjoining building, parapet walls may be omitted. 
SECTION 9.—PartITION WALLS IN DWELLINGS 


All brick buildings to be used as dwellings, tenement or 
lodging houses, in excess of 40 feet in width, shall have brick 
partition walls, not less than 12 inches thick, on which 
floor beams shall rest, and said walls shall not be more ¢} 
30 feet apart. 


SECTION 10—OPENINGS, ETC. 


All openings in brick walls, not supported by stone 
lintels, shall be properly arched with brick: no timber Shall be 
used in brick walls, except in case of arched forms, arch 
their whole length. No side wall of a brick building shall } 


carried up in advance of the rear walls. 
SECTION 11.—RECcESSES IN WALLs, ETC. 


No continuous vertical recess, chase or flue shall be made 
in any party wall so deep that it will leave the, thickness at the 
back less than 8 inches at any point, and no recess of any kind 
shall be made in any 8-inch wall. No horizontal recess shall 
be made in any wall, except by a special permit from the In. 
spector. No continuous vertical recess other than flues, in 
stacks, shall be nearer than 7 feet to any other recess. 

SEcTION 12.—OpeninG Cur In Party WALLs, ETc 

No opening or doorway shall be cut through a brick party 
or partition wall of any building without a permit from the In- 
spector ; and every such doorway shall have top, bottom and 
sides of stone, brick or iron; shall be closed by two sets of 
wrought-iron or metal-covered doors (separated by the thick- 
ness of the wall) hung to rabbeted iron frames, or to wooder 
frames entirely covered with metal, or to iron hinges in brick 
or stone rabbets ; shall not exceed 10 feet in height by & feet 
in width ; and any opening other than a doorway shall be pro. 
tected in a manner satisfactory to the Inspector. . 


SECTION 13.—ELEVATORS AND Licut SHarts 


Elevators and light shafts, if of wood, shall be lined with 

sheet-iron or tin, or plastered on metal lathing throughout 
SEcTION 14.—Hor Air PIPEs, ETC. 

No wood-work shall be placed at a less distance than 1 
inch from any tin or metal flue or pipe, used or intended to be 
used to convey heated air, unless such flue or pipe be cased 
with metal or asbestos paper or other fire-proof material, wood- 
work tinned. Openings in breasts, partitions or floors, through 
which furnace pipes pass, shall have fire stops of sheet iron, 
tin or masonry. 

SECTION 15.—SreAm Pipes. 


Steam pipes shall not touch any wood-work and where 
they pass through floors or partitions shall be protected by an 
incombustible ring or tube, or rest on iron supports 


SECTION 16.—BonpDING WALLs. 


Every eighth course, at least, of a brick wall shall be a 
heading or bonding course, except when walls are faced with 
faced brick, in which case every eighth course shall be bonded 
with Flemish headers, or by cutting the courses of the face 
brick, and putting in diagonal headers behind the same. 

2. No soft brick shall be used in the construction.of the 
outside walls of any brick building. 


SECTION 17.—WaALLS ANCHORED, ETC. 


1. All brick walls in any building on which the ends of 
beams rest shall be anchored at each tier of beams at intervals 
of not more than 10 feet apart, with wrought iron anchors, at 
least 4 inch by 1% inches, well built into the walls, and well 
fastened to the tops of the beams; and where the beams are 
supported by girders or on partition plates, the ends of beams 
resting upon girders or partition plates shall be fastened to 
gether and strapped by wrought iron Straps or tie irons, at the 
same distance apart, and in the same beams as the wall anchors 

2. The ends of all girders or partition plates, resting on 
or abutting any wall, shall be anchored to it. 

3. Anchors shall not be run through partition walls 

4. If side or partition walls <are carried up in advance 
of front walls, they shall be anchored to front walls by wrought 
iron anchors, not less than 34 inch by 144 inches, ata height 
of every ten feet, and built into partition or side walls not less 
than 36 inches, and into front walls, at least half its thickness 

5. Plates of all roofs shall be bolted to walls, not less than 
every 10 feet ; bolts to be built into walls twenty-four inches 


SECTION 18.—CoNSTRUCTION OF CHIMNEYS. 


1. All chimneys hereafter shall be built of brick, stone 


or other incombustible material, and shall have a footing of 
masonry or iron supported by iron, or corbels of brick or stone 
No chimney shall be hung to an eight-inch wall, or bear or 
rest upon wood. No chimney corbelled from a wall shall pro- 
ject more than the thickness of the wall. 

2. All brick smoke flues less than 8 inches thick shall be 
lined with flue lining, from two feet below any wood-work in 
basement, to not less than one foot above roof, the balance of 
flue above this lining to be smoothly plastered inside. All 
brick vent flues shall be smoothly plastered or cement washed 
on the inside. All flues shall be topped out at least four feet 
above the highest part of the roof at the point through which 
they pass, with brick or stone, and the topping-out shall not 
have more than two inches projection, unless covered by a cay 
of improved incombustible material, properly secured ; and in 
no case shall a nail be driven into the masonry of any flue 
All{wood-work in brick buildings shall be placed distant one 
inch from the outside of every chimney flue, and the space 
around such wood-work and brick-work of chimney where it 
passes through floors shall be closed by a proper fire-stoy 
incombustible material. In chimneys with more than one flue, 
the .withes shall be constructed of brick laid flatwavs and 
bonded every eighth course and plastered. 

SECTION 19.—F REPLACES, HEARTHS, ETC. 


1. All hearths shall be supported by trimmer arches of 
brick or stone; or be of single stones at least six inches thick, 
and supported entirely by iron beams, one end of which shall 
be securely built into masonry of chimney or adjoining wall 
The brick jambs of every fireplace, range or grate opening

Washington, Dec. 18.—Irhe following 
message of President was 
sent to congress today: 

I inclose herewith for your informa- 
tion the final report made to me per- 
sonally by Secretary Metcalf on the 
situation affecting the Japanese in San 
Irancisco. The report deals with three 
waiters of controversy—first, the exclu- 
Sion of the Japanese children from 
the San Francisco schools; second, the 
boycotting of Japanese restaurants, 
and, third, acts of violence committed 
against the Japanese. 

As to the first matter, I call your 
especial attention to the very small 
number of Japanese children who at- 
tend school, to the testimony as to the 
brightness, cleanliness, and good be- 
havior of these Japanese children in the 
schools, and to the fact that, owing to 
their being scattered throughout the 
city, the requirement for them all to go 
io one special school is impossib!+ of 
fulfilment and means that they cannot 
have school facilities. The government 
has already directed that suit be 
brought to test the constitutionality of 
the uct in question: but my very earnest 
liope is that such suit will not be neces- 
Sary, and that as a matter of comity 
the citizens of San Francisco will refuse 
to deprive these young Japanese chil- 
dren of education and will permit them 
to go to the schools.

| league held in San Francisco, a resolu- 
| tion was adopted by the league in- 
structing its executive committee to ap- 
pear before the board of educ ation and 
petition for separate sc hools for the 
Mongolian children of San Francisco. 

Prior to the action of the league, the 
board of education received many pro- 
tests from citizens of San Francisco, 
whose children were attending the pub- 
lic schools, against Japanese being per- 
mitted to attend those schools. These 
protests were mainly against Japanese 
boys and men ranging from 16 to 22, 23, 
and 24 years of age attending the pri- 
mary grades and sitting beside little 

girls and boys of 7 and 8 years of age. 
When these complaints became known 
to Japanese residents some of the older 
pupils left the primary grades. 

On the day when the order of Oct. 11 
went into effect, viz, Oct. 15, there were 
attending the publie schools of the city 
of San Francisco 93 Japanese pupils. 

The number of schools in San Fran- 
cisco prior to April 18 was 76. Of this 
nuinber 28 primary or grammar schools 
and two high. schools were destroyed 
by fire and one hi#h school was de- 
stroyed by earthquake, leaving 45 
echools. Since April 18 27 temporary 
structures have been erected, making 
the total number of schoo! buildings 
at the present time T2.

Nearly all of 
the pupiis attending this school have to 
be taught the English language. 

1 found the sentiment in the state 
very strong against Japanese young 
hien attending the primary grades. I 
am frank to say that this objection 
Seems to Me a most reasonable one. All 
of the political parties in the state have 
inserted in their platforms planks in 
favor of Japanese and Korean cxclu- 
sion, and on March 7, 1905, the state leg- 
islature passed a joint resolution urging 
that action be taken by treaty or other- | 
wise to limit and diminish the further 
immigration of Japanese laborers ito 
the United States. The press of San 
Irrancisco pretty generally upholds the 
auction of the board of education. 

The feeling in the state is further in- 
tensified, especially in labor circles, by 
the report on tae conditions in the | 
Hawaiian islands as contained in bul- | 
letin 66 of the bureau of labor, depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. The | 
claim is made that white labor has been 
almost entirely driven from the Hawai- 
ian islands, and that the Japanese are 
gradually forcing even the small white 
traders out of business. 

Many of the foremost educators in 
the state, on the other hand, are strong- 
ly opposed to the action of the San 
Francisco board of education. I talked 
with a number of prominent labor men 
and they all said that they had no ob- 
jection to Japanese children attend- 
ing the primary grades. 

The objection to Japanese men at- 
terding the primary grades could very 
readily be met by a simple rule limiting 
the ages of all children attending those 
grades. All of the teachers with whom 
I talked while in San Francisco spoke 
in the highest terms of the Japanese 
children, saying that they were among 
the very best of their pupils, cleanly tp 
their persons, well behaved, studious, 
and remarkably bright. 

The board of education of San Fran- 
cisco declined to rescind its resolution 
of Oct. 11, claiming that, having estab- 
lished a separate school for Chinese, 
Japanese and Korean children, the pro- 
visions of section 1662 of the political 
code became mandatory. 

Japanese Restaurants Boycotted 

A boycott was maintained in San 
Francisco from Oct. 3 to Oct. 24 by 
members of the Cooks and Waiters’ un- 
ion against Japanese restaurants doing 
business in that city. Nearly all of the 
leaders of labor organizations in San 
Francisco interviewed on this subject 
disclaimed any knowledge of any for- 
mal action being taken for the boy- 
cotting of these restaurants. 

As a matter of fact, a most effective 
boycott was maintained against nearly 
all of the Japanese restaurants lo- 
cated in San Francisco for a period of 
at least three weeks. Pickets were 
stutioned in front of these restaurants 
and every effort was made to prevent 
people from patronizing them. At 
times stones were thrown and windows 
broken. 

I personally interviewed the restau- 
raut keepers and took down their state- 
ments. They all said that they were 
not assaulted by the boycotters, but 
that the efforts of the boycotters were 
mainly directed toward preventing 
customers from entering their places of 
business. 

It appears that the Japanese restau- 
rant keepers of San Francisco have a 
union of their own. They made appli- 
cation, so they say, to the Cooks and 
Waiters’ union of San Francisco for 
admission to membership in that union, 
but their application was denied. All 
of the restaurant keepers united in 
stating that their business had fallen 
off ut least two-thirds during the period 
of the boycott. 

I am satisfied, from inquiries made 
by ire and from statements made to me 
by the Japanese restaurant keepers, 
that the throwing of stones and break- 
ing of windows was not done by the 
men picketing the restaurants, but by 
youug men and boys who had gathered 
in front of the restaurants as soon as 
the boycott was instituted. 


Numerous Assault Cases 

Assaults have from time to time been 
made upon “Ja panese subjects resident 
in the city of San Francisco. I was in- 
formed by the chief of police that upon 
receipt of a communication from the 
Japanese consul he at once instructed 
captains of police to make every effort 
to stop these assaults. 

1 deemed it best, in order to get at 
the exact facts, to take the statements 
of the Japanese who claimed to have 
been assaulted. [These statements are 
given in full in the report.] 

These attacks, so I am_ informed, 
With but one exception were made 
when no policeman was in the imme- 
diate neighborhood. Most of them 
were made by boys and young men; 
many of them were vicious in character, 
and only one appears to have been 
made with a view of robbing the per- 
son attacked. All these assaults ap- 
pear to have been made subsequent to 
the fire and earthquake in San Fran- 
cisco, and my attention was not called 
to any assaults made prior to the 18th 
day of April, 1906. 

I know that these assaults upon the 
Japanese are universally condemned 
by all good citizens of California. The 
assaults upon the Japanese were not 
made, in my judgment, with a view of 
robbery, but rather from a feeling of 
racial hostility, stirred up possibly by 
newspaper accounts of meetings that 
have been held at different times rela-

“Under the present system, as a 
rule,” he continued, “captains and ad- 
rmirals are so old when they reach 
their grades that they cannot possibly 
whtain the experience that is essential 
to full development of their skill and 
efiiciency. The naval academy sup- 
plies the navy with splendidly equipped 
young Officers, unsurpassed by any iu 
the world, and it is the fault of our 
system of proniotion that they are not 
developed into unexcelled captains and 
fiag officers. We have a most intelli- 
gent and efficient enlisted personnel. 
Whey can shoot straight and quick and 
ean be depended upon, in the hour of 
meed, to thoroughly do their part, but in 
m fleet action between battleships, a 
skilled admiral, with experienced cap- 
tains under him, will soon obtain the 
advantage of position and will win the 


fight by superior tactical experience 
and skiil. 


“Admirals and captains are not born 
any more than skilled chess players are 
born. A fight between two modern 
fleets, with high speed battieships for 
ehessmen and the ocean for a board, isa 
evost dramatic and intensely interest- 
ing game, upon which the fate of two 
piations may depend.

1. In the erection of wooden buildings in blocks of two 
houses, if more than two stories high, or in two-story houses 
if in blocks of more than two houses, to be occupied for dwell- 
ing purposes they shall be divided in the basement by a brick 
party wall not less than 8 inches thick to top of first floor, or 
by a 4-inch brick wall, built in between piers not less than 12 
inches square, the piers not to be more than 8 feet apart. The 
division partitions above such walls shall be filled in with 
brick between the studding and floor joists up to the roof 


boards. 


2.. Lodging, tenement or apartment houses in excess of 


35 feet in width, on the line of the street shall be divided in

3. Said walls shall be located along one side of front and 
rear stairways, or, if double rear stairways are erected, it shall 
separate them ; it shall separate the light shafts and extend 
entirely through the building from front to rear and up to roof 
boards. 

4. All the wooden partitions about the stairways shall be 
filled in between the studding and floor joists with brick. 

5. Spaces between floor joists resting on sills, girders and 
main partitions, shall be filled with brick. 

6. Fire stops shall be cut in between studding on top of 
under floor in each story and under ledgers, of the same size 
as studding, and shall have fire stops of sheet iron, tin or 
masonry around chimneys on each floor. 

7. Sills and caps of cross partitions shall be of the same 
size as studding, and all outside walls shall be plastered down 
to under floors. 

8. The openings at the floors, whether caused by ledgers 
or floor joists projecting above sills or girders, shall be stopped 
by pieces cut in tight ; in dwellings where floor joists are sup- 
ported on ledger planks that portion of the outside wall below 
the ledger forming a part of the basement walls, there shall 
be stops two inches thick cut in on top of floor between stud- 
ding. 

Section 31.—SI1its, Posts, Etc. 

All wooden buildings and their projections over one story in 
height, used as dwellings, stores, stables, or for manufacturing 
purposes, shall have sills not less than 6 x 6 inches, and if over 
one story and a half high, girths and post not less than 4 x 6 
inches, and if three stories high posts 4x 8 inches shall be 
used ; posts, girths and sills mortised and tenoned and pinned 
together, and wherever ledgers are used in dwellings there 
shall be fire stops cut in tight, of same size as wall studs. 

SECTION 32.—RAFTERS AND PLATES. 

1. All dwellings over one story in height shall have 
plates not less than 4 x 4 inches, or its equivalent, and if over 
16 feet in width shall have rafters not less than 2.x-6 inches, 
set not more than 24 inches on centres. 

2. No studding for any part of the outside walls of any 
building over one story in height shall be less than 2 x 4 inches. 
SEcTION 33.--GIRDERS, HEADERS, TRIMMERS, ETC. 

1. There shail be girders not less than 6 x 8 inches under 
main partitions, and summers or floor joists doubled or their 
equivalent, under all cross partitions, in the first floor of all 
dwellings. 

2. Headers and trimmers of all openings over 4 feet in 
length in first floor of dwellings shall be floor joist doubled or 
their equivalent, and in any other floor if deemed necessary by 
the Inspector. 

3. Trusses, ETc. All self-supporting walls or partitions 
above the first floor in any building carrying floor, shall be 
trussed in a manner approved by the Inspector. 

4. Beams carrying main partitions in first floor shall be 
supported on piers or posts not more than 8 feet apart. Trim- 
mers in first floor over 12 feet in length shall be supported by 
a pier or post, or partition above shall be trussed. 

5. All buildings shall be braced in each story, and in 
cross partitions if deemed necessary by the Inspector. 

Section 34.—CHIMNEYS, ETC. 


1. All chimneys shall be constructed of brick, or other 
fire proof non-conducting materials. 

2. All brick chimneys shall be topped out with hard 
bricks and shall extend 4 feet above the roof at the highest 
point through which it passes, and where they pass through 
floors they shall be kept one inch from any wood-work. 

8. All brick-work smoke flues, within the limit of fire 
district No. 1, less than 8 inches thick shall be lined with 
flue lining from 2 feet below any wood-work in basement, to 
not less than 1 foot above the roof, the balance of flue above 
this lining to be smoothly plastered. 

4. All brick vent flues shall be smoothly plastered or 
cement washed on the inside. 

Hot-air pipes same as Section 14. 

Steam-pipes same as Section 15. 


SEcTION 35.—BuILDINGS SEPARATED BY Brick WALLS, ETC. 


1. A wooden building to be used as a dwelling, tenement, 
lodging house or hotel, shall not exceed a height of 45 feet. 


The external walls of any wooden building shall not be placed . 


at a less distance than 2 feet 6 inches from the line of the 
lot upon which the building is to be located, unless a brick 
external wall is substituted for the wooden wall, and of a thick- 
ness prescribed for the erection of external walls in brick 
buildings. Such walls shall be built 24 inches above roof board- 
ing at every part of the roof and shall be covered with metal ; 
but where these walls extend 3 feet above adjoining buildings, 
parapet walls may be omitted. 

2. There shall be a space of 3 ft., 6 in. between wooden 
buildings already erected and those that shall be built upon 
adjoining lots, unless a brick external wall separates them, as 
prescribed in Article 1 of this section. 

3. There shall be a space of 3 ft., 6 in. between wooden 
buildings already erected upon a lot and any wooden building 


over one story high that shall afterwards be built or moved 
upon the same lot. If there is to be.a less space between 
them they shall be separated by a brick wall at least 8 inches 
thick. There shall be a space of 3 ft., 6 in. between any wooden 
building or buildings, over one story high, already erected 
upon a lot, and any wooden building that shall afterward be 
erected upon or moved upon the same lot. If there is to be less 
space between they shall be separated by a brick wall at least 
8 inches thick. 
SECTION 36.—STAIRCASES AND SCUTTLES. 

1. All buildings, if over three stories in height, used for 
tenement purposes, shall have a staircase from street level to 
roof, with a scuttle to roof, for at least every three families 
occupying the building, or front and rear staircases not open- 
ing into the same corridor, or shall be provided with suitable 
fire-escapes. The Inspector may require that proper fire-stops 
shall be provided in floors, walls and partitions of such build- 
ings and make such further requirements as may be neces- 
Sary or proper to prevent the spread of fire therein, or its com- 
munication from any steam boiler or shop or heating appar- 
tus. 

2. All buildings for factory purposes shall have a simple 
staircase and scuttle if more than ten operatives are employed 
above the second floor, and suitable fire-escapes shall be pro- 
vided. 

SeEcTION 37.—Bay Winpows AnD Batconigs. 


No bay window, balcony or other projection shall be built 
upon the front wall of any building so as to project over the 
line of the street. 

SECTION 38.—BvuILDINGS Not SPECIFIED. 


All buildings hereafter to be erected of a description not 
specified in this ordinance shall be constructed in a manner 
that shall be satisfactory to the Inspector. 

Section 39.—AsH DEPOSITORIES. 

1. Depositories for ashes in the interior of any building: 
shall be constructed of incombustible materials, so as to en- 
tirely enclose their contents. 

2. Ash shoots, if inside of a building shall be made of 
hard brick; if erected outside the building, they shall be con- 
structed of galvanized iron, such pipe to be kept 2 inches away 
from all wood work. 

SECTION 40.—RELIEF FROM ORDINANCE. 


Any person applying for a building permit who desires to 
be relieved from the operation of any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance, may make application in writing to the Inspector 
of Buildings, specifying in detail what exceptions are desired 
and the reasons therefor. Said applications with the written 
explanations, specifications, maps, etc., relating thereto shall 
be submitted by the Inspector of Buildings, to the Mayor, 
Commissioner of Public Works and Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department and if unanimously approved by them said appli- 
cation shall be granted by the Inspector of Buildings. If dis- 
approved by any one of the above named officials then the ap- 
plication with the dissenting official’s reasons shall be sub- 
mitted to the City Council which body by vote of two-thirds 
of its members present and voting shall approve or disapprove 
the application. 

Section 41.—PENALTY. 


Whoever violates any of the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars 
($100.)

Studio Building | 
nN Boston 
Destroyed and 
Others Threatened 


A fire which at onetime threatened 
out the business section 
bounded by Tremont, Bromfield and 
Washington streets, Boston, started 
about 7.30 o’clock this morning, in the 
Studio building on Tremont street in 
the basement of the furoitere store of 
Eldridge & Peabody.

AN ORDINANCE 


ESTABLISHING FIRE DISTRICTS AND REGU- 
LATING THE CONSTRUCTION AND 
INSPECTION OF BUILDINGS. 

Be it Ordained by the City Counetl as follows: 


Section 1, For the purpose of protection from damage 
by fire the city is hereby divided into three fire districts. 

; SEc.. 2, The Mayor shall annually, on or before the first 
Monday in February, appoint an Inspector of Buildings who 
shall hold his office one year from the first Monday in Febru- 
ary of the current year, and until his successor is appointed. 

” Secrion 3. Fire district No. 1, shall include Hancock 
Street, from Squantum Street to School Street, Washington 
Street from’ Hancock to Elm Street, Quincy Avenue, north 
from Water Street, School Street from Hancock Street to 
intersection of west line of Franklin Street, Water Street, 
from Franklin to Pleasant Street, Franklin Street from School 
to Pearl Street, Copeland Street from intersection of Miller 
Street to Furnace Avenue, Newport Avenue from Lincoln to 
Elmwood Avenue, Temple Street, Maple Street, Chestnut 
Street north from Cottage Avenue, Saville Street from Han- 
cock Street to steam railroad line, Granite Street east of the 
railroad bridge, Beale Street from Hancock Street to Safford 
Street, Brook Street from Newport Avenue to Farrington 
Street, Sagamore Street from Hancock Street to Newbury 
Street, and shall extend one hundred (100) feet in all direc- 
tions from any street or part of street herein named or de- 
scribed. m3 

Sec. 4. District No. 2 shall include all remaining parts 
of the city, except such as are included in District No. 3. 

Sec. 5. District No. 8 shall include that part of Quincy 
called Squantum bounded by Neponset river on the north, 
N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. on the west, and by Atlantic Street 
to the Metropolitan Boulevard on the south. Also that part 
of Quincy east of a line drawn from Quincy Bay five hundred 
(500) feet west of Shelton Road to the nearest waters of Town 
River Bay. ae 

Buildings in District No 3 shall be exempt from any of 
the rules of this Ordinance, except brick buildings, or building 
used or to be used wholly or in part for mechanical, mercan- 
tile or manufacturing purposes. 

Sec. 6. No wooden or frame building, except dwelling 
houses and private stables, shall be hereafter built within the 
limits of District No. 1. No person shall move or cause to be 
moved any wooden building from without said limits into the 
same. No person shal] move or cause to be moved any wood- 
en building from one place to another within said limits, nor 
shall any person repair or rebuild any building within said 
limits, which has been partially destroyed by fire or otherwise, 
without the written permit of the Inspector of Buildings. 

APPLICATION FOR PERMITS. 


Sec. 7. Every person intending to erect any building 
or to raise, move or make any additions or alterations in any 
building or its foundation, already erected, or hereafter to be 
built, except necessary repairs not affecting the foundations, 
external partition walls or party walls, chimneys, or stairways, 
within the limits of Districts No. 1 and 2, shall file an applica- 
tion for a permit with the Inspector of Buildings, on forms 
furnished by him, giving a description of the building, or ad- 
ditions, alteratic ms or repairs; and shall submit plans of such 
work or buildings for examination and approval. 

The Inspector of Buildings shall report to applicant on all 
applications for permits within seven days from the receipt 
thereof, but if the Inspector shall deem it necessary to estab- 
lish grade lines other than those stated in the application, he 
shall have three days additional time to make a report. 

No permit shall be in force for a longer time than one 


year from date thereof. 


InsPECTOR tO EXAMINE BuILpInGs BEInG ERECTED, 
REPAIRED, ETC. 

Sec’ 8. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
buildings in the course of erection, alteration and repair, as 
often as practical, and for that purpose shall have the right of 
entry thereto, and shall make a record of all violations of 
this Ordinance, together with the location of the building 
where such violations are found, the name of the owner, lessee, 
eccupant, architect and master mechanic, and all other matters 
relative thereto. Any owner, architect or builder notified of 
any violations of this Ordinance shall if required by the In- 
spector, leave the work open until he shall again inspect the 
work and declare the same approved. 

INSPECTOR TO Examine ALL Buitpincs REPORTED 


DANGEROUS, ETC. 


Sec. 9. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
buildings reported dangerous or unsafe from any cause, and 
make a record of such examination, including the nature and 
cause of such condition, with the location of the building, name 
of owner, lessee and occupant, and for what purpose occupied, 
and he shall report any building by him deemed dangerous, or 
unsafe to the City Solicitor for his action. 

° 


NoricE in Case or UNSAFE CHIMNEYS, ETC. 


Sec. 10. Jf any chimney, flue or heating apparatus shall, 
in the opinion of the Inspector of Buildings, be unsafe by rea- 
son of endangering the premises by fire or otherwise, he shall 
at once notify in writing the owner, agent or other party hay- 
ing an interest in said premises, who upon receiving said notice 


notice. 

Sec. 11. The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all 
shops and other places where shavings or other combustible 
material may be deposited or collected, and at all times be 
vigilant in the removal of the Same, whenever in his opinion 
the same may be dangerous to the security of the City from 
fires ; and direct the vwner, tenant or occupant of said shops,

or other places, to remove the same ; and in case such owner, four inches above or distant from the roof boarding, at every

tenant or occupant refuses so to do, shall cause the same to be 
removed at the expense of the owner. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
SEcTION 1.—MEANING OF TERMS. 


In the construction of this Ordinance if not inconsistent 
with the context, the following terms shall have the respec- 
tive meanings assigned to them: 

EXTERNAL WALL shall apply to every outer wall or verti- 
cal enclosure of a building, other than a party wall above the 
foundation wall. 

Party WALL shall apply to every wall used or built, in- 
tended as a separation of any building from any other build- 
ing. 

FouNDATION WaLL shall mean that portion of external 
walls below the level of the street curb, and for walls not on 
any street, that portion of the wall below the level of the 
ground outside of the wall. 

Brick Bui_pinG means a building the walls of which are 
built of brick, stone, iron or other incombustible materials. 

WoopeEN BurLpInGs means a building one or more of the 
outside walls of which are of wood. 

Dwettinc Houses means a building used wholly for 
domestic purposes, occupied only by families, or persons, in 
which no mechanical business is carried on. 

SECTION 2.—Brick BumLpING FouNnDATION, ETC. 

Every “brick” building shall have foundations laid in 
mortar extending four feet below the surface exposed to frost, 
and shall rest upon solid ground, or suitably driven piles. 

Excavations for such foundations shall be made six inches 
larger than the wall each side, and shall not be filled in until 
inspected, 

SECTION 3.—THICKNESS OF FoUNDATION WALL FOR BRICK 

BuILpINGs

A 
blacker never stained the annals of 
our army.

These soldiers were 
not schoolboys on a frolic. They were 
full-grown men, in the uniform of the

Where the Biame Lies 

The non-commissioned officers are 
primarily responsible for the discipline 
and good conduct of the men; they are 
appointed to their positions for the 
very purpose of preserving this disci- 
pline and good conduct, and of detect- 
ing and securing the punishment of 
every enlisted man who does what is 
wrong. Yet some of the non-commis- 
sioned officers and many of the men of 
the three companies in question have 
banded together In a conspiracy to pro- 
tect the assassins and would-be assas- 
sins who have disgraced their uniform 
by the conduct above related. 


By my direction every effort was 


made to persuade those inuocent of | DRAKE of Braintree, and he knows how to dress them so 


murder among them to separate them- 


selves from the guilty by helping to 
bring the criminals to justice. They 


were warned that if they did not take 
advantage of the offer they would all 
be discharged from the service and 
forbidden again to enter the employ 
of the government. They refused to 
profit by the warning. I accordingly 
had them discharged. 

People have spoken as if this dis- 
charge from the service was a punish- 
ment. I deny emphatically that such 
is the case, because as punishment it 
is utterly inadequate. The punishb- 
mert meet for mutineers and murderers 
such as those guilty of the Browns- 
ville assault is death; and a punishment 
only less severe ought to be meted out 
to those who have aided and abetted 
mutiny and murder and treason by re- 
fusing to help in their detection. I 
would that it were possible for me te 
have punished the guilty men. I re- 
gret most keenly that I have not been 
able to do so. 

Color Question Cuts No Figure 

Any assertion that these men were 
dealt with harshly because they were 
colored men is utterly without founda- 
tion. Officers or enlisted men, white 
men or colored men, who were guilty 
of such conduct, would have been treat- 
ed in precisely the same way; for there 
can be nothing more important than 
for the United States army, in all its 
meinbership, to understand that its 
arms cannot be turned with impunity 
against peace and order of the civil 
community. [The president here cites 
numerous precedents for the action 
taken by him.] 

So much for the military side of the 
ease. But I wish tosay something addi- 
tional, from the standpoint of the race 
question. In the case of these com- 
panies we had to deal with men who in 
the first place were guilty of what was 
practically the worst possible form of 
lynching and who in the second place 
covered up the crime of lynching by 
standing with a vicious solidurity to 
protect the criminals. 

It is of the utmost importance to all 
our people that we shall deal with each 
man on his merits as a man, and not 
deal with him merely as a member of a 


given race; that we shall judge each | 


man by his conduct and not his color. 
This is important for the white man, 
and it is far more important for the 
colored man. More evil and sinister 
counsel never was given to any people 
than that given to colored men by 
those advisors, whether black or white, 
who, by apology and condonation, en- 


eourage conduct such as that of the} 


Throughout my term of service in 
the presidency I have acted on the 
principle thus advocated. In the north 
as in the south I have appointed colored 
met of high character to office, utterly 
Gisregarding the protests of those who 
would have kept them out of office be- 
eause they were colored men. So far 
as was in my power I have sought to 
cecure for the colored people all their 
rights under the“law. I have con-

State Police Many |Years Age 


--Aflidavit Being Kept Secret 


Salem, Mass., Dec. 19.—In a calm, 


even, Well-modulated voice, without the 
slightest tremor, Miss Carrie G. Stone, 
the beneficiary under the will of the 
late William H. Graves, whose chil- 
dren are seeknig to break it, repeated 
to the jurymen in the superior court, ir 
answer to questions from her counsel 
that she knew absolutely nothing about 
the murder of William H. Hathaway, 
which occurred in Marblehead 25 years 
ago, and furthermore did not know that 
her benefactor, Graves, had ever been 
suspected of the crime unti! he was get- 
fing divorced from his wife. ‘The 
charge had been made by Mrs. Ebenezer 
Snow, mother of the contestants, who 
wras Graves’ first wife. 

Miss Stone was under examination 
mbout an hour. After a severe cross-ex- 
wmination by Attorney O’Brien, in 
which she told of her love for Graves 
mfter his divorce, she was excused and 
the remainder of the day sat in the law 
tYhrary, shielded from the gaze of the 
eurious. 

On the witness stand yesterday Mrs. 
Snow repeated her charge against her 
fermer husband. When asked why she 
lhad not made the charge before, she 
stated that she told Chief of the State 
Police Shaw in 1884; he was then a dis- 
trict inspector. She further testitied 
that as a result of the investigation by 
the state officers nothing was done to 
her husband. 

At the conclusion of 
testimony James H. Sisk began his 
opening address in behalf of Miss 
Stone. Sisk said that Graves might 
have had his faults, but that it was not 
the time to bring up such a flimsy 
charge against him when both he and 
his father were dead. It was ridiculous 
te think that Miss Stone should have 
known anything about Graves being in- 
volved in a crime, for if she had she 
must have known that she was equally 
in peril. 

When interviewed on the allegations 
of Mrs. Snow, Chief Shaw admitted 
that he has possession of an affidavit 
made some years ago by Mrs. Graves of 
Marblehead. in which she swore that 
during a conversation with her husband 
he admitted that he had been a party 
th the murder of William I. Hathaway 
im that town.

2. Lodging, tenement or apartment houses in excess of 
365 feet in width, on the line of the street shall be divided in 
the basement as specified in paragraph 1 of this section, and 
shall have partition walls filled in with brick. 

3. Said walls shall be located along one side of front and 
rear stairways, or, if double rear stairways are erected, it shall 
separate them ; it shall separate the light shafts and extend 
entirely through the building from front to rear and up to roof 
boards. 

4. All the wooden partitions about the stairways shall be 
filled in between the studding and floor joists with brick. 

5. Spaces between floor joists resting on sills, girders and 
main partitions, shall be filled with brick. 

6. Fire stops shall be cut in between studding on top of 
under floor in each story and under ledgers, of the same size 
as studding, and shall have fire stops of sheet iron, tin or 
masonry around chimneys on each floor. 

7. Sills and caps of cross partitions shall be of the same 
size as studding, and all outside walls shall be plastered down 
to under floors. 

8. .The openings at the floors, whether caused by ledgers 
or floor joists projecting above sills or girders, shall be stopped 
by pieces cut in tight ; in dwellings where floor joists are sup- 
ported on ledger planks that portion of the outside wall below 
the ledger forming a part of the basement walls, there shall 
be stops two inches thick cut in on top of floor between stud- 
ding. 

SECTION 31.—Sin.s, Posts, ETc. 

All wooden buildings and their projections over one story in 
height, used as dwellings, stores, stables, or for manufacturing 
purposes, shall have sills not less than 6 x 6 inches, and if over 
one story and a half high, girths and post not less than 4 x 6 
inches, and if three stories high posts 4 x 8 inches shall be 
used ; posts, girths and sills mortised and tenoned and pinned 
together, and wherever ledgers are used in dwellings there 
shall be fire stops cut in tight, of same size as wall studs. 

SECTION 32.—RAFTERS AND PLATES. 

1. All dwellings over one story in height shail have 
plates not less than 4 x 4 inches, or its equivalent, and if over 
16 feet in width shall have rafters not less than 2 x 6 inches, 
set not more than 24 inches on centres. 

2. No studding for any part of the outside walls of any 
building over one story in height shall be less than 2 x 4 inches. 
Section 33.—GrRDERS, HEADERS, TRIMMERS, ETC. 

1. There shall be girders not less than 6 x 8 inches under 
main partitions, and summers or floor joists doubled or their 
equivalent, under all cross partitions, in the first floor of all 
dwellings. 

2. Headers and trimmers of all openings over 4 feet in 
length in first floor of dwellings shall be floor joist double‘ or 
their equivalent, and in any other floor if deemed necessary by 
the Inspector. 

3. Trusses, ETc. All self-supporting walls or partitions 
above the first floor in any building carrying floor, shall be 
trussed in a manner approved by the Inspector. 

4. Beams carrying main partitions in first floor shall be 
supported on piers or posts not more than 8 feet apart. Trim- 
mers in first floor over 12 feet in length shall be supported by 

a pier or post, or partition above shall be trussed. 

5. All buildings shall be braced in each story, and in 
cross partitions if deemed necessary by the Inspector. 

Section 34.—CHIMNEYS, ETC. 


1. All chimneys shall be constructed of brick, or other 
fire proof non-conducting materials. 

2. All brick chimneys shall be topped out with hard 
bricks and shall extend 4 feet above the roof at the highest 
point through which it passes, and where they pass through 
floors they shall be kept one inch from any wood-work. 

3. All brick-work smoke flues, within the limit of fire 
district No. 1, less than 8 inches thick shall be lined with 
flue lining from 2 feet below any wood-work in basement, to 
not less than 1 foot above the roof, the balance of flue above 
this lining to be smoothly plastered. 

4. All brick vent flues shall be smoothly plastered or 
cement washed on the inside. 

Hot-air pipes same as Section 14. 

Steam-pipes same as Section 15. 

SEcTIoN 35.—BuILDINGS SEPARATED BY BRICK WALLS, ETC. 

1. A wooden building to be used as a dwelling, tenement, 
lodging house or hotel, shall not exceed a height of 45 feet. 
The external walls of any wooden building shall not be placed 
at a less distance than 2 feet 6 inches from the line of the 
lot upon which the building is to be located, unless ‘a brick 
external wall is substituted for the wooden wall, and of a thick- 
ness prescribed for the erection of external walls in brick 
buildings. Such walls shall be built 24 inches above roof board- 
ing at every part of the roof and shall be covered with metal ; 
but where these walls extend 3 feet above adjoining buildings, 
parapet walls may be omitted. 

2. There shall be a space of 3 ft., 6 in. between wooden 
buildings already erected and those that shall be built upon 
adjoining lots, unless a brick external wall separates them, as 
prescribed in Article 1 of this section. 

8. There shall be a space of 3 ft., 6 in. between wooden 
buildings already erected upon a lot and any wooden building 
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over one story high that shall afterwards be built or moved 
upon the same lot. If there is to be a less space between 
them they shall be separated by a brick wall at least 8 inches 
thick. There shall be a space of 3 ft., 6 in. between any wooden 
building or buildings, over one story high, already erected 
upon a lot, and any wooden building that shall afterward be 
erected upon or moved upon the same lot. If there is to be less 
space between they shall be separated by a brick wall at least 
8 inches thick. 
SECTION 36.—STAIRCASES AND SCUTTLES. 

1. All buildings, if over three stories in height, used for 
tenement purposes, shall have a staircase from street level to 
roof, with a scuttle to roof, for at least every three families 
occupying the building, or front and rear staircases not open- 
ing into the same corridor, or shall be provided with suitable 
fire-escapes. The Inspector may require that proper fire-stops 
shall be provided in floors, walls and partitions of such build- 
ings and make such further requirements as may be _neces- 
sary or proper to prevent the spread of fire therein, or its com- 
munication from any steam boiler or shop or heating appar- 


tus. 


2. All buildings for factory purposes shall have a simple 


staircase and scuttle if more than ten operatives are employed 
above the second floor, and suitable fire-escapes shall be pro- 
vided. 

SECTION 37.—Bay WinpDows aNnpD BaLconlgs. 


No bay window, balcony or other projection shall be built 
upon the front wall of any building so as to project .over the 
line of the street. 

SECTION 38.—BUILDINGS Nor SPECIFIED. 


All buildings hereafter to be erected of a description not 
specified in this ordinance shall be constructed in a manner 
that shall be satisfactory to the Inspector. 

Section 39.—Asu Deposirorigs. 

1. Depositories for ashes in the interior of any building 
shall be constructed of incombustible materials, so as to en- 
tirely enclose their contents. 

2. Ash shoots, if inside of a building shall be made of 
hard brick; if erected outside the building, they shall be con- 
structed of galvanized iron, such pipe to be kept 2 inches away 
from all wood work. 

SECTION 40.—RELIEF FROM ORDINANCE. 

Any person applying for a building permit who desires to 
be relieved from the operation of any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance, may make application in writing to the Inspector 
of Buildings, specifying in detail what exceptions are desired 
and the reasons therefor. Said applications with the written 
explanations, specifications, maps, etc., relating thereto shall 
be submitted by the Inspector of Buildings, to the Mayor, 
Commissioner of Public Works and Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department and if unanimously approved by them said appli- 
cation shall be granted by the Inspector of Buildings. If dis- 
approved by any one of the above named officials then the ap- 
plication with the dissenting official’s reasons shall be sub- 
mitted to the City Council which body by vote of two-thirds 
of its members present and voting shall approve or disapprove 
the application. 

SECTION 41.—PENALTY. 


Whoever violates any of the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding, one hundred dollars 
($100.)

Vicksburg, Miss., Dec. 20.—One of | 


the worst accidents in recent hisiory of 

the Mississippi river occurred when | 
the steamer W. T. Scovel was destroyed |} 
by an explosion. lt is impossible to | 
ascertain the exact number of the dead |} 
and injured. but officers of the boat 
who arrived bere state that no less thun 


than 16 were killed. It is

landing, about 17 miles south of Vicks- 
burg. The Scovel was at the landing 
taking on freight when suddenly a 
terrific explosion occurred and the boat 
was blown almost to atoms. 

Many of the timbers of the vessel 
were thrown hundreds of yards. The 
pilothouse and front part of the cabin 
were blown to splinters and the boat 
began to sink immediately. Her cargo 
of 1000 sacks of cottonseed and 50 bales 
of cotton will be lost. Pending the ar- 
rival of the Senator Cordell the injured 
were cared for at Gold Dust landing as 
well as possible. 

Of the white dead only the body of 
Lavell Yerger has been recovered. Cap- 
tain Quatkenboss was not seen after 
the accident. Pilot Dougherty was 
blown several hundred feet out into the 
river, but despite a dislocated shoulder 
managed to swim to the bank. 

The story of the accident as told by 
Engineer Bruce of the boat is as fol- 
lows: 

“We were lying at Gold Dust ot 
ing, taking on the cargo, when I noticed 
a small quantity of water coming 
through the boiler. I proceeded to make 
an examination. About this time the 
Scovel broke her headlines and drifted, 
so that I did not have time to makea 
thorough examination. As soon as I 
got her back to the bank I crawled on 
top of the boiler and proceeded with 
the investigation. I had just got down 
from the boiler when the explosion 
occurred.” Bruce was not injured.

It is said the accident was caused by 
a defective boiler plate. 

When the Cordell arrived at this city 
late last night a crowd of several hun- 
dred people met her at thedock. Owing 
to the heavy loss among the negroes 
aboard, the landing was crowded with 
women and children of that race. The 
injured were taken to the Vicksburg 
hospitals. 

Captain Quackenboss was one of the 
oldest and best known residents of this 
city and was known to every man on 
the river. The steamer Scovel, was in- 
sured for $6000. 


A Hard-Hearted Boy Murderer 

Chieago, Dec. 20.—Robert Gordon, 15 
years of 1ge, was sentenced to the re- 
formatory ior life after pleading guilty 
to the charge of murdering Joseph 
Reed, 8 years old. Gordon had pulled 
Reed under a sidewalk, pounded biin 
on the head with a brick until be was 
uncouscious and then dug a hole in the 
earth in which he placed Reed. Gor- 
don then heaped the earth over Reed 
and allowed him to suffocate.

Strike Uniess Acvance !s Granted 

New York. Dee. 20.—Fourth Vice 
President Murdoch of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen has issued an 
ultimatum to all of the railroads center- 
ing at New York, with the exception 
of the New York Central and the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
Toads, that unless the yard employes 
are granted an increase of wages of 5 
cents an hour by next Saturday they 
will be withdrawn from the service of 
the road. About 3000 men are affected.

MESSAG CONDEMNED 


President Accused of Inciting 
Race Hatred and Mob Vivlence 

Soston, Dee. 20.—At last night’s meet- 
ing of the Suffrage League of Boston 


and Vicinity, resolutions in relation to 
tee message of President Roosevelt on 
the Brownsville affair were passed. 

“We denounce the language of the 
president in his official answer to the 
Iroraker resolution as the most ex- 
| traordinary language used by a presi- 
dent of a Christian republic. When 
| the president uses the language ‘Would 
that I could act’ it seems to us that he 
kas acted, and the three companies, B, 
C, and D of the Twenty-tifth infantry, 
think with us, and the American people 
; know he has acted. What more does 


the president desire to do?

“In his message inciting race hatred 
and mob violence against 10,000,000 ot 
innocent citizens, he bas shown himself 
to be not the friend whom he poses to 
| be by the mere handing out to the race, 
in advance of his election, of a few 
paltry ‘loaves and fishes,’ thereby show- 
iug himself to be a mere politician and 


not 4 great statesman. 


“In accusing all colored persons who 
| object to his unlawful and summary 
| punishment of 170 colored soldiers, 
} Without trial or court martial or ex- 
amination by a military court of in- 
quiry, of a desire to shield murderers, 
the president misrepresents 10,000,000 
of as law-abiding and patriotic native 
} born American citizens as the country 
possesses,”

Scarcity of Good Grade Cotton 

Providence, Dec. 20.—Local cotton 
| gouds manufacturers report that they 
| are unable to get sufficient quantities 
of the right kind of raw material to 
meet the demands which the market is 
making upon them for their products. 
They consider that the greater portion 
of the cotton which is coming out of the 
field is wholly unfit for their use and 
that eventually it will find its way to 
the producers of paper stock and manu- 
facturers of cheap grades of carpets. 


Bishop’s Mind Unbalanced 
Rockville, Conn., Dee. 20.—That 
CEarles H. Bishop, who is charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Henry Will- 
jams of Tolland, is mentally deficient 
was the claim set up by the defense 
when it begun offering testimony in 
court here. The evidence of a long list 
of witnesses was to the effect that 
Bishop was a _ feeble-minded youth 
Among the witnesses was the prison- 
| er’s mother, who lives at Xverett, Mass. 


| To Reduce Price of ice 

| Boston, Dee.’20.—The Boston Ice 
| company announces that the price of 
|}ice will be reduced on Jan. 1 to the 
| seale in force before the radical in- 
|erease made in April last. Beginning 
the first of the year, the price will be 
| 25 cents per hundred pounds for quan- 
tities from 100 to 200 pounds, 20 cents 
for 200 to 500 pounds, and 17% cents 
for 500 to 2000 pounds. 


Legislature to Name Governor 

Concord, N. H., Dec. 20.—No change 
in the general result of the New Hamp- 
shire state election was disclosed by 
the recount of votes for governor, 
which has just been finished. A plu- 
rality not exceeding 200 was shown for 
Charles M. Floyd, the Republican 
candidate. The gubernatorial contest 
will, therefore, come before the legis- 
lature for settlement. 


Supposeg Incendiary Fire 

Worcester, Mass., Dec. 20—An in- 
cendiary is believed to have started the 
fire which burned the box shop, dry- 
house and two other buildings of the 
Parker mills plant at Coldbrook Springs 
last night. The loss is estimated at 
$7000. About a month ago an attempt 
was made to burn buildings belonging 
to the owner of the mills, Perry Wood. 


Auto Speed Limit In Vermont 

Montpelier, Vt., Dec. 20.—At 11 
o’clock last night the automobile bill 
passed both branches. The bill pro- 
vides for a speed limit in the cities of 
10 iniles an hour and 25 miles outside. 
The fine for the first violation of the 
law will be not over $50 and 10 days in 
jail, with a $200 fine and six months in 
jail for the second offense. 


[Was Soldier, Editor and Financier 

Lowell, Mass., Dec. 20—George A. 
Marden, soldier, orator, editor, former 
state treasurer, and for several years 
assistant treasurer of the United States 
in charge of the sub-treasury at Boston, 
died at his home in this city. The 
cause of death was angina pectoris. 
Marden was born in Mount Vernon, N. 
H., in 1839.

He enters 
a small building or temple, prostrates 
himself to the east, west, north and 
south, and all present pray for the 
prosperity of the nation.

At the expira- 
tion of that time the real year begins, 
and a formal luncheon is served from 
which each guest is expected to take 
a cup and saucer as a souvenir. 

Among the people the earth and 
heaven are propitiated by offerings of 
rice and vegetables, and strips of 
red paper are pasted on the doors as 
a sign of good luck. This color is used 
exclusively save in cases where a 
death has occurred within a year, 
when blue paper is used instead of 
red.

FOR HUDSON CELEBRATION. 


Great Naval Display and Ilumina- 
tion of the River Probable. 
Adiuiral Joseph B. Coghlan, chair- 
man of the subcommittee on naval pa- 
rade in 1909, mede a report to the trus- 
tees of the Hudson-Fuiton celebration 
commission the other day, says the 
New York Times. He said that the 
only place where large ships in fleet 
could be properiy maneuvered after 
once going up the river was in New- 
burg bay. It was too far, however, 
for the fleet to proceed to Newburg and 
return on the same day, and they 
therefore recommended that the ves- 
sels designated go up the river, an- 
chor at night in Newburg bay, have an 
illumination of the ships on that night 
and be prepared to deliver the Half 
Moon and Clermont to vessels com- 
ing from Albany in order that they 

might be taken on to Albany. 

The fleet of men-of-war and other 
vesseis would then return from New- 
burg, anchor off New York and be pre- 
pared to take part in the illumination 
of the entire fleet on the second night. 
Foreign governments would be asked 
to send naval vessels to take part. 

Admiral Coghlan said the govern- 
ment would be able to anchor from 
thirty to thirty-five men-of-war off 
New York at the time of the celebra- 
tion.

Blocksom, Foraker continued, had evi- 
dently developed an enthusiastic ad- 
miration for one of the witnesses, a

The measure 
witl compel the owners or agents of all 
factories and mines to file with the 
transportation companies affidavits that 
the goods offered for shipment were 
manufactured or mined withovt the use 
of child labor—or, rather, that the lab- 
or of children under 14 years did not 
enter into their production. This affi- 
davit must be renewed every six months 
anda heavy penalty is provided for the 
carrier if the law is not observed. For 
infractions, the transportation agent 
may be fined not more than $10,000 nor 
less than $1,000, while a prison term of 
from one to six months is optional with 
the court.

Navy Was Prevented

30b Backstay, a midshipman during 
the Spanish-American war, was just 
out of the Naval academy. He had 
been in more scrapes while at Annapo- 
lis than any man there, and, though he 
was @ fair that he had suc- 
ceeded in coming out with a commis- 
sion was a surprise to all.

The reply asserts that the Japanese 
have not been “excluded” from schools, 
“despite the fact that no less a_ per- 
sonage than the President of the United 
States has employed a similar assertion 
in framing a message to congress and 
notwithstanding the wholly unfair re- 
port made of the entire school incident 
by the former secretary of commerce 
and labor, Victor Metcalf.” 

The provincialism of California, the 
reply states, is oddly enough retiected 
in the hearts and minds of the people 
of Washington and Oregon. Continu- 
ing, the report says: 

“The fact that the President of the 
United States, basing argument on 
erroneous assumptions, frames against 
a loyal people scathing criticisms re- 
garding a matter that is purely one of 
local concern, does not in the least de- 
ter the people of the Pacific coast, who, 
after all, are doubtless the best judges 
of their own immediate needs and wel- 
fare. 

“Neither do the misleading deductions 
and recommendations of a_ politician 
high in authority, when voiced through

“Without the intervention of misin- 
formed or prejudiced public men, Cali- 
fornia would deeply have appreciated 
an opportunity to exerci the funda- 
mental right to dea! with this subject 
alone and unaided, in which event 
Japan might have spared herself much 
of the concern that has resulted from 
the work of meddlers. 

“The board of education will not re- 
cede from its position, and whether the 
President of the United States has been 
led into error and now applies emphatic 
jianzuage to the people of this state, or 
whether ambitious secretaries distort 
plain facts and shape documents that 
may perhaps be formidable in a politi- 
eal sense, the school authorities of this 
city, acting under a state law and 
without prejudice, will doubtless ad- 
here to the very reasonable stand that 
has been taken.” 


No Action on Wage Uitimatum 

New York, Dee. 21.—The general 
managers of the railway lines entering 
New York which are affected by the 
ultimatum delivered by the yardmen, 
who propose to “leave the service” of 
the several companies tomorrow unless 
their request for an increase of wages 
of 5 cents an hour is granted, declare 
that they regard “the strike ultimatum 
of the yardmen as a most astonishing 
and unfair demand.” The managers 
have as yet come to no conclusion as to 
what action will be taken. 


Critical Period im Morocco 

Paris, Dee. 21.—The diplomatic rep- 
resentatives at Tangier are committed 
to demand the retirement of Raisuli 
from his present position. If Gabbas, 
the Morocean minister of war, is not 
strong enough to compel the bandit to 
withdraw, the French and Spanish 
warships will land men, with the ap- 
proval of the diplomatic representa- 
tives, for the purpose of restoring the 
authority of the sultan.

COOLIE LABOR QUESTION 


Ot Particular Interest to Senator 
and Congressmen From Cali- 
tornia, Who Want to See Con- 
ditions as They Actually Are 
New York, Dec. 22.—Ten congress- 

mnen and one senator sailed the 

Illianea for Colon, for the purpose of

making a five-day trip through the isth- 
mus and learning for themselves tle 
conditions of things relative to the dig- 
ging of the canal. 

The party consisted of Senator Flint 
of California and Congressmen McKin- 
lay and Knowland of California, F'ulker- 
son pf Missouri, Dickson, Rives, Me- 
Kinney and Smith of Illinois, Howell of 
Utah, Kincaid of Nebraska and Steen- 
erson of Minnesota. A. C. McKinlay, 
6on of Congressman McKinlay, went 
with the party as secretary. 

Speaking of the objects of the expe- 
dition, Congressman McKinlay said: 

“J was responsible for the getting to- 
gether of the party, it having occurred 
to me that members of the senate and 
congress might like to see for them- 
selves the conditions of things under 
which the gigantic work of digging the 
canal is being carried out. 
my two colleagues from California are 
more or less authorities on the Asiatic 
labor question, which at the present 
time has the west in a ferment. 

“The question as to whether coolie la- 
bor shall dig the canal is of particular 
interest to the Pacific coast, and I, per- 
sonally, shall pay special attention to 
the conditions of labor in Panama, as 
there an intense feeling against 
Asiatic labor on the Pacific coast. I 
want to see for myself whetier the ob- 
jections to the employment of coolie 
Jabor in Panama are well founded or 
mot? 

Senator Flint said that he was going 
to find out for himself what is actuaily 
being done at the canal. He said at 
present he was neither in favor of or

Mark Twain has the copyright law 
to a frazzle, to aj

the | Washington special dispatch to the | 


New York Times. He has concluded 
his labors as a “professional, unsal- 
aried lobbyist” and has done his best | 
to boom the copyright extension bill, } 
but whether it is passed by congress | 
or not does not personally worry Mark. 
He has devised a scheme which very! 
cleverly and adroitly circumvents the 
provisions of the present copyright} 
law 

3y Mr. Clemens’ plan he will be en- 
abled to keep a copyright alive eighty- 
four instead of forty-two years. He 
considers that the present act robs an 
author’s children in the interest of the 
publisher. For years Mark Twain has 
been at work on his autobiography, and 
he purposes to use parts of this to car- 
ry out his plan to beat the present 
copyright law. 

As soon as the copyright expires on 
one of his books. Mark Twain or his} 
executors will apply for a new copy- 
right on the book, with a portion of 
the autobiography run as a footnote. 
For example, when the copyright on | 
“Tom Sawyer” expires, a new edition 
of that book will be published, On 
each page a rule will be run about two- 
thirds of the way down the page, and 
below these lines will be printed the} 
autobiography, or so much of it as is 
designed for publication in that vol- 
ume. About one-third of his new edi- 
tion of “Tom Sawyer” will be auto- 
biography, separated from the old text 
only by the rules or lines. The same 
course will be followed with each 
book as the copyright expires. 

So far as possible the part of the 
autobiography will be germane to the 
book in which it appears. For in- 
stance, the part which is printed with | 
“Innocents Abroad” will be mostly | 
that section which relates to the trip 
of the innocents and to Mark Twain's 
other European visits. The part print- | 
ed with “Tom Sawyer” will be made | 
up chiefly of Mark Twain's early life } 
in the little Missouri town where he, 
the real Tom Sawyer, lived. The part! 
printed with “Roughing It” will con- | 
sist largely if not entirely of the au- | 
thor’s life in the west. | 

All arrangements and provisions for ; 
the carrying out of this plan, which | 
Mark Twain means seriously as 
any man ever meant anything, have 
been made, and long after his death 
the autobiography will continue to ap-| 
pear in this form. | 

Of course it will not entirely prevent | 
piracy, but Mark Twain figures that it | 
will vitiate the sale of editions which | 
do not contain the autobiography and |} 
make them worthless. |

ENGINE AXLE BROKE 


Express Train Wrecked, but No- 
body Is Seriously Hurt 

Boston, Dee. hundred 
passengers of the New York express 
over the Boston and Albany road, due 
at the South station at 9:39 o'clock, 
were thrown into a wild panic at 10:19 
last night, when the train was 
wrecked about 200 yards this side of the 
Allston station. 

The second engine of the double- 
header and eight cars were splintered. 
Windows were broken, trucks wrenched 
off, yet not a single passenger was seri- 
ous}y injured. One broken arm was re- 
ported, but slight bruises constituted 
the bulk of injuries. 

The train was nearly an hour late, 
and was moving fast. Two big en- 
gines were rushing along, making up 
tine, when, right at a switch connect- 
ing the inward and outward tracks, the 
uxle of the rear driving wheel of the 
second engine broke off short. The 
whee! fell, the engine broke the switch 
and the whole train, with the exception 
of the engine in front, piled across and 
brought up with a crash. 

Instantly there was confusion. En- 
gineers Butler and Fay stuck to their 
posts and shut off the heat and light, 
thereby reducing the possibilities of 
tire. 

Several women fainted and it was 
only by quick and vigorous headwork 
that a wild panie was stayed. 

Over twisted platforms and bent 
steps brakemen assisted women first 
and then the men. There was danger 
all the time, but finally all the 
were emptied. Almost before the be- 
wildered passengers could gather their 
wits, they were being whisked to Bos- 
ton. The loss to rolling stock is ex- 
pected to reach $100,000,

A “$5,000,000 temple,” compris- 
ing church, university and dormitory | 
departments, will be started the Ist of 
May, Dr. Hall says, on a site border- 
ing on Lincoln park. The plans have | 
been drawn by two Chicago architects | 
and are at Dr. Hall's office, says the | 
Chicago Tribune. 

Dr. Hall's worldly vocation is presi- 
dent of the Chicago-Texas Land and} 
Lumber company. He has lived in Chi- | 
cago the greater part of twenty-two | 
years. The plans were recently made | 
public by Dr. Hall in an address be- | 
fore the Social Economies club. 

“My ultimate desire is to establish a 
great church and to give young men 
and women who work—that is, busi- 
ness men and women—advantages of | 
intellectual and religious | 
surroundings,”, he said. “Moral uplift | 
in the slums is almost impossible. This | 
insti- |

Nor will it be a profit sharing affair. | 
A New York firm has agreed to take 
the entire amount of bonds, myself re- | 
taining a controlling interest.” 

The building is to be eighteen stories , 
above ground, with four basement} 
floors, and will occupy almost an en- 
tire block. It will fireproof and 
with Wisconsin granite. Dr. 
Hall says he expects to dedicate the 
edifice Thanksgiving day, 1908.

First floor—Bank, twenty miscel- 
laneous stores, cafe, auditorium. |

Hall university, with a capacity for 
15,000 students, planned greatly after | 
the Carnegie institute, with medical, 


law and night schools included. 

Floors seven to sixteen—Dormitories 
that will accommodate 7,000 persons— } 
3,500 rooms—to be rented for $2.50 and | 
$3 a week. No married people will be} 
housed. Certain floors will be for wo- 
men and others for men. 

Floor seventeen—Dining room, 

Floor eighteen—Sleeping apartment 
for building employees. 

3asement floors—Gymnasium, ban- | 
quet hall that will seat 3,000, manual | 
kitchens, storage, heat 
and ice plants and private waterworks 
supplied by artesian wells. 

The auditorium will seat 12,000, with 
a choir loft for 600 and orchestra box 
for fifty The immense pipe 
organ will cost $100,000. The dome of 
auditorium will reach the sixth} 
floor. The entire court here will be a 
roof garden. Theaters will not be 
countenanced, the establishment being 
conducted on strict religious princi-| 
ples, but there will be weekly enter- | 
tainments of musical and intellectual | 
nature. 

Dr. Hall will receive no salary fur- | 
ther than interest on his bonded in- 
vestment. He will be a chancellor and | 
will preach each Sunday.

After the twenty year 
bonds are paid off Dr. Hall says all | 
profits of the concern will be used for 
chureh and mission purposes. 

Dr. Hall has no fear but that the} 
rooms will be occupied readily by de- | 
sirable young people. All details have 


been figured out to a fine degree. As 
to the population of Chicago, with | 
which the institution will deal, Dr. | 
| Hall cited that in the city there are} 
17,000 bookkeepers, 30,000 stenogra- 
phers, 5,000 musicians, besides innu- 


merable clerks and counting house em- 
ployees.

A BOLD PROJECT. 


| The Scheme by Which Malet Nearly 
Captured Paris In 1812, 

A bold scheme was that engineered 
by Malet, a Frenchman. Malet had 
been a republican general, was ruined 
by the rise of Napoleon, betook himself 
to plotting, was arrested and finally 
put in a madhouse. During the em- 
peror’s absence in Russia in 1812 Ma- 
let escaped one night from his prison, 
obtained a general's uniform and with 
an accomplice dressed as an aid-de- 
camp made his way to the prison of 
La Force, where the unsuspecting gov- 
his command two 
other ex-republicans, Generals Laborie 
and Guidal, prisoners on a like charge 
Together they proceeded | 
to a neighboring barracks, announced 
to the commandant that Napoleon was 
dead and that they were acting by the 
decree of the senate, ordered the troops 
to be paraded and dispatched bodies ot 
men upon various duties. Some ar- 
rested Savary, the minister of police; 
others the police prefect. Another bat- 
talion seized the Hotel de Ville. Ev- 
erybody obeyed Malet implicitly, even 
the prefect of the Seine, and he would 
undoubtedly have gained possession of 
Paris had he not been recognized by 
Laborde, chief of the military police, 
as an escaped prisoner. He was ar- 
rested after a scuffle, the plot was un- 
raveled, and in due course Malet, with 
twenty-three of his abettors, was shot. 


HOW WATER ACTS. 


Its Expansion and Contraction and 
Its Solvent Powers, 

Water contracts as it falls from the 
normal boiling point, 212 degrees, un- 
til it reaches 39 degrees. Below that 
degree it expands, and at 32 degrees, 
point, it will expand 


| ing it. 


When the pressure of the air is be- 
low normal, water boils at a lower tem- 
This is no- 
ticed before a rain, when the barometer 
shows by a falling mercury a decreas- 
ed air pressure. This also explains 
why water boils away more rapidly, 
quickly or at a lower temperature in 


| the mountains, where the pressure of 
| the air is less than on the seacoast or 
| in the 


valleys. If sugar or salt is add- 
ed to water the temperature of the 
boiling point is raised a few degrees. 
As a rule, as water is heated it will 
hold a greater amount of a substance 
in solution. A familiar exception is 
the fact that ice water will dissolve 
twice as much lime as boiling water. 
At the other extreme boiling water 


| will dissolve seventeen times as much 


saltpeter as will cold water. But wa- 
ter varies in its solvent powers regard- 
less of heat. One pound of water will 
hold two pounds of sugar in solution, 
but only two ounces of common salt. 


Frankincense, 

Frankincense is the purest of all in- 
cense. It is a gum resin from an Ara- 
bian terebinth. To obtain this a deep 
incision is made in the trunk and be- 
low it a narrow strip of bark peeled 
When the exudation has harden- 
ed, the incision is deepened. In about 
three months the resin has acquired a 
sufficient degree of consistency. It is 
gathered in large quantities and pack- 
ed in goatskins. It was formerly be- 
lieved that the trees which yielded 


| frankincense were infested by winged 
| serpents, 


and the only way to be rid 
of them and to get at the treasure was 
burning gum styrax, an odorifer- 
ous balsam of aromatic smell. Frank- 


| incense was forbidden to be used for 


embalming, as it was sacred to sacri- 
ficial purposes. The Israelites were 
strictly prehibited from compounding 
it. Now it is used largely in Roman 
Catholic and high church ceremonies 


The Lay of the Hen. 

Investigation of the capacity of hens 
to lay eggs results in the discovery 
that the egg production of hens de- 
creases considerably after the age of 
four years. Thus a hen lays at the 
age of one year about 20 eggs; at the 
age of two years, about 120; at the 
age of three years, about 135; at the 
age of four years, about 115; at the 
age of five ypars, about 80, and at the 
age of six years, about 60. These fig- 
ures go to show that hens should never 
be kept in the poultry yard more than 


| four years, for after the lapse of this 


time they do not yield a proper return 
on the food they consume.

Au Extraordinary Migration, 

One of the greatest mysteries to sci- 
entists, one for which there seems to 
be no reasonable explanation, is that 
concerning the migration of the lem- 
ming, or Norway rat.

An Old Roman Mint. 

A completely equipped Roman mint 
was discovered in a cave in the neigh- 
borhood of Kayosovar, Hungary. Be- 
sides crucibles, which still contained 
bronze, there were three dies for the 
production of gold coins, dies of silver, 
bronze and iron ore and 300 coins. The 
investigation made showed that the 
workshop dated from the first century 
of the Christian era. A number of 
neatly worked earrings, bracelets and 
other objects of bronze, as well as 
tools, such as hammers and tongs, were 
also found.

Nicholas, 
a son of the first Nicholas, was the fa- 
ther of the Nicholas who married Miss 
Alice Roosevelt. Maria Longworth, 
who became first Mrs. George Ward 
Nichols and then Mrs. Bellamy Storer, 
was and is a woman of bigh artistic 
talents. Not only that, but she has 
put her talents to such use that she is 
entitled to be called an artist. In fact, 
her fame is international among those 
know and appreciate beautiful 
and original creative work. 

It was Mrs. Storer who founded the 
famous Rookwood pottery establish- 
ment at Cincinnati.

An International Triumph. 

| All the friends of the Bellamy Sto- 
rers seem to agree that the couple is 
| most happily mated. Both are well 
educated, highly cultivated and ambi- 
tious. Mrs. Storer at first was ambi- 
tious along artistic lines and later for 
the political preferment of her hus- 
band. 
she first became intensely interested 
in pottery work. Suggestions received 
there caused her to devote much time 
to experiments with the pottery clays 
of Indiana and Ohio, with the result 
that she evolved a new and distinc- 
tively American branch of that art. 
Her Rookwood creations went abroad, 
where in turn they were ascribed to 
China, Germany, France and Spain. 
The Europeans scarcely could believe 
that America was capable of produc- 
ing such beautiful and original work. 
It was an international triumph for the 
Cincinnati artist. 

Later, when Mr. Storer was serving 
| as United States minister successively 
| at Brussels and Madrid, Mrs. Storer 
turned her attention to the production 
of artistic vases and other ornaments 
in brass and bronze, achieving such 
results that her fame was largely in- 
creased.

Storer practiced law in Cincinnati, fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of his eminent 
father. Then he went to congress for 
two terms. Both he and Mrs. Storer 
were intimate friends of President Mc- 
Kinley, who appointed the Cincinnati 
man minister to Belgium in 1897. 
Since that time until his removal] last 
spring Mr. Storer has been in the dip- 
lomatie service. 

Several years ago Mrs. Storer achiev- 
ed the brevet title of “the American 
ambassadress.” By that title she was 
referred to at several of the European | 
courts. This was due no doubt to her 
interest in church affairs, and it turn- 
ed out to be unfortunate for the Sto- 
rers. Diplomacy, as any person of only 
average discernment might perceive. 
must be diplomatic. There is a diplo- 
macy of the state and a diplomacy of 
| the church, When one is aceredited to 
the state he is not supposed to repre- 
sent the church,. and vice versa. 
Chureh and state were separated a 
| long time ago in this country, and it 

is not diplomatie to mix them. 

The evidence in the Roosevelt-Storer , 
case seems to have been introduced } 
| and argued with ability by both sides. | 
| Mr. Roosevelt has been somewhat at 

a disadvantage because his opponents 

are two, and one of them a woman. 

The evidence is largely documentary, 

the arguments largely uncomplimenta- 

ry. The public is judge and jury. Ev- 
erybody is entitled to his own verdict 
as to the preponderance of evidence. 

No doubt some will continue to believe 

that Mr. Roosevelt gave the Storers 

some measure of sanction for their ap- 
peals to the holy see in behalf of the 

American archbishop. On the other 

hand, the majority of Americans, 

Catholic and non-Catholic, are very apt 

to register deep down in their con- 

sciousnesses the opinion that an Amer- 
ican diplomat becomes undiplomatic 
when he mixes church and state. 


Church Versus State. 

What a troublous proposition for cen- 
turies was that of church versus state! 
There were wars and massacres. Rev- 
olutions resulted. In both Catholic 
and Protestant countries the state 
ehureh worked inexpressible woe. 
After the invention of printing and 
the diffusion of knowledge there grew 
up a diversity of religious beliefs. A 
small company of those who could 
not worship at home according to their 
belief crossed the ocean and landed 
upon a “rockbound coast.” Their de- 
scendants founded and established the 
American republic. In the constitution 
of the republic they wrote a clause 
forever interdicting any state med- 
dling with the church—any church. 
The constitution still stands, and many 
of us think it is a pretty good thing 
as it stands, It follows quite natural- 
ly that the president of the United 
States cannot “stand for’? any such 
representations as the Storers aver tbat 
he made to them. 

Some delicious titbits of state se- 
crets have been uncanned by this con- 
troversy for the public to roll under 
its tongue. This is always so when 
there is a woman in the case. Mrs. 
Storer indignantly denies an alleged 
interview in which she was made to 
declare that through her influence with 
President McKinley the appointment 
as assistant secretary of the navy was 


given to Mr. Roosevelt, this advance- | 


ment eventually leading to the presi- 
dency. Consequently we cannot look 


upon Mrs. Storer as a president maker. 
But in one of the Roosevelt letters to |

“My Dear Maria,” written early in his 
first term, we find some highly inter- 
esting confessions of the president's 
opinions of the cabinet officers left 
over by Mr. McKinley and accepted 
by Mr. Roosevelt. In European coun- 
tries it is the practice not to publish 
such correspondence until long after 
the death of all the parties concerned, 
when it comes out in bulky books en- 
titled “Memoirs of Such-and-Such : 
| Court.” 
Remarkable Influence Exercised. 

| After all is said and done and for- 
| gotten about, the fact must remain that 
| the able daughter of Joseph Long- 


worth has exercised a remarkable in- 
fluence over the minds of two presi- 
dents of the United States. The letters 
of President Roosevelt to her and the 
undisputed friendly admiration of Mr. 
McKinley prove this. This revelation 
is something new in American politics 
and is interesting to that extent. Wo- 
man cannot vote except in Colorado 
and Utah, but she can influence. Along 
| this topic our highly esteemed British 
| contemporary the Pall Mall Gazette 
} expresses some readable opinions, 
| which an ungallant New York paper 
reprints under the caption “Petticoats 
In Politics.”

MANNERS AT TABLE, 


The Etiquette of Eating In the Sev- 
enteenth Century. 

An account of hospitality in 1629 gives 
a good idea of the manner in which a 
country gentleman of the period lived. 
Dinner and supper were brought in by 
the servants with their hats on, a cus- 
tom which is corroborated by Fynes 
Moryson, who says that, being at a 
knight’s house who had many servants 
to attend him, they brought in the 
meats with their heads covered with 
blue caps. After washing their hands 
in a basin they sat down to dinner, 
and Sir James Pringle said grace. The 
viands seemed to have been plentiful 
and excellent—“big pottage, long kale, 
bowe of white kale,” which is cabbage; 
“brach soppe,” powdered beef, roast 
and boiled mutton, a venison pie in 
form of an egg, goose. 
cheese, cut and uncut, and apples. But 
the close of the feast was the most 
curious thing about it. 

The tablecloth was removed, and on 
the table were put a “towel the whole 
breadth of the table and half the length 
of it, a basin and ewer to wash, then 
a green carpet laid on, then one cup 
of beer set on the carpet, then a little 
long lawn serviter plaited over the cor- 
ner of the table and a glass of hot wa- 
ter set down a!so on the table; then be 
there three boys to say grace—the first, 
the thanksgiving; the second, the Pater 
Noster; the third, prayer fora blessing 
of God's church.

BRAIN QUALITY. 


It Is of Just as Much Importance as 
the Quantity. 

The brain of Daniel Webster weigh- 
ed fifty-six or fifty-seven ounces, that 
of Napoleon Bonaparte about the same. 
This is about three pounds and a half. 
These were exceeded by the brain of 
Cuvier, the great French naturalist, 


which weighed between fifty-nine and | 


sixty ounces, and that of the French 
surgeon Dupuytren, which weighed 
fifty-eight ounces. The average 
weight of the brain of man is about 
fifty ounces and of. women forty- 
five ounces. The maximum weight of 
the healthy adult brain is about sixty- 
four ounces and the minimum tbirty- 
one ounces. Men of great intellectual 
power have generally if not always 
possessed large brains. The quality of 
the brain is, however, quite as impor- 
tant as the quantity, so that a large 
brain does not of necessity constitute 
a great man. The size of the brain is 
not in proportion to the physical de- 
velopment of the body, either in anl- 
mals or in man. The horse has a brain 
less in weight than the smallest adult 
human brain; that of a whale seventy- 
five feet long was found to weigh not 
quite twice as much as that of a man. 
Even in men there is no fixed relation 
between the size of the body and that 
of the brain. A small man may have 
a large brain and a big man a small 
brain. 


Warship Models. 

Paraffin wax models of all proposed 
British battleships are used by the 
admiralty for tests before the keels of 
the ships are laid down, the minia- 
tures being tested in a great tank. The 
models are from twelve to twenty-four 
feet long, the tank being 400 feet long 
and twenty feet wide. The models are 
made of wax because it is a material 
which does not absorb water or change 
its weight, so that alterations can be 
easily made, and the material can be 
melted up and used again. The Amer- 
ican naval authorities also have mod- 
els of all their hulls constructed, but 
these are much more elaborate than 
the British, being formed of white pine 
and fitted with rudders, false keels, 
propeller shafts and all et ecteras.

 Bxcassive Water 
Rates for Houses 


Editors of the Ledger: 

In last week's issue of the Ledger we 
were favored with an itemized list of a 
number of gallons of water received 
from the Metropolitan water system for 
each month of this year, aggregating 
about 87,000,000 gallons for the year. 
This should interest every property 
owner in our city. 

Now let’s figure alittle. At 30 cents 
per thousand gallons, (the standard 
meter rate,) this water would sell for 
$101,000.00, or about the total cost for 
water and maintenance of our water 
plant. If half this water is used by in- 
dustrial plants which pay from 10 1-2 to 
12 cents per thousand gallons, who pays 
the balance of 18 to 20 cents per thous- 
and gallons, necessary to make up the 
3101 ,000. 00? Surly not the city by tux- 
ation, which is tbe benefited party by 
the existence of such plants, bat our 
family consumers who pay not 50 cents 
per thousand gallons, bat nearer 50 


cents. Those who have meters can eas- 
ily figure this out. We pay $15 per 
year fur 60,000 gallons or less, and 


the average meter will show that you 
are not using half that amount, thus 
doubling the cost per thousand gallons 
to make up for the deticit caused by 


selling water to industrial plants, at 
one-third cost to the city. 
leubmit that this is not a square 


deal. Our industrial plants should re- 
ceive every encouragement possible but 
apy deficit thus. incurred shonld be 
made good by the city instead of a few 
owners of modern houses who would 
increase taxable property by continued 
building, butare handicapped by ex- 
cessive expenses for water, etc. 

Quincy sbould build at least 200 hous- 
es per year but the fact stares us in the 
face, that we are building about one- 
third this amount, while Quincy capi- 
tal is building houses in other saburban 
cities. Does not our building enter- 
prise need encouragement quite as much 
as our industria! plants. Let's not kill 
the goose that lays the golden egg.

Long and Perilous Voyage of 


Peary’s Ship Is Completed 


HOME TRIP UNEVENTFUL 


Every Man That Started With 
Expedition Returned In Good 
Health--Propeller Is Disabled 
and Foretopmast Carried Away 


New York, Dec. 26.—With practically 
all the members of the Arctic expedi- 
tion which left in July, 1905, under 
command of Robert E. Peary on a voy- 
age to discover the North Pole, the ship 
Roosevelt arrived in New York bay 


and anchored off West Forty-second 
street, almost in the place from which 
she started. Commander Peary has 
been in this city for some weeks, hay- 
ing left his vessel at Sydney, C. B. 

The Roosevelt, although pretty well 
ice-covered, showed few signs of the 
wear and tear entailed on such a voy- 
age, notwithstanding that her foretop- 
mast had gone—lost in a gale of wind in 
Baffins’ bay on her southern journey— 
and that she had to be towed to her an- 
chorage from City island by a tug. 
That she had ta be towed was due to 
the fact that of the four blades in her 
propellor, three were out of action, 
two being bent up in corkscrew fash- 
jon, while the third was missing, having 
been completely snapped off. 

Every man that started out with the 
expedition returned in good health. 
Counting Peary, the party numbered 
21 men, all told. On board also were 16 
Esquimau dogs of the 220 with which 
the expedition started. There were 
also two sledges, one of them being the 
one which Marris K. Jesup fitted out 
and which is to be returned to him as 
a souvenir of the plucky attempt to 
reach the pole. 

The trip down from Sydney, C. B., 
was uneventful, compared with the ex- 
citement of preceding events. ‘The 
party stayed in Sydney for two weeks, 
and then went on to St. Peters, C. B., 
where rough weather compelled them 
to put in. The next stay was at Shel- 
burne, N. S., for two days, and then the 
voyage was resumed to the Nantucket 
lightship, off which the Roosevelt an- 
chored for one night. Last Thursday 
Vineyard Haven was made, and there 
again a delay was caused by the dense 
fog, and it was Saturday before Tar- 
paulin cove, Naushon island, was 
reached. That night the Roosevelt an- 
chored and left Sunday morning, reach- 
ing City island Monday. There the 
crippled state of the propellor necessi- 
tated Captain Bartlett asking the aid 
of a tug. 

All the way up the sound the Roose- 
velt was under sail, and, according to 
Bartlett, good use of the canvas was 
made all through the voyage northward 
and back home. During the voyage 
three rudders were used, the first one 
coming to grief on the outward journey, 
the other two being “home-made.” The 
vessel suffered somewhat from leak- 
ages, which, according to Bartlett, 
“was to be expected.” In fact, the cap- 
tain said. that these leaks were not 
nore seTious was a distinct compliment 
to the excellent way in which the boat 
was constructed. 

Most of the crew are anxious to be 
among the next expedition, should 
Peary determine to make another dash, 
but one or two of the older members 
shook their heads negatively when 
asked if they would go back should 
the chance arise. They will remain on 
board the Roosevelt until arrange 
ments have been completed to pay them 
off, which will be done during the next 
few days. 

Christmas a year ago was spent by 
the Roosevelt people at Cape Sheridan, 
Grant Land. There were musk ox, 
hare and deermeat, canned plum pud- 
ding and prayers. Ross Marvin and 
Second Mate Murphy were the only two 
not at the feast. They, with a pair 
of Esquimau, were away on a hunting 
trip and kept Christmas playing crib- 
bage in a snow house and refrained 
from hunting because there was no 
moon.

Helena, Mont., Dec. 26.—Clasped in 
each other’s arms, the bodies of Gertie 
and Molytheia Hoffman, aged 9 and 12 
years, respectively, were found in a 
coulee just across the Canadian border, 
where they met death ina blizzard. The 
victims were daughters of a ranchman 
and strayed more than 20 miles from 
home across the international line in 

their efforts to evade the blizzard.

LIVED IN A SHANTY 


Woman’s Will Shows That She 
Possessed Quite a Fortune 
Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 26.—A story 
of remarkable interest is behind the sul- 
cide of Mrs. Mary E. Balfour, 55 years 
of age, whose body was dragged from 


the depths of East Park lake, where 
|she had thrown herself. The woman

In the suicide’s handbag, on a torn 
envelope, there was scrawled , “M. E.

1 want 
to be cremated.” 

Following the directions, the will 
, was found. In it the woman disposes of 
large amounts of money, which she 
gives to relatives and the poor. It pro- 
‘vides that after the expenses of cre- 
|mating her body are defrayed, her 
money in the Hibernania bank of San 
| Francisco shall be distributed among 
the poor of San Francisco, preferably 
to fire victims; funds in the Copenhagen 
bank are willed to the citizens of Copen- 
hagen and Nest Bed, the latter place 
being referred to as the birthplace of 
tbe woman. 

An amount in the German bank of 
San Francisco and all other moneys 
are willed to the woman’s four cousins 
in Denmark. She bequeaths consider- 
able jewelry to her sister, who is in 
Nest Bed. The mayors of Copenhagen 
and Nest Bed are designated as execu- 
tors of that portion of her estate and 
they are directed to give it to the poor. 
The will indicates that the woman 
passed through the San Francisco dis- 
aster and that the ordeal had affected 
her mind. 


Briber’s Fine Is Remitted 

Akron, 0., Dec. 26.—The county 
commission has remitted the $500 fine 
imposed upon ex-Councilman Amund- 
sen for soliciting a bribe. Amundsen 
was aiso given a jail sentence, but this 
was suspended on condition that he pay 
the fine. Several prominent men peti- 
tioned for the convicted man, saying 
that the fact that he is a poor man 
with a large family would make it 
practically impossible for him to pay 
the fine. It has not been judicially de 
termined whether the suspension of 
the jail sentence is now rendered inop- 
erative. . 


More Negro Soldiers In Trouble 

Leavenworth, Kan., Dec. 26.—Four- 
teen soldiers, the majority of whom are 
troopers of the Ninth cavalry (negro), 
were arrested in connection with a riot 
on a street car when a number of shots 
were fired into a loaded car and sev- 
eral passengers were slightly injured 
by broken glass. There is apprehension 
among the negro troops at the fort over 
the matter lest it assume some of the 
importance of the Brownsville affair.

New York, Dec. 26.—Neil Florence, 
an actor, 45 years old, was found dead 
in his room at a boarding house here. 
The apartment was filled with illumi- 
nating gas which was escaping from 
ttvo open jets. At the boarding house 
preparations had been made for a 
Christmas dinner, to which a number 
of actors had been invited. Florence 
Was expected to preside. His lifeless 
body was found when a servant was 
sent to call him for dinner. 


Christmas Candie Started Fire 

New York, Dec. 26.—Mrs. Susan 
Kelley, aged 50, was burned to death, 
and her husband barely escaped with 
his life in a fire which destroyed their 
apartments and drove other shivering 
tenants from the building to the roof, 
from which they were carried to the 
street by firemen. It is supposed Mrs. 
Kelley’s dress caught fire from the 
flame of a Christmas candle. 


The Bayian Mystery 

Washington, Dec. 26.—Baron Von 
Schlippenbach, Russian consul at Chi- 
cago, has arrived in Washington. The 
purpose of his visit is said to be to tell 
Ambassador Rosen what he knows of 
the mystery of Nickola de Raylan, the 
woman who, in the garb of a man, was 
for several years secretary to the con- 
sul. She died a few days ago in Arizona 
and her sex was revealed.

“T—The sending out of punitive ex- 
peditions, not for the purpose of estab- 
lishing peace and order, but for the pur- 
pose of terrifying the natives into pay- 
ing a tax which, as administered, even 
the commissioners regard as inhuman. 

“It is to be remembered that these 
are not charges brought against the 
Congo government, but findings of the 
commission appointed by the chief ex- 
ecutive of the government to investi- 
gate and report on the facts. Actin 
upon these findings, a second commis- 
sion, also appointed by the king, has 
recommended measures of reform. No 
steps have been taken to adopt them. 
‘There is no evidence that the Congo 
government is undertaking seriously to 
remedy these evils. The powers which 
created the Congo government have 
elearly a right to call that government 
to account. 

“Inasmuch as the United States gave 
{ts normal support to the establisb- 
ment of the Congo government, it is 
justified in giving its moral support to

Moran’s Accusction Against Po- 


lice Commissioner 


LAUNCHES A BROADSIDLD 


Says O’Meara Took Position 


Without Being Qualified For 
It and City Is Paying For His 
Tuition In the Guise of Salary 


26.—The war of words 
between District Attorney Moran and 
Police Commissioner O’Meara reached 
an acute stage last night, when Moran 
hurled a verbal broadside intended :to 
rake from stem to stern the position of 
bis adversary. 

Mr. Moran in his opening paragraph 
brands as a “falsehood” the statement 
of O'Meara that the district attorney 
knew of Sunday work being carried on 
at Stony Brook and in the subway. 
Then, as the piece de resistance of his 
argument, he seizes on the paragraph 
in O’Meara’s previous statement which 
“The district attorney assumed

“The police commissioner,” retorts

thoughts, 


who knows the one from the other. 

“Not qualified when appointed, he 
has been and is now studying the laws 
ip a commendable effort to become fully 
conversant with his duties before he, 
at the expiration of his term of office, 
will be relegated to private life. Mean- 
while, the city pays his tuition in the 
guise of salary. 

“To this confessed ignorance of the 
laws of bis duties is probably due the 
fact that the commissioner assailed the 
district attorney when he requested the 


police superintendent to enforce the 
Sunday laws. 
“That there was a Sunday law he 


probably knew, but exactly what it 
prohibited and what it permitted, he 
was doubtless as unconscious of as the 
most unsophisticated citizen. 

“If unconsciously he impedes the 
course of justice and apparently en- 
courages the violation of law, the dis- 
trict attorney will throw the mantle of 
charity over him, entertaining the hope 
that the commissioner will in time be- 
come so enlightened as to the laws and 
as to the duties that he will no longer 
be even in appearance opposed to the 
county prosecutor's efforts to enforce 
all laws. 

“The district attorney desires to as- 
sure the commissioner that he meani no 
offense in declaring inferentially that 
the commissioner’s English was not 
classic. 

“The commissioner’s English is news- 
paper English. Between it and classic 
English there is a wide difference, 
‘which the commissioner may overcome 
if te wil) humbly and patiently refrain 
from using the one and strive to ‘earn 
the other.” 


French Church Closed by Mayor 

Paris, Dec. 26.—The first instance of 
the closing of a church under the sepa- 
ration law occurred at Azay-Sur-Indre, 
where the mayor in writing ordered the 
cure to leave both-the presbytery and 
the church edifice, which he declared 
the communal authorities would take 
over in pursuance of the law. The cure 
consequently quitted the edifice, whic! 
was closed. The question of the legal- 
ity of the mayor's action is arousing 
a considerable controversy.

|THREE NEGROES LYNCHED 


|Militia Arrived an Town After 
Trouble Had Subsided 
Meridian, Miss., Dec. 26.—The two 
tompanies of state militia sent to 
Wahalak Monday night have returned 
to Meridian, their presence there ap- 
parently being unnecessary. After 
their arrival at Wahalak no disturb- 
ance oc@urred, akhough it is believed 
that three negroes, including Géorge 
Simpson, had been lynched just before 
the arrival of the troops. The citizens 
of Wahalak, while not admitting the 
fact that the men were captured by a 
posse, say they were “lost in the 
swamp” while on their way to town. 

Two sons of Simpson were shot to 
death in a fight. As nearas can be 
ascertained at this time the casualties 
resulting from the troubles is as_ fol- 
lows: 

Officers of the companies state that 
on thelr arrival at Wahalak no county 
officials were on hand to which they 
could report and that during their stay 
there none of the county officials ap- 
peared among the troops. Colonel Mc- 
Cants, who was in charge of the, troops, 
stated to the citizens that, while the 
soldiers were always ready to reply to 
a call of assistance, a real need should 
be apparent before they were called on. 
He forbade armed bodies of men riding 
} through the country and would permit 
no acts which indicated violence. The 
soldiers state that they found armed 
men from other places in charge when 
they reached the scene. 


Disturbances In Cuba 

Havana, Dec. 26.—In consequence of \ 
complaints of many depredations by 
armed bands of ex-insurgent negroes 
in the province of Santa Clara four 
troops of cavalry and two companies 
of infantry left Camp Columbia this 
morning for Santa Clara to reinforce 
the cayalry already stationed there and 
thoroughly scout the disturbed district. 
The orders are to continue operations 
until there is a complete restoration of 
order and confidence in the province. 
It is not yet known whether the bands 
are revolutionists or merely bandits.

The fight oc- 
curred about one mile from the mine, 
but just what precipitated the fight is 
not known.

Used Racclier on Stepfather 

Cincinnati, Dec. 26.—With money 
he had saved to give his mother as a 
Christmas gift, Henry Siebele, 16 years 
old, bought a revolver with which he 
shot and fatally wounded his_ step- 
father, Henry Brinker, 64 years old. 
According to the boy, his stepfather 
attacked his. wife with a hatchet. The 
boy was arrested.

Experience of a Fresh Young Maun In 
His Start In Business. 

Here is something that should appeal 
to every young man starting out in 
business: “When I came to New York,” 
said a bright fellow to me, “I engaged 
by the year as entry clerk with a large 
dry goods house. I soon found out I 
couldn’t. get along with the superin- 
tendent, a dictatorial, domineering 
man.

I have 
worked since then with my hands in 
my pockets, and the lesson took a good 
deal of the freshness out of me.

WEIGHT FLUCTUATIONS. 


A Man May Gain and Lose Five 
Pounds In the Day. 

“A dinner like this increases one’s 
weight two and a half pounds,” said 
a physiologist ag he finished his more 
than generous meal. “An average din- 
ner increases the weight two pounds 
two ounces. Did you ever consider 
how the weight fluctuates night and 
day? 

“We lose in bed at night two pounds 
six ounces. Between breakfast and 
lunch we lose fourteen ounces, Be- 
tween lunch and dinner we lose ten 
ounces more. Total loss, four pounds 
fourteen ounces, That goes on every 
day of our lives. 

“At breakfast we gain one pound 
twelve ounces; at lunch, one pound; at 
dinner, as I said before, two pounds 
two ounces. Total gain, four pounds 
fourteen ounces. 

“Thus, day “by day, gaining nearly 
five pounds, our weight remains uni- 
form. If we ate but a half or a third 
what we do, it is logical to suppose 
that our organs, digestive and so on, 
would have but half as much work to 
do and that our brains in consequence 
would be able to do twice as much. 
That is the logical supposition, and no 
doubt it is the correct one, but man is 
still too nearly animal to eat only 
what he needs. He insists upon eating 
till he can hold no more.”

HYOROPHOBI 


PREVALENT 


Seven Persons 
In the State 
Have Died of It 
Daring the Year 


On Wednesday the chief of the cattle 
bureau, Dr, Austin Peters, received 
from Taunton the head of a dog which 
had been killed fur rabies, or hydro- 
phobia. Dr, Peters says that last week 
two dogs were killed in Quincy for the 
disease. Oae was a collie puppy; the 
other was a skye terrier, the pet dog of 
a women. 

Now, the neighbors have no way of 
knowiog whether or not they live in 
the vicinity of a mad dog. The law is 
drawao so as to prevent it. It says that 
when an animal is quarantined, the 
inspector who does it shall report the 
fact at once to the chief of the cattle 
bureau, but to no other person. 

It is said by « state employe that 
the law was drawn presumably for the 
protection of owners of cows which 
might be put into quarantine for tuber- 
culosis, so that the owner, if he kepta 
dairy, might not lose his customers by 
reason of a scare at the idea of taking 
milk from tuberculous cows. 

But the wording of the law applies to 
all animals without distinction and it 
is enforced so as to apply to mad dogs 
as well as tuberculous cows. Therefore 
though half of the dogs in Quincy might 
be quarantined because they had been 
bitten by a dog which was known to be 
mad, yet the inspector would be forbid- 
den to teil any one of it, except .the 
chief of the cattle bureau. 

It is becoming highly important for 
the public to know the extent of the 
present epidemic of rabies, which is 
the worst on recard in the state. _ Al- 
ready seven persons have died in the 
State this year from being bitten by 
mad dogs, afid it will be recalled that a 
few days ago, in Lowell, six persons 
were bitten by a dog in one day. The 
Boston papers today teport mad dog 
scares and reigns of terror in Melrose, 
Winthrop, Beachmont, Malden and 
Chelsea. 

The bites are not necessarily fatal, for 
the records show that aboat 17 per cent 
of persons bitten die of the malady. 
That was before the discovery of the 
celebrated French physician, Pasteur, 
and since then the fatality among those 
who take his treatment is less then one 
percent. Asfaras is known at the 
office of the cattle bureau, there has 
been no instance where one person has 
communicated the disease to another. 
Dr. Peters says that the authorities 
hold that the saliva of herbivorous ani- 
mals is not a means of carrying the 
poison, but that it is only the carnivo- 
rous, sach as dogs and cats, which can 
do this. 

Dr. Magrath, in the office of the state 
board of health, says that the germs of 
the disease is a very small anima] para-

known of its life history. In the case 
of dogs, it is found only ina particular 
convolution of the brain. That is why 
the head of suspected dogs ara sent to 
the cattle bureau for analysis, The ex- 
pert who makes the examination is Dr. 
Frothington, connected with the de- 
partment of pathology of the Harvard 
medical school. 

Experiments are being made frequent- 
ly with rabbits. A portion of the brain 
of adog which had the disease is pul- 
verized, mixed with water and then in- 
jected into the rabbit. But there isa 
marked difference between the develop- 
ment of the disease in the rabbit and 
the dog. In the former case there is no 
violent stage, such as makes dogs dan- 
gerous, but the animal passes at once 
into the stage which is known as dumb 
rabies, which, in the case of dogs, oc- 
curs toward the end of the attack, when 
death is approaching. 

Particular care needs to be taken in 
case of dogs, for they run long dis- 
tances when in the violent stage. Fifty 
to sixty miles, says Dr. Peters, a mad 
dog will run when in the violent stage, 
Snapping and biting at whatever comes 
in his course. Therefore it is no insur- 
ance of safety that no dogs ina neigh- 
borhood are suspected of having rabies, 
for a mad one may run into town at any 
hour. 

The vicinity of Quincy, using the 
term to include the territury within a 
circle whieh a mad dog would traverse, 
has had quite a number of cases within 
a short time. Bridgewater, Whitman 
and Rockland, and the greater Boston 
towns abeve are in the list mentioned. 
Therefore it is evident that too much 
care cannot be exercised to protect the 
pablic from this serious danger of 
death. 

Science is learning more abont the 
disease, and, in one point of view, the 
new facts are not encouraging, . Until 
recently it was believed that the period 
of ineubation for the disease was three 
months and it has been the rule, in 
quarantining dogs, that if they were all 
right at the end of 90 days, they might 
be released with safety to the public. 
But it is mow known that rabies may 
develop at least five months after the 
bite was inflicted, and Dr. Peters says 
now that practically they do not know 
how long a timg may elapse between the 
time of the bite and the breaking out of 
the disease. 

-Butone comforting fast established 
by science is the possibility of cure, 
There is a pasteur hospital in New 
York and only there, as far as this part 
of the country is concerned. But the 
Boston city hospital has arranged with 
the New York Pasteur hospital to send 
it daily by mail fresh packages of the 
serum which is used. There is need 
enough of it, for Boston bas had 38 
eases of mad dog during the present 
year. 

At the state hospital in Tewksbury 
the serum is also received from New 
York, and some physicians, who wish 
to be prepared for anything in their 
private practice, also have the remedy 
sent to them. 

In the case of the two bitten persons 
from Lowell who went to New York last 
year for treatment and both died, the 
trouble was that they did not attend to 
the matter promptly enough, The 
same is true of the manand girl from 
Salem who died in the Tewksbury hos- 
pital this year. - 

Animals are particularly liable to 
suffer. in Rehoboth a herd of five 
cows were all bitten and four of them 
died of rabies. Three in Westfield were 
bitten and two of them died. Swine 
have died of it. Dr. Peters read today 
a statement from Connecticut saying 
that a flock of 60 hens had been killed 
at once because they had rabies, which 
was given to them by swine, and were 
making a noise something like a bark. 
Bat be never heard of a case among 
poultry, and he is disposed to doubt 
the accaracy of the story. 

Cows lose their appetite, drool and 
the lower jaw hangs down. Though it 
is not known that they are ever danger- 
ous, yet it is not certain that they may 
not have the diseasein its violent form, 
as well as in the dumb form which is 
more common among them. Rabbits 
pass at once into the dumb stage and 
never have the violent furm which is 
the most dangerous feature of its 
existence in dogs. 


The Merrimac valley has been the most 
dangerous part of the state recently. 
Fitchbarg has had an outbreak. Dogs 
are in quarantine in Lee and Pittsfield. 
A head was sent in the otber day 
from Otis in Berkshire county, which 
was found to be a true case. Wales, in 
southern Hampden county, has just had 
@ case, 
both seem to have much of the disease, 
and it is probable that some of the 


trouble in this state came originally 
from one or both of those states. To 
{the north they are almost clear from it. }

muzzling orders, The Newton board of 
aldermen last week passed an order that 
all dogs shall be mazzled for the coming 
six months, or be restrained from run- 
ning at large. This action was taken 
after consultation by a representative of 
the board with Dr. Peters, and the ac- 
tion represents his judgment of what 
ought to be done in the circumstances. 
There is no safety in any other course, 


and if stringent precautions are ob- 
served, the disease, 


as far as origin in 
this state is concerned, will be stamped 


out, but we can have no insurance 
agaiust dogs coming here from other 


states.

to see it. Yet it is Mr. Moran, a con- 
stant and watchful resident of Boston, 
always looking forward to the duties 
which at last fell to him, who never 
happened upon the work. And it is Mr. 
Moran who offers of all excuses the ex- 
cuse that he did not know. 

“The charge that my English is of the 
‘newspaper’ rather than the ‘classic’ 
kind, and that my long service as an 
editor makes it hard for me to tell the 
truth, I hand over to the gentlemen of 
the journalistic profession. They 
should either deny that mine is.*news- 
paper’ English or should come to its de 
fense. They must either chide Mr. Mo- 
ran or submit to his estimate of the 
small percentage of truth to be found 
in newspaper writing. 

“Enforcement of the laws in a city 
of the size of Boston is always difficult. 
It is made especially so by the uncer- 
tainty which often exists as to the 
actual meaning of particular enact- 
ments. A police commissioner who 
does his full duty must combine law 
with common sense. It is the misfor- 
tune of the present commissioner that 
into that combination has entered with- 
in a year a third element which repre- 
sents not always law and not often 
common sense. He can neither eject 
nor ignore it. It has an official standing 
whieh brings it into hourly relations 
with the police department, and the ad- 
vice of those who say to the police com- 
missioner that his best policy is to ig- 
nore it cannot be followed. 

“The machinery for the enforcement 
of the laws, and in a measure the laws 
themselves, tie together the office of 
the district attorney for Suffolk county 
and the Boston police department, and 
the police commissioner has no choice 
in associates and very little choice in 
methods.” 

Declaring that District Attorney Mo- 
ran yesterday committed the “meanest 
outrage ever perpetrated upon the Bos- 
ton police department” in giving to the 
press the text of a letter to Police Su- 
perintendent Pierce, requesting that of- 
ficial to get evidence against eight 
houses named in a note accompanying 
the letter, for presentation to the Janu- 
ary grand jury, Police Commissioner 
O'Meara last night stated that the action 
of Moran was based on a “malicious” 
letter, “dirty and anonymous,” and that 
it was a “fair specimen of the spite from 
which the police must expect to suffer 
for the next year.” 

Mr. O’Meara charges that the only 
activity heretofore exhibited by the dis- 
trict attorney, where questionable 
houses were concerned, was to “release 
on bail after conviction, and without 
sentence, the most notorious and per- 
sistent keeper of such houses ever en- 
gaged in the business in Boston.”

Sensational Double Suicide by | 
Poison In a County Jail 
Elmira, N. Y., Dee. 27.—While talk- 
ing with Bessie Wells in the Elmira 
county jail last night, Frank Delaney 
suddenly passed a vial of carbolic acid | 


to her through the bars of her cell and 
then pressed a second bottle to his own 
lips. A guard who was watchiug De- 
laney during his interview with the wo- 
man attempted to arrest the passage of 
the acid, but he was too late. Before 
a physician could reach the jail corri- | 
dor both the woman and her interview- 
er were dead. 

Bessie Wells occupied a cell in the 
Women’s dormitory, awaiting sentence 
which was to have been imposed Jan. 3 
on a charge of abducting a young girl 
and harboring her for immoral pur- 
poses. Delaney, possessing a power of 
attorney from the woman, called at the 
jail and told the warden that he wanted 
to obtain the woman’s signature to 
some papers. 

Accompanied by a guard, he was 
taken to her cell. Suddenly Delaney 
kanded a bottle of poison through the 
bars of the cell door and as the guard 
sprang forward placed a second bottle 
to his own mouth. 

Delaney was 29 years old and a rail- 
road man. He is said to have been the 
lover of Miss Wells. 


Charges Are Piling Up 

Pittsburg, Dec. 27.—An additional 
charge of forgery has been preferred 
against J. B. F. Rinehart, former cash- 
jer of the Farmers and Drovers’ Na- 
tional bank of Waynesburg. In the in- 
formation he is charged with forging 
the name of a Waynesburg man to a 
note for $5000. Rinehart gave bail for 
his appearance at the February term 
of the criminal court. Almost imme- 
diately following this three local con- 
tractors stated that they would imme- 
diately prefer charges against Rine- 
hart, alleging that he had raised a note 
given by them from $500 to $500U. 


An Unusual'y Heavy Snowfall 

London, Dec. 27.—Christmas of 1906 
will be memorable for the heaviest 
snowstorm the United Kingdom has ex- 
perienced in many years. In the north- 
ern counties of England and in Scotland 
the snow was accompanied by great 
gales. There was an average fall of 
from four to six inches, which drifted 
badly and worked serious hindrance to 
locomotion of all kinds. There were 
many small wrecks along the coasts, 
but no serious loss of life is reported. 
The crews of nearly all the wrecked 
vessels were rescued by lifeboats. 


Two Less Feudists 

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 27.—Hiram 
Mullins and his son, William, were 
probably fatally wounded in a feud 
fight with Charles and Bud Little and 
John Brewer. There had been a feud 
of long standing between the Little and 
Mullins families. Yesterday the men 
met and the Littles fired on the Mullins, 
Who made a running fight to their 
home, where they barricaded them- 
selves. The house was riddled with 
bullets and the battle ceased only when 
both the Mullins were shot down. 
More than 200 shots were fired. 


Further Evidence of Poisoning 

Chicago, Dec. 27.—Traces of poison 
have been found in the body of another 
member of the Vzral family, and the 
police believe that they have secured 
additional evidence against Herman 
Belek, who is now in custody in connec- 
tion with the deaths of several mem- 
bers of the family. Evidences of arsenic 
have now been found in all the bodies 
that have been examined. 


Conductors Want Mors Pay 

El Paso, Tex., Dec. 27.—The Mexican 
Central conductors are voting on a un- 
ion strike. They now get from $110 to 
$125 a month gold. The increase asked 
amounts to about 15 percent. If the 
vote carries they will resign, effective 
on Jan. 1. A strike, as such, is a seri- 
ous matter in Mexico and they will not 
attempt it, but the result will be the 
same. 
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Gave Detective the Siip 
New York, Dec. 27.—Edward E. 

Loomis, formerly cashier of a drug} 
store in Brooklyn, from which he is ac- | 
cused of the larceny of $2000, was cap- 
tured in Oakland, Cal., and was being 
brought east by Detective Frederick E. 
Parker, who sent word from Olean, N. 
Y., that Loomis had escaped by jump- 
ing from a train near there. 


‘Great Inf.ux of Japanese 

El Paso, Tex., Dec. 27.—Japanese 
are flocking to the Rio Grande border, 
attempting to get into the United | 
States. Yesterday 54 were refused ad- 
mission here. Later a number were 
smuggled over at Fort Hancock, Tex., ; 
but they were recaptured by immigra- 
tion officials who are patrolling the en- 
tire border. 


Herring Fishermen Fare Poorly 

St. Johns, Dec. 27.—Because of the 
mild weather the outlook for frozen 
herring at Bay of Islands is unfayor- 
able and a number of American vessels 
have been ordered home empty. A | 
total of 70 vessels came from the Unit- | 
ed States this season. Half of the ves- | 
sels may fail to secure cargoes. 


Barcelona, Dec. 27.—A bomb was ex- 
ploded in the Rambla, one of the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares of this city.

Negro Troops 


TO BE LED BY ae 


Ohio Senator Said to Have Re- 
serve Ammunition Up His 
Sleeve and May Give Admin- 
istration a Surprise or Two 


Washington, Dec. 27.—The adminis- | 


tration is preparing to give Senator | 
Foraker a fight to the finish in his ef- 
fort to compel the president to reverse | 
his order discharging the negro soldiers 
of the Twenty-fifth infantry. Assist- 
ant Attorney General Purdy has been 
sent te Brownsville to get affidavits 
of evidence already obtained by Major 
Blocksom. If the senate shall pass a 
resolution questioning the word of 
Blocksom, as Senator Foraker has 
done, the president will be prepared 
with affidavits from the mayor of 
Brownsville and other citizens whom , 
Blocksom interviewed, swearing that 
they did testify as Blocksom reported. 

Reports reaching the war department 
show that the senate agitation appears 
to be having an unfortunate effect on 
the discipline of other negro troops in 
the service. Senator Spooner is ex- 
pected to reply to Foraker when the 
senate reconvenes. 

“I think the story of what the presi- 
dent intends to do in the matter is too 
silly to discuss. Please do not ask me 
to comment upon it,” said Senator For- 
aker, when his attention was called to 
the report that President Roosevelt 
would veto any measure that congress 
might pass restoring to the service the 
negro members of the Twenty-fifth in- 
fantry who were discharged without 
honor from the army on a charge of en- 
gaging in riotous behavior at Browns- 
ville, and that if such a measure were 
passed over his veto he would refuse ; 
to obey it, pending a decision by the 
United States supreme court. 

Two interpretations may be placed 
on this statement of Foraker above 
quoted: First, that he doubts that the 
president has assumed the attitude he 
is said to have taken; and secondly, that 
it doesn’t worry the Ohio senator much, 
even if the president’s position has 
been accurately stated In the press re- 
ports. The Ohio senator is a fighting 
nan. The controversy that has de- 
veloped over the Brownsville incident 
gives him an opportunity to gratify his 
taste for battle. 

Mr. Foraker absolutely declined to 
enter Into any discussion of his inten- 
tions In connection with the case of the 
discharged soldiers when the senate re- 
convenes after the holiday recess. It 
is known, however, that he is making 
preparations for another speech on his 
pending resolution which provides for 
an investigation of the whole Browns- 
ville matter by the senate committee 
on military affairs. 

Indications are that the Foraker 
resolution will be passed early next 
month. There are intimations that 
Foraker didn’t use all his ammunition 
in the speech he made last week con- 
cerning the Brownsville incident. His 
friends say that he may have a surprise 
or two in store for the administration. 

It is expected in Washington that 
an ugly situation will develop as a re- 
sult of the president’s action and the 
utterances ascribed to him relating to 
the discharged negro infantrymen. 
The Foraker’ resolution promises 
trouble, and it is known that another 
move will be made in congress to test 
the temper of the president in the case. 
The president has declared time and 
again that in no circumstances would 
he consent to the restoration to the 
army of any of the discharged men un- 
less conclusive evidence could be pre- 
sented justifying such a step. 

A test case will be made, it is under- 
stood, in behalf of Mingo Sanders, a 
sergeant in the Twenty-fifth, a veteran 
with a fine record, whose dozen or 
more honorable discharges bear testi- 
mony to his efficient service as a soldier 
and his character as a man. Sanders 
served in the army 25 years. He saw 
service in Cuba when Mr. Roosevelt 
was in the island as an officer of the 
famous Rough Riders, and it is related 
that on one occasion Sanders, at the 
solicitation of Colonel Roosevelt, fur- 
nished food of which the Rough Riders 
were very much in need. 

It is said to be the program to intro- 
duce a bill providing that Sanders 
shall be cleared and his name restored 
to the rolls of the army. This will be 
putting the case up to the president 
with a vengeance. Nobody who 
knows the facts believes, however, 
that the president will make any excep- 
tion for Sanders’ benefit.

Chicago, Dec. 27.—For six hours last 
night a maniac ran the railroad switch 
yards at Cavanaugh, Ind. He gained 
possession of the tower house, flagged 
every passenger and freight train that 
came along and with a coupling pin 
put to flight every train crew that made 
a protest.

GUNTRAGTS 


Fore River Go 
At Work on 
Machinery for 


Battleships 


The Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany has large contracts trom the 
Japanese government which include the 
machinery for a first class battleship, 
and also for first class cruiser, Curtis 
turbines will be installed in these war- 
ships, showing the Japanese to bein 
advance of the United States. 

Three inspectors from the Japanese 
navy are at the Quincy plant to inspect 
the work. The Herald comments as fol- 
lows on these contracts: 

While the dispatches from the East 
are variously estimating the extent of 
the war preparations which Japap is 
making in spite of her late war with 
Russia and the involved expense, the 
echo of these preparations can be heard 
within 20 miles of Boston. The United 
States is providing a large part of the 
armament for the Jap war vessels, and 
is shipping every month machinery for 
warships and other arts of the ocean 
fighting machines. 

Down at the Fore River ship yards in 
Quincy the hammers sound on Japanese 
warship machinery and other parts of 
the war vessels of the Mikado’s king- 
dom, Japanese officers oversee tha 
work, Japanese apprentices are em- 
ployed in the yards. 

Admiral Francis T. Bowles, who is 
president of the Fore River yards, said 
Thursday night that the work there on 
Japanese machinery and the parts of war 
vessels had been going on for some 
time. The Japanese, of course, send 
men to see that it is done according to 
the wishes of the department at home, 
and a number of Japanese apprentices 
are employed in different parts of the 
yards, 

The Tosu Maru, which arrived from 
Japan ‘Thursday, brought the news that 
the sum of $100,000,000 was to be raised 
by special appropriations for new sbips 
and the restoration of her present fleet. 
A great part of the armament to be 
used in building up the old fleet is 
made in America, under the same con- 
ditions as at the Fore River yards.

Moran’s Ideas Embodied In An- 
other Open Letter 


NAMES SEVEN RESORTS 


Says Present Method ot Prose- 
cution Is Equivalent to Semi- 
Annual License Fee--Wants 
Iron-Clad Law Enforced 


Boston, Dec. 28.—Yesterday after- 
noon District Attorney Moran added a 
fresh chapter to his already voluminous 
correspondence with Police Commis- 
sioner O'Meara and the letter was given 
out for publication a few minutes after 


one of the district attorney’s attaches 
had delivered the original at police 
headquarters. In his communication 
Moran requests Superintendent Pierce, 
to whom it is addressed, to take action 
against seven more questionable re- 
sorts, which he names on a separate 
sheet. 

While the letter is addressed to 
Pierce, it really is meant primarily for 
the eye of the commissioner, the same 
as the others, all previous communica- 
tions having been sent in the name of 
Pierce. In his letter Moran has this to 
say about the duties of the police: 

“I do not dictate to you the policy 
you should pursue. I merely suggest 
what seems to me the duty of the police 
department. You are not to be deterred 
from performing your full legal duty, 
or from seeing that your subordinates 
perform their full duty, by the apparent 
disposition of certain men to rush into 
print in defense of the present depior- 


in this city. Nor are you to be discour- 
aged if the district attorney in the ex- 
ercise of his judgment should deter- 
mine to place on file or continue a case 
because of the age or illness of a de- 
fendant.” 

The district attorney goes on to sug- 
gest that the cases he refers to be 
prosecuted by the police under the so- 
called iron-clad law, which would re- 
quirement imprisonment for the first 
offense. He claims that most of the 
cases dre bow prosecuted on complaints 
under the nuisance act, which permits a 
fine instead of imprisonment, and that 
the fine usually is settled in the lower 
court. 

The district attorney alleges that, in 
order to dodge imprisonment on the 
second offense, when another arrest is 
made, the real proprietor gets another 
to claim proprietorship. When a fine 
is imposed on the false proprietor the 
real proprietor settles. In this way im- 
prisonment is avoided. This system is 
equivalent to a seml-annual license fee 
of $50, Moran states. 

In concluding his communication, the 
district attorney says in part: 

“To the end that all complaints 
should be acted on by the lower court 
under the so-called iron-clad law, I 
called on and conferred with Chief Jus- 
tice Bolster of the municipal conrt. 

“I suggested that you direct your 
subordinates to always ask for com- 
plaints under the so-called iron-clad 
iaw. Then imprisonment will be in- 
evitable for fke first offense. Should 
defendants appeal the district attor- 
ney’s office will extend its fullest ener- 
gies to co-operate with you in the 
prosecution and punishment of this 
class of offenders. 

“No leniency will be shown in this 
class of cases except in cases of greut 
age or illness, and then only wher the 
district attorney is satisfied that the de- 
fendant has permanently abandoned 
the business, and that the ends of jus- 
tice demand such leniency. If not in- 
terfered with by your superiors you 
ought to be able now to accomplish 
what your department did accomplish 
under the administration of General 
Martin.” 

Calling Moran “superficially brill- 
jant,” O’Meara last night announced 
that he had decided to follow the sugges- 
tion of Moran, for one week, in the at- 
tempt to get legal evidence against 
keepers of 15 houses whose integrity 
of conduct is under question by the dis- 
trict attorney, who says that he wants 
to give the grand jury next week in- 
formation that may close up the alleged 
resorts.

WAS HUNGRY AND COLD 


Supposed Heir to $50,000 Foutid 
In a Miserable Tenement 

New York, Dec. 28.—Acting upon an 
anonymous letter, agents of the Chil- 
dren’s society found a 5-year-old boy 
named Edmund Pullman, half starved 
and wrapped in rags, on the top floor 
of a tenement house here. The child’s 
mother, who called herself Lillian Pull- 
man, was taken to the children’s court, 
where she declared that the boy was 
heir to a trust fund of $50,000. 

She said that she had been married 
to George H. Pullman, whom she 
ealled a son of the palace car man, and 
that they had lived in Baltimore before 
coming to New York. Before the birth 
of the boy, Pullman, she said, arranged 
a trust fund for him of $50,000 which 
he was to have upon reaching the age 
of 21 years. Later, she continued, she 
had obtained a divorce from Pullman. 
She said she had been living with 
Cornelius Breslin, a bricklayer, about 
three years, but that be had been out 
of work ately. 

The mother was released, but the boy 
was held in the custody of the society 
for further investigation. ‘hose sald 
to befamiliar with the woman's history 
state that under the name of Lillian 


Mason, daughter of a physician of this | 
city, she was about 10 years ago a . 
stenographer in the employ of the Na- b 83 e 


tional Red Cross society. George H. 
Pullman, said to be a nephew of the 
palace car man, was secretary of the 
society at that time, and Lillian Ma- 
son alleged that he married her in 1898. 
Subsequently, however, he  success- 
fully opposed this claim in the courts. 
Meantime the woman was dismissed 
from the Red Cross service. 


Negro Soldier Assaults Woman 

El. Reno, Okla., Dec. 28—A negro 
soldier of the T'wenty-fifth infantry as- 
saulted Mrs. T. 8S. Clifford, wife of a 
physician of this place, near the Rock 
Island station. Great excitement pre- 
vails and talk of lynching is heard on 
every hand. This is the same regiment 
of which three companies were dis- 
honorably discharged by President 
Roosevelt. The negro viciously seized 
Mrs. Clifford around the waist and 
threw her into the street, exclaiming 
that the sidewalk belonged to  him.; 
Mrs. Clifford screamed and the assail- 
ant fled. 


Posted on Japanese Question 

Washington, Dec. 28.—United States 
District Attorney Devlin of San Fran- 
cisco, Who was called to Washington 
by Attorney General Bonaparte for a 
conference regarding the exclusion of 
Japanese pupils from the public schoo!s 
of San Francisco, arrived in this city 
last night. He refused to discuss the 
Japanese question, declaring that any 
information given out would have to 
come from Bonaparte. 


Concessions to Railroad Men 

Cleveland, Dec. 28.—Beginning Jan. 
1 the pay of all firemen on the Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis 
railway (Big Four system) will be in- 
creased at an average raise of 7.77 per- 
cent. The new settlement contains im- 
portant concessions to the men in addi- 
tion to the wage increase. The new 
schedule provides that a day’s work 
shall consist of 10 hours or of 100 miles 
of running. 


Livestock Allowed to Suffer 

Washington, Dec. 28.—Secretary 
Wilson has transmitted to the depart- 
ment of justice nine additional cases 
of alleged violation of the act of con- 
gress which provides that railroad 
companies shall not detain livestock on 
cars for a longer period than 28 hours 
without food and water, except with 
the consent of the owner of the stock, 
and then for no longer a time than 36 
hours. 


Roosevelt Family on Vacation 

Charlottesville, Va., Dec. 28--Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and family and guests 
reached Pine Knot, Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
cottage in the southern part of Alber- 
marle county, at 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. Their outing will continue 
until Monday. The 12-mile drive from 
North Garden, which occupied nearly 
two hours, was a bracing one. 


Race Row Has Subsided 

Meridian, Miss., Dec. 28—AlIl the 
troops stationed at Scooba, the scene 
of the recent race troubles, returned 
yesterday afternoon in charge of Goy- 
ernor Vardaman, who went there to 
make a personal investigation of the 
Stiuation. The condition there is re- 
ported quiet and all apprehension of 
further trouble has passed.

ALL FOR COMMON Goop 


Lyman Abbott Tells How Labor 
and Capital May Rid Us ot In- 


dividualism Which Has Ip. 

spired Our Country 

Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 28.—That the 
United States is passing from an age 
of individualism into one of fraternal. 
ism in which the government wil] take 
added responsibility for the welfare or 


the people, was the contention of 
Lyman Abbott of New York, who aq- 
dressed the Associated Academie Prin 
cipals in this city last night. He took 
for his subject “The Coming Age.” 

“In industrial activity,” Dr. Abbott 
said, “we are moving from the pring 
of every man for himself toward whatl 
e2ll fraternalism, where the ¢ 
good is the main consideration. Upon 
this country God has poured out untold 
wealth and we have said, "Go in and get 
it,” and men have done it. <A man of 
whom I knew put $60,000 Into 
mine and in two years, without a: 
stroke of work or using his brain, 
out $2,000,000 

“This system is not Just and we are 
going to leave it in the rear. When I 
say this I do not mean that we willleave 
it in the rear by socialism. Socialism 
assumes that all functions can be done 
by the government. This may be so, 
but it is not prover. We do not want 
the state to own all the tools of produc- 
tion, but we do want the democratiza- 
tion of industry and the control of fr 
dustry by the people for their own good. 

“A corporation is, in its essence, a 
democratic contrivance by which a 
large number of men combine thef 
money and share in the distribution of 
profits. If a corporation was honestly 
administered it wouid be beneficis 
The thing to do is not to destroy it, 
to make it serve the purpose for whic 
it was intended. 

“What we want to do is to bring the 
corporations under the government 
control the same as we have the banks 
A labor union is a fraternal organiza 
tion. We want to make the unions 
broaden out and realize that labor and 
capital are partners in a common enter- 
prise. The individualism whieh has 
inspired our country in the past has led 
to vices of self-conceit, self-will and 
greed. The remedy lies in the recogni- 
tion of society as a unit.

“There are three streams running 
towards fraternalism—religion, govern 
ment and industrial activity. Religion 
is not a purely personal affair as those 
who believe in individualism would 
have us believe. It is not true that a 
man’s religion is no concern of his 
neighbor. Most of the Commandments 
have to do with the relations of men 
with others. Religion is social. In 
dividualism has broken up the church 
into 800 denominations. We shall not 
get unity of the church of Christ by g 
Ing back to the state where a few men 
determined our religion for us. ‘That 
is paternalism in religion. 

“In government, teo, We are getting 
away from the old individualism. 1 
old idea that the only function of gov 
ernment is to protect life and liberty 
and property is wrong. We no longer 
regard government 2s simply a t 
watchman. Municipal government 
owns water and lighting plants and ex 
ercises sanitary functions. The state 
educates the children; the federal goy- 
ernment widens harbors and does 
many other things for the welfare of 
the people. 

“The state is an entity which has a 
right to do for itself whatever it can 
do for the advantage of itself. The 
world has never seen a more inspiring 
sight than that of the education of all 
children by the state.”

TO BE SHOT ON SIGHT 


Fate ot All Suspicious Dogs In 
the Suburbs ot Boston 

Boston, Dec. 28.—The state cattle 
bureau chief, Dr. Peters, and the vari- 
ous city governments and boards of se 
lectmen have taken prompt steps to 
end the careers of mad dogs. and to see 
that the long list of victims during the 
last two days, which was increased 
yesterday, receive proper treatment to 
prevent rabies. Already the first con- 
tingent has started for New York and 
the others follow today. 

A post-mortem on the big St. . Ber- 
nard killed in Wakefield Tuesday has 
shown that he had rabies in its worst 
form. Dr. Clark, the city veterinary, 
broke his knife and cut his hand during 
the dissection of the beast and he goes 
| to New York, too, as it is feared the 
rabies-affected blood came in contact 
with his. 

The police all over the metropolitan 
district are hunting for the Beachmont 
dog. The five children bitten there are 
to be treated by the Pasteur institute, 
at the expense of the town of Revere. 
Patrolmen there, as in Wakefield, Wo- 
burn, Melrose, Malden, Everett and 
other places in the Mystic valley, have 
been ordered to shoot on sight sus- 
picious dogs. 


Deer Raises Ructions 

Lynn, Mass., Dec. 28.—A doe which 
ran into the center of the city from 
the outskirts caused much excitement 
last night. The doe, frightened by the 
pursuing crowd, jumped through a 
plate glass window in a tea and coffee 
store. Patrolman Linehan followed 
the animal in the store, which had been 
| closed for the night, but the animal 
| smashed a large number of crates of 
crockery and overturned many chests 
of tea and coffee before the crowd 
which had followed into the store 
through the broken window succeeded 
in holding the animal. A game warden 
took the doe to the Lynn woods and put 
it in care of a keeper there. 


Flanagan Claims Immunity 

Boston, Dec. 28.—A motion was tiled 
in the superior criminal court to quash 
the indictment charging John W. Flan- 
agan with keeping a common gambling 
house and a place to register bets on 
stock transactions, on the ground that 
Flanagan was immune from prosecu- 
tion, as he had given evidence before a 
legislative committee during an investi- 
gation that incriminated himself. 
District Attorney Moran agreed with 
Flanagan’s counsel and the matter 
Was taken under advisement by Judge 
Sherman. 


Sulcide and Attempt at Murder 

Boston, Dec. 28.—F red L. Clark, aged 
26, shot and probably fatally wounded 
his wife, Bertha, aged 22, at a lodging 
house at 1:30 o’clock this morning. 
Clark, thinking that he had killed the 
woman, killed himself with the revolver 
which he had used on his wife. Mrs. 
Clark was taken to a hospital and is in 
a critical condition. The couple re- 
cently arrived from Belfast, Me. Per- 
sons in the house where they were 
staying heard them quarreling just be- 
fore the shooting occurred. 


Complaint of Lumbermen 

Manchester, N. H., Dec. 28.—The 
New Hampshire Lumbermen’s asso- 
ciation voted to secure counsel for the 
prosecution of alleged claims against 
the Boston and Maine railroad for over- 
charges said to aggregate $40,000. The 
action of the Lumbermen’s association 
is based on a law passed in 1891, when 
it was provided that the railroad should 
not increase charges in the state for 
| freight carrying, but should from time 

to time reduce them. 


Dead Man’s Name on Payroll} 
Boston, Dec. 28.—James P. Timilty, a 
local politician, was fined $200 in the 
; superior court for violating the civil 
| service laws. The evidence showed 
that Timilty, when foreman of the city 
| paving division, carried the name of 
his father-in-law, William Craven, on 
the city payroll a year after Craven’s 
death. Timilty employed a relative to 
do Craven's work without undergoing 
a civil service examination. 


To Penetrate Northern Maine 

Bangor, Me., Dec. 28.—The full board 
of railroad commissioners met here for 
a hearing on the petition of the Bangor 
and Aroostook Railroad company to 
proceed with their survey of a new 
branch line. No remonstrants ap- 
peared and the commissioners granted 
the petition. The new branch will run 
from West Sebois for 145 miles to St. 
Francis, near the Canadian boundary. 


Alleged Concealment of Assets 

Boston, Dec. 28.—Charles D. Johnson, 
}a former grocer and provision dealer, 
with three stores in Chelsea and one in 
Everett, was arrested on a charge of 
concealing assets from his trustee in 
; bankruptcy. He was arraigned before 
' Commissioner Hayes and pleaded not 
| guilty. He was held in $1500 bail for a 
hearing. A brother furnished bonds. 


Shot by Little Son 

Baltic, Conn., Dec. 28.—The 6-year- 
old son of James B. Brown secured a 
22-ealibre revolver which had been left 
where he could get it and it was in 
some manner discharged, the bullet 
striking his mother in the head above 
the left ear. The ball was extracted 
and it is believed she will recover. 


Wife Abandoned Civilized Life 

Vienna, Dec. 28.—It is reported that 
Archduke Leopold of Austria, who 
abandoned his title and became Herr 
Woelfing in order to marry an actress, 
intends to secure a divorce. Leopold’s 
wife has been a vegetarian. She

Mayor of Boston Vetoes Order 
For New Telephone Franchise 

Boston, Dec. 28.—Mayor Fitzgerald 
has filed with the city clerk his veto of 
the order passed by the board of alder- 


men giving a franchise to the Metrepoli- 
tan Home Telephone company. ‘The 
franchise permitted the company to ex- 
tend its wires through all streets in the 
city, with the proviso that the com- 
pany should give the city free service. 
The veto is based on the ground of ir- 
regularity in the matter of hearings and 
advertising, and on the failure to file 
maps and plans showing the exact lo- 
cation of poles and wires, also that it is 
against the public policy to grant such 
public franchise without some com- 
pensating feature. 

The order giving the franchise passed 
the board of aldermen on Dec. 17 by a 
vote of 11 to 1. The mayor’s veto will 
come up for action at the next meeting 
of the board, when a two-thirds vote of 
the 13 members will be necessary to 
pass the order, notwithstanding the ad- 
verse action of the mayor. 

It is stated at city hall that should 
the aldermen pass the order over the 
mayor’s veto the question of the legal- 
ity of granting the franchise will be 
carried to the supreme court for a de- 
cision. ; 


Ruined Crown Princess’ Life 

Brussels, Dec. 28.—Andre Giron, 
who achieved considerable notoriety 
three years ago by eloping with the 
then Crown Princess of Saxony, was 
married here to Joene Braem. Giron 
agreed to a pecuniary compromise with 
the family of the crown princess and 
then abandoned her. This elopement 
cost the crown princess the crown of 
Queen of Saxony, the loss of her chil- 
dren and expulsion from the imperial 
house of Hapsburg. Giron is 12 years 
younger than the woman he married 
yesterday. 


Skipped While Under Bond 

Newark, N. J., Dec. 28.—Carmine 
Comforti, wanted in Weymouth, Mass., 
on a charge of having attempted to 
murder his wife, had been at liberty un- 
der $1000 bail, pending the result of the 
extradition proceedings, and when the 
case was called in court yesterday he 
did not appear. His bond was de- 
clared forfeited and the authorities be- 
gan a search for him. Two policemen 
from Weymouth had come here for the 
purpose of taking Comforti to Massa- 
ehusetts. 


Banker Sent to Jall 

Chicago, Dec. 28.—W. J. Atkinson, 
proprietor of the defunct Lincoln 
bank, was sent to jail in default of $25,- 
000 bonds. Attorney Ringer, acting for 
the receiver, and United States Marsha! 
Hoy reported to Judge Landis that 
Atkinson had not given the receiver 
any material aid in adjusting the af- 
fairs of the bank and the marshal de- 
elared tast his office could not spare a 
deputy to.remain with Atkinson night 
and day. 


Bryan Would Accept Nomination 

Topeka Dec. 28.—In an interview 
here, William J. Bryan virtually ad- 
mitted that he would be a candidate for 
the presidential nomination before the 
next national Democratic convention, 
“While I have not yet announced that 
I would be a candidate,” said Bryan, “1 
have not stated that I would not be a 
candidate. Such a high honor as the 
presidential nomination is something 
that no American citizen should de 
cline.” 


Biack Hand Man Caught 
New York, Dec. 28.—Police detec- 
tives who are making concerted efforts 
to break up the Black Hand gang op- 
erating so extensively in this city claim 
to have captured an alleged leader red- 
handed last night. Vincenzo Fote was 
arrested after receiving, according to 
the police, $250 which Giovanni Valen- 
tine, proprietor of a billiard room, had 

been frightened into giving him. 


Scow Sunk With Human Freight 

New York, Dec. 28.—A frail scow on 
which 15 Italian laborers started to 
cross the 75-foot canal at Lloyd’s Neck, 
L. 1, sank suddenly in midstream. 
One of the men was drowned and five 
others were revived with difficulty af- 
ter they were rescued by crews of near- 
by craft. The remainder of the men 
on the scow swam ashore. 


Want Food Without Working 

Lodz, Dec. 28.—In view of the lock- 
out which will begin in all the prin- 
cipal factories here tomorrow the So- 
cialists are threatening to organize 
street fights and to compe! citizens, at 
the point of the revolver, to feed and 
iodge the unemployed. 


Used Carving Knife on Throat 

New York, Dec. 28.—Mrs. Anna 
Klickehart, 52 years old, wife of a re- 
tired druggist, died in the apartments 
of the family last night, two hours after 
her throat had been cut with a carving 
knife. The wound is believed to have 
been self-inflicted. 


Car Crashed Into Laborers 
New York, Dec. 25—A street car 
struck and overturned a truck filled 
with homeward-bound laborers in Har- 
lem last night. One of the latter was 
killed outright and three others in- 
jured, two of them perhaps fatally. 


Bishop Fined For Assauit 
Nancy, France, Dec. 28.—The correc- 
tional court here fined Bishop Turinaz 
$10 for striking a gandarme on the oc- 
casion of the former’s expulsion from 
the Episcopal residence here.

ARE HELD FOR FORGERY 


Grand Jury’s Finding Was Un- 
der Strict Lnterp:etation Gt the 
Law as Laid Dowu by Jerome 


--Alleged False Statements 


New York, Dec. 29.—The grand jury 
which for the past month has been in- 
vestigating the affairs of the New York 
Life Insurance company returned in- 
dictments charging forgery in the third 
degree against George W. Perkins, for- 
mer vice president of the New York 
Life and a member of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., and Charles S. Fair- 
child, a former secretary of the treas- 
ury, president of the New York Security 
and Trust company (now out of exist- 
ence) and a member of the finance com- 
mittee of the insurance company. 

Perkins was in court when the in- 
dictments were announced. He was 
formally arraigned, entered a plea of 
not guilty and gave bond in the sum 
of $10,000, his sureties being J. P. Mor- 
gan, Jr., and Cleveland H. Dodge. 
Fairchild is at present in Europe. 

Six indictments were returned 
against each of the two defendants, but 
all are based on the one transaction 
known as the “Prussian loan,” the 
specification under the charge of for- 
gery being the falsification of book- 
keeping entries. It is alleged that cer- 
tain railway stocks were transferred 
by the insurance company to the Se- 
curity and Trust company in order to 
comply with the Prussian law, but that 
the transfer was not bona fide. 

The grand jury coupled with the in- 
dictments a presentment in which the 
jurors placed themselves on record as 
being convinced that in doing the acts 
charged against them Perkins and Fair- 
ehild were “influenced by a desire to 
benefit the policyholders.” The grand 
jury further says the indictments were 
returned only under a strict interpreta- 
tion of the law as it was laid down to 
them by District Attorney Jerome. 

It had been an open secret for two 
days that Perkins would probably be 
indicted and his counsel had had sev- 
eral consultations with the district at- 
torney. The indictment of Fairchild 
came £s a complete surprise, for he had 
not been publicly connected with the 
present investigation. 

It was said at the criminal courts 
building that the discharge of the De- 
cember grand jury, which followed the 
presentment of the insurance indict- 
ments, does not end the law’s inquiry 
into the affairs of the New York Life. 
The inquiry will probably be continued 
by the January grand jury. 

The New York Security and Trust 
company, of which Fairchild was presi- 
dent, was, at the time of the “Prussian 
Joan,” controlled by the New York Life 
Insurance company, which held the 
majority of the stock. The railway 
shares were transferred by the New 
York Life to the Security and Trust 
company and it is contended thatif a 
crime was committed Fairchild, a 
president of the trust company, must 
have been cognizant of it and there- 
fore a party to the transaction.

The “Prussian loan” matter was de 
veloped during the Armstroney investi- 
gation. Some years ago the Prussia 
government adopted a Whech ex- 
cluded all American insurance coln- 
panies from doing business iu that 
country. The American Life Insur- 
ance companies were doing an exten-

sive business in Prussia at the time 
and the law was a_ serious blow to 
them. They made an effort at once to 


re-establish themselves by a  compli- 
ance with the new law. Asa result of 
their efforts a Prussian commission 
Was appointed and came to this coun- 
try to investigate the va 
panies which wished 
ness in Prussia. Among these was the 
New York Life. The commission re 
turned Prussia with the recom- 
mendation that the companies be per 
mitted to resume writing insurance 
upon compliance with the one demand 
that they should sell any and all stocks 
held by them as securities, it being a 
fundamental principle and theory of 
Prussian law that no insurance com- 
pany should accept or hold as collateral 
any stock, no matter how wel! it might 
be secured. Only bonds were permissi- 
ble. 

To meet this demand the New York 
Life agreed to sell 10,000 shres of Chi- 
cago and Northwestern preferred and 
5300 shares of Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, preferred, which it held. It 
is now charged that instead of selling 
this stock outright, the company mere- 
ly transferred it to the New York Se- 
curity and Trust company, a subsidiary 
concern, Where it was held in trust, not 
being actually disposed of until about 
one year later, when it was sold on the 
Stock Exchange at a profit to the com- 
pany of $155,000. The Chicago and 
Northwestern brought a profit of $250,- 
000, while the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul stock showed a loss of $95,000.

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OVER MAYOR'S VETO 


Boston Aldermen Favor Grant- 
ing New Telephone Franchise 

Boston, Dee. 29.—By a vote of 11 to2, 
the board of aldermen passed over the 
veto of Mayor Fitzgerald the order 
granting a franchise in this city to the 
Metropolitan Home Telephone com- 
pany, an independent organization 
which is seeking to do business in Bos- 
ton.

Home Tele- 
phone company passed the board by a 
vote of 11 to 1, one member being either 
absent or not voting. On Thursday 
Fitzgerald sent his veto message to the 
members of the board, and af yester- 
day’s meeting there were no absentees. 
Alderman Linehan, who originally op- 
posed the order, voted to sustain the 
mayor’s veto, and he was supported by 
Alderman Bangs, who had previously 
voted in favor of a franchise. 

It is understood that the matter of a 
franchise will now be contested In the 
courts by interested parties.

The New York Central railroad was 
prosecuted for rebating to the sugar 
trust and fined $108,000, while the 
sugar trust was fined $168,000 for re- 
ceiving the rebates. 

Prior to the oil prosecutions the big 
beef packers brought to trial at Chica- 
go on criminal charges had gone scot 
free on the decision Judge Hum- 
phrey, holding that they were immune 
because their testimony had been given 
contidentially to Garfield. At Kansas 
City JUNE 12 four of the packers—Ar- 
mour, Swift, Cudahy and Morris-—-were 
found guilty of accepting rebates from 
the Burlington. 

In near.y all of the larger cities com- 
binations of ice companies were attack- 
ed for conspiracy in forcing up prices, 
the most promptly successful prosecu- 
tion being against the five Toledo deal- 
ers, who were not only fined but who 
began their jail sentences, but later got 
out on bond and appealed. At Phila- 
delphia the indicted ice men got off 
with a nominal fine, but were warned 
against a second offense. 

District Attorney Jerome of New 
York reported that he could find noth- 
ing on which to base a case against the 
Mutual, but the New York Life was 
still under scrutiny, and the cases 
against the Burnhams and Eldridge of 
the Mutual Reserve came to trial in 
December, George Burnhauni, Jr., being 
convicted of larceny. 

Supreme court decisions were: 

Holding it to be illegal for railroads 
to deal in any commodities which they 
haul; that the railroads may select 
through routes; upholding the Michigan 
ad valorem railroad tax; refusing Mis- 
souri’s appeal against the Chicago 
drainage canal; upholding the suspen- 
sion of Chicago street railway charters 
for ninety-nine years, but not the con- 
tract rights thereunder. 

Circuit courts at St. Louis and Cin- 
cinnati held that an illegal trust could 
not collect bills by legal process. 

In February the arrest of President 
Moyer and Secretary Haywood of the 
Western Federation of Miners, togeth- 
er with a member, Pettibone, at Den- 
ver, on the charge of having planned 
the murder of ex-Governor Steunen- 
berg in December, 1905, and their 
hasty imprisonment in Idaho without 
extradition formalities caused wide- 
spread resentment among labor and 
Socialist classes. Pending their trial a 
habeas corpus appeal was carried up to 
the supreme court and there refused 
DEC. 2.

The young negro, not cun- 
aing enough to speed the spindle, is 
spared. Itis now the white child who 
is in bondage, while the little darky is 
ut in the cotton fields under the open 
fceavens. These white children often 
t&egin work in the mill with ro frag- 
enent of education. And often after a 
year of this brain-blasting labor they 
fose the power to iearn even the simple 
art of reading. The labor commission- 
er of North Carolina reports that there 
mare two hundred and sixty-one cotton 
mills in that state, in which nearly for- 
toy thousand people are employed, in- 
eluding nearly eight thousand children. 
Whe average daily wage of the men is 
fifty-seven cents, of the women thirty- 
mine cents, of the children twenty-two

France Is Accused of Violating 
International Law 


RIGHTS TRAMPLED UPON 


Boston Catholics Denounce the 
Action of ‘*Counterieit Gov- 
ernment”? In Relation to the 
Churches--Free Masonry Hit 


Boston, Dec. 31.—At a mass meeting 
of Boston Catholics last evening, which 
considerably exceeded the limits of 
Faneuil hall, speeches were made and a 
set of resolutions were adopted, a copy 
of which were sent to the pope, protest- 
ing against the action of the French 
government toward the church in that 
country. Archbishop Coadjutor O’Con- 
nell presided and an address was de- 
livered by Dr. Thomas Dwight of the 
Harvard Medical school. 

The meeting, which is the first of its 
kind to be held in this country, was un- 
der the auspices of the Catholic Union 
of this city. Archbishop O'Connell 
said in part: 

“We are assembled to enter our 
solemn protest against the tyranny 
which seeks to destroy the true liberty 
of religion and the freedom of those 
who represent it, and against a despot- 
ism which tramples upon the rights 
of humanity. The faction which 
usurps the government of France today 
has defiantly and wantonly insulted 
the august pontiff of our hol religion. 

“France broke her prqqised pledge 
and violated every canon of interna- 
tional law. Until France has atoned 
for this crime, no government can re- 
spect her word or expect her to keep 
her pledges. America blushes to behold 
her sister’s shame, and we citizens of 
this true democracy denounce this 
counterfeit government. 

“Let America sound a solemn warn- 
ing, the echoes of which will reach not 
only France, but all the nations; 
warning that where the rights of God 
aud humanity are ruthlessly violated 
the final victory must come not to 
might, but to the eternal right.” 

Dr. Dwight spoke for nearly two 
hours, giving an historical review of the 
events which led up to the present sit- 
uation. In speaking of the Free Ma- 
sonry issue, Dwight said: 

“To many in this community the 
connection of Free Masonry with the 
opposition of the church will seem a 
little short of outrageous, accustomed 
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| as we are to meet Masons in everyday 


affairs without the suspicion of any 
hostility. But so far as outsiders can 
judge, the tendency of the order in 
English speaking countries is by ne 
means what it is on the continent of 
Europe. There it avows openly its 
hatred to Christianity. Unfortunately, 
it is very powerful in France.” 

Dr. Dwight referred to a message 
from the grand master of an Italian 
lodge to the grand orient in Paris, in 
which the former says that the latter 
has fought and conquered. The 
speaker held that this was a complete 
proof of the attitude of the bods to- 
ward the church in France. “We see 
liberty that is license to the side that is 
up,” he said, ‘and tyranny to the side 
that is down. The iess said of equality 
and fraternity the better, with these 
facts before our eyes.” 

While Archbishop O'Connell was 
speaking the crowd outside the doors 
of the hall became so large that an over- 
flow meeting was arranged in the mar- 
ket place. The resolutions which had 
already been read and adopted inside 
the hall were read again to those out- 
side and adopted. The resolutions were 
as follows: 

“Whereas, by an unwarrantable 
breach of contract with the holy see, 
the French government is guilty of an 
act of international perfidy; 

“Whereas, by the confiscation of 
property of which the church is the 
rightful owner, and by the repudia- 
tion of the state’s just debt to the 
church, the government of France has 
acted in defiance of common human 
rights; 

“Whereas, by imposing conditions up- 
on the church absolutely opposed to 
her constitution, the French govern- 
ment virtually and effectively prohibits 
freedom of worship; and, 

“Whereas all these unjust laws en- 
acted by a government calling itself a 
republic are totally against the free 
spirit of true domocracy; Therefore, be 
it resolved, 

“First—That we citizens of this true 
Tepublic denounce as a gross violation 
of international law this breach of pub- 
lie faith of France with the holy see. 

“Second—That we protest vehement- 
ly against the robbery of the church’s 
property to which the state has no just

She was 
a great patroness of art, science and 
literature, interfering little in politics 
Until quite recently she was a_ well 
known figure to Londoners, driving her 
donkey chaise in the vicinity of her 
home. 

Baroness Burdett-Coutts was 
first peeress created in her own rig 
and the first Wwomia presented with 
honorary citizenship In London. She 
was an intimate and lifelong friend of 
the late Queen Victoria and one of the 
richest Women in England. Her weaith 
Was used principally to carry on her 
work to improve the condition of the 
poor, and as a philanthropist her name 
was world wide. She was particularly 
beloved by the people of the White- 
chapel district, London, whose condl- 
tion she had done much to improve. 

Twenty-five years ago the baroness 
became the wife of William A. Bartlett, 
then a young man in the diplomatic ser 
vice, and at present a member of pariia- 
ment for Westminster. He was born 
at Plymouth, Mass., and upon becoming 
the husband of the baroness, assumed 
the surname of Burdett-Coutts.

BLUE LAWS V8 ENFORCED 


| Bos‘on Police Tal Take the Names 
of All Alleged Violators 
Boston, Dec. 31.—A puritanical wave 
of strict observance of all Sunday laws, 
Set in motion throug a long drawn out 
controversy between District Attorney 


Moran and _ Police Commissioner 
O'Meara, swept over this city yester- 
day, and while no arrests were made, 
the police took the names of several 
hundred alleged violators of the laws 
and summonses will be asked from 
the courts today.

Work on the W ashington street tunnel 
ceased at midnight, with the exception 
of a short section near the head of 
State street, which the transit commis- 
sioners ordered should be carried on, as 
the construction is dangerous and 
haste is necessary. 

In South Boston the names of all the 
postal clerks in the sub-station were 
taken, as well as those employed in the 
publie library, which was opened for a 
few hours during the afternoon. 


Proposed Labor Legislat on 

Boston, Dec. 31.—At a meeting of of- 
ficials of the state branch of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor it was de 
cided that legislation to be requested 
in 1907 will be overtime. picketing and 
public opinion bills, in exactly the same 
form as was requested last year; bills 
to perfect the eight-hour law, for less 
hours for street motormen, to limit 
power of courts in industrial disputes, 
to make election day a holiday, for a 
barbers’ license law, for better and 
more adequate boiler inspection and for 
an increase of the inspection force not 
oniy for boilers, but to enforce the fac- 
tory, sanitary and child labor laws. 


Man’s L:fe Saved Just In Time 

Pawtucket, R. I, Dee. 31—Mrs. 
Thomas Finn, aged 50 years, was found 
dead in ner home at 15 John street, a 
vécetim of asphyxiation by gas. Her 
husband, barely escaping a like fate, 
was found lying in an unconscious and 
starving condition by rescuers just in 
time to save his life. The asphyxiation 
occurred on Christmas eve. There was 
a partly opened gas jet in the rdéom, but 
as the supply of gas was regulated by a 
“quarter meter,” the gas had long 
since ceased to flow, a fact to which 
the husband undoubtedly owes his life. 
The medical examiner decided that the 
asphyxiatioa was accidental. 


Spring Gun Caused Death 

Franklin, Mass., Dec. 31.—After a 
hearing in the district court, E. O. 
Woodbury of South Bellingham, in the 
eellur of whose home C. A. Proctor re- 
ceived fatal wounds from a= spring 
shotgun, was held for the grand jury 
in bonds of $1000, which were fur- 
nished. He pleaded not guilty and 
waived examination. A loaded gun 
was set 9s a trap in the cellarway of 
the Woodbury residence and when 
Proctor attempted to enter the cellar- 
way the gun was discharged. 


Proctor’s Case Before High Court 

Boston, Dee. 31.—The bill of excep- 
tions in the case of Robert G. Proctor, 
former private secretary of United 
States Senator Lodge, who was con- 
victed on a charge of larceny of $225, 
was allowed by Judge De Courcy, 
which means that the supreme court 
will be asked to pass judgment upon 
the exceptions. Should the supreme 
court refuse a new trial Proctor will be 
obliged to serve his 10 months’ sentence 
unless Governor Guild should inter- 
pose his pardoi:ing power. 


Meetings of Raliroad Men 

Boston, Dec. 31.—The locomotive en- 
gineers of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road lreld a “system” meeting in Bos- 
ton, at which the desires for the com- 
ing year were discussed. The greatest 
secrecy prevailed over the meeting, but 
it is known that all matters were re- 
ferred to a general system committee 
to represent all the men. The conduc- 
tors and trainmen of the same road 
also met and listened to an address by 
Grand Master Morrissey of the train- 
men’s brotherhood. 


Ledderman Has Sea Fall 

Milford, Mass., Dec. 31.—As the re- 
sult of the burning of a block owned 
by Enrico Tasinerl, William J. Will- 
jams, a ladderman, fell from the sec- 
ond story of the building to the ground 
and received internal injuries, besides 
fracturing two ribs and cutting his 
head severely. He is in a critical condi- 
tion. Two other firemen were less seri- 
ously injured by the ov erturning of a 
hose wagon while it was speeding to 
answer the alarm. The loss by the fire 


was $2000. 


Alleged Itlegal Operation 

Salem, Mass., Dec. 31—Dr. J. F. 
Lambert of Boston was arrested and 
brought to this city to answer to a 
charge to being being a principal and 
accessory in an alleged illegal opera- 
tion performed upon Mrs. Cora Shap- 
leigh. Local officers had previously 
zrvested Dr. O. G. Cilley of Boston on a 
charge of performing the operation. 
Both physiciwns will be arraigned in 
the local vort.

Boston, Dec. 31.—Four children and 
a woman who were bitten last week 
in Revere and Chelsea by a dog which 
was subsequently found to be suffering 
from rabies were taken to the state hos- 
pital yesterday for treatment according 
to the Pasteur method.

Barre, Vt., Dec. 31.—The silk dyers’ |

of Luigi Gallioni, the editor of a weekly 
paper here, by two officers from Pater- 
son armed with approved, requisition | 
papers charging Gallioni with rioting, | 


an atrocious assault and battery and |, 


malicious mischief in Paterson In June, 
1902. Gallioni was lodged in jail and 
will probably leave today for Paterson. 

Gallioni has been in Barre for the 
past three years and has been actively 
engaged in publishing a weekly paper, 
the editorials of which have shown 
strong socialistic tendencies. It was 
known among many of the Italians 
working in the quarries that Gallioni 
came from Paterson, but the local au- 
thorities were not aware that he was 
wanted there to answer to any charge. 

The Paterson officers state that 
shortly after the riots in Paterson, five 
years ago, indictments were returned 
against Gallioni, Adolph Grossman 
aud William McQueen. Grossman gave 
bail for $5000, but disappeared before 
his case reached a trial and is still at 
large. McQueen is serving a five-year 
sentence at the present time. 

It was learned that after the riots 
in Paterson Gallioni went to Canada, 
where he remained a little more than a 
year. He came here in 1903 and short- 
ly after began the publication of the 
Italian paper. 

He was very much depressed over his 
arrest and wept continually for several 
hours. 


Death of Ex-Senator Caffery 

New Orleans, Dee. 31.—Former 
United States Senator Donelson L. 
Caffery died last night. During the 
Civil war Caffery earned a reputation 
for daring. He first came into political 
prominence as one of the framers of 
the constitution of this state. In 1892 
he was appointed to the United States 
senate to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Senator Gibson, and was 
later elected by the Louisiana legis- 
lature. His nomination for the vice 
presidency by the Gold Democrats in 
1900 was the last event of importance 
in his political eareer. 


Raisuli May Make Further Trouble 
Tangier, Dec. 81—It is reported here 
that the German flag is about to be 
hoisted over Raisuli’s stronghold at 
Zinat. It is said to be the bandit’s in- 
tention to endeavor to embroil the pow- 
ers in the meantime by joining forces 
with the pretender. When he learned 
of his expulsion from Morocco, Raisuli 
sent his family and fortune to the inac- 
cessable mountainous headquarters of 
the Bani Arros tribe, while he re- 
mained at Zinat, prepared to follow at 
any moment in the event of an attack. 


Trade With Panama Growing 

Washington, Dec. 31.—The remark- 
able growth in the export trade of the 
United States with Panama within 
the past two years is shown in a state- 
ment issued by the bureau of statistics 
of the department of commerce and la- 
bor. From a little more than $2,500,000 
in exports to Panama two years ago, 
American trade with that country for 
the present year will show an export 
trade aggregating more than $14,000,- 
000. 


Miqueion Islanders Emigrating 

St. Johns, Dec. 31.—Louls Legasse, a 
fish merchant, was re-elected as dele- 
gate from Miquelon to the French. su- 
perior council for the colonies. He will 
make a special effort to induce the 
French ministry to take measures to 
arrest the depopulation of the Mique‘on 
islands, 20 percent of which is esti 
mated to have emigrated to Canada 
during the year. 


Laungry and Tenement Burnea 

Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 31.—The 
University City laundry, together with 
a three-story tenement adjoining, were 
nearly destroyed by fire, the loss being 
estimated at $35,000. The fire started 
in the laundry and within a few min- 
utes had assumed vast proportions. 
There were four families in the tene- 
ment and there were a number of nar- 
Tow escapes. 


Mutinous Soldiers is Russia 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 31.—The mutiny 
at Tambov is the most serious since 
that at Sebastopol last July. A colonel, 
three lieutenant colonels, 12 other offi- 
cers and a mass of non-commissioned 
officers and privates of the Seventh 
cavalry and also the Tamboy military 
prefect, Colonel Borissoff, have been 
arraigned for dereliction in duty. 


Shah Preparing For the End 

Teheran, Dec. 31.—The shah is very 
weak. He has taken no solid food since 
Saturday. The shah and the crown 
prince signed the constitution yester- 
day. The crown prince signed a sepa- 
rate document in which he promised not 
to dissolve the present parliament for 
two years. 


Brakes Were Defective 

Cincinnati, Dee. 31.—At least 30 per- 
sons were injured, one of whom, Daniel 
Kernan, a passenger, died, in the wreck 
of an electric car on Warsaw avenue 
hill, which ran away for five blocks, 
struck a telegraph pole and turned 
over. The brakes had failed to work. 


King Approves Bryce’s Appointment 
London, Dec. 31.—The foreign office 

announces that King Edward has ap- 

proved the appointment of James 

Bryce as ambassador to the United 
tates.
